It's not just a college football team, it's 
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“There is a special feeling about Notre 
Dame,” Holtz once said. “It’s like feeling God.” 

Devine had a different sensation when he 
came aboard. “It was like you suddenly found 
yourself in King Arthur's chair and found out 
those people really lived,” he said. 

Parseghian was blown away by his first 
day. “I remember driving down Notre Dame 
Avenue, toward the Golden Dome, when I 
first came in and it hit me that I was the head 
coach now,” he said. “Chills went up my back. 
I went to a basketball game where I was intro- 
duced to the students and I was cheered for 
15 minutes. There was a pep rally in January 
and about 3,000 people showed up. The spirit 
was just amazing. I felt it immediately.” 

It’s only appropriate that the College 
Football Hall of Fame move to South Bend. 
The Notre Dame campus is a shrine, with 
Touchdown Jesus and the Golden Dome. The 
Hall will only add depth to the scenery, 

ESPN commentator Lee Corso, a former 
college coach, said Notre Dame has no peer in 
the football community. “When they have an 
experienced head coach in there, their football 
is the best,” he said. “No one’s better. Notre 
Dame is the epitome of college football.” 


THE POPULARITY SPeoeeeoeoeoeooe 
Even under poor Gerry Faust, Notre 
Dame football was huge. From coast-to-coast, 

the “subway alumni” gave the program a 
tremendous national fan base. But since Holtz 
began rebuilding the Irish in 1986, the popu- 
larity has soared to new heights. 

After going 5-6 in his first season, Holtz 
has rung up 8-4, 12-0, 12-1, 9-3, 10-3, 10-1-1, 
and 11-1 records and has gone 5-2 in bowl 
games. His 1988 national title brought the 
program all the way back. 

Larry Michael, sports director at the 
Mutual Radio Network, quantified the enthu- 
siasm Holtz restored. “We have 325 stations 
carrying Notre Dame,” Michael said. “There is 
no other college coach that has his own 
national call-in show.” 

In Faust’s disappointing 30-28-1 tenure, 
Michael said, “The number of stations 
dropped down below 200, it was down to 
about 175. As the program got stronger, it 
picked back up, What we have now is more 
than 300 quality stations. 

“When you think of college football, you 
think of Notre Dame. It’s the only one of its 
kind. There is nothing else like it.” 

Indeed, NBC-TV struck a five-year deal 
with Notre Dame (starting in 1991) to televise 
Irish home games. Obviously, this was the 
first time in modern college history that an 
individual school signed its own network deal. 
Before college football telecasts were deregu- 
lated — creating noon to midnight coverage 
— four of the five highest-rated college foot- 
ball games of all time involved the Irish. 
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“If Notre Dame didn’t exist,” sports com- 
mentator Beano Cook once observed, “the 
NCAA's television contract would be worth 
millions less.” 

Notre Dame Stadium holds only 59,075 
fans, so it is woefully inadequate to meet 
ticket demand. Expansion plans have been 
kicked around since 1991, but unless the 
stadium was doubled in size the public 
won't be satisfied. 

“It’s amazing to see how important it is 
that people get tickets,” said Bill Scholl, the 
school’s director of ticketing and marketing. 

Because of ticket demand, the school 
won't sell new season-ticket packages, Those 
who have had season tickets get to renew 
them as long as they are still alive. 
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No matter how many 
starters Notre Dame loses, 
the Irish aluuays seem to 
have plenty of seasoned 
players. Under Holtz, the 
Irish develop depth while 
preparing their starting 
lineup for games, Their 
talent base never seems 
to get wobbly. 
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“When they die, they will transfer back to 
the school,” he said. “The only person you can 
transfer a ticket to is a surviving spouse.” 

Occasionally Scholl gets a letter inform- 
ing him of the death of a ticket holder. Then 
he will get an address change notice allegedly 
from that same ticket holder. 

“We get letters from dead people all the 
time,” he said. 

Season tickets returned go into a lottery 
pool for contributors to the school. On game 
days, thousands of non-ticket holders will 
gather outside the stadium, sniff for tickets, 
and then tailgate if they can’t get them. 

“At Gate 14, hundreds of people line up, 
almost to halftime, hoping that tickets get 
turned in by the visiting team or whatever,” 
Scholl said. 

For the epic victory over Florida State, a 
mob of 20,000 gathered outside the stadium. 


Fans went into the Athletic and Convocation 
Center to watch it on a big screen. Across the 
nation the game drew the highest rating since 
deregulation. 

“Wherever we go in the country, we have 
supporters,” former Irish linebacker Ned Bol- 
car once observed. “I think it’s the people who 
are so special, who make up the Notre Dame 
family, who causes there to be a mystique. It’s 
not the buildings, it's not the Golden Dome or 
any of that stuff.” 


CoNSTANT RENEW: 

The Irish lose 14 starters off last season’s 
team, yet a spring football writer's poll placed 
them second in the nation. Why? Because the 
top players keep rolling in. 

A recruiting visit to Notre Dame can mes- 
merize most teenage athletes. Prep quarter- 
back star Ryan Clement of Denver expressed 
his awe of the Irish tradition in a recruiting 
diary he penned for the Rocky Mountain 
News. He described game day: 

“The school lives and dies for the football 
team. Football is a religious experience there. 
Game day was incredible. It was hard to 
believe the people I saw — Spike Lee, Roger 
Clemens, John Kruk, and Paul Hornung were 
among them.” 

Alas, Clement chose not to sign with the 
Irish because phenom Ron Powlus was 
already there. Powlus lost his freshman sea- 
son to a pair of broken shoulders. As a sopho- 
more, great things will be expected of him. 

He stands 6-4, he weighs a solid 210 
pounds, and he led his high school team in 
Berwick, Pa., to a 15-0 record by throwing 35 
touchdown passes. While participating in 
drills as a freshman, he impressed his new 
teammates with his maturity and ability to 
pick up the Irish offense. 

Also, it appears he has Joe Montana skills. 
Had he not been injured last season, he may 
have started as a freshman. 

“He’s not fast or quick,” Holtz said. “It’s 
just that he does everything well.” 

The rich keep getting richer. 


PLAYER DEVELOPMENT? * +++ + 

No matter how many starters Notre 
Dame loses, the Irish always seem to have 
plenty of seasoned players. Under Holtz, the 
Irish develop depth while preparing their 
starting lineup for games. Their talent base 
never seems to get wobbly. 

“During the course of the week, an aver- 
age practice, Coach Holtz strives for perfec- 
tion in everything we do,” said ex-Irish 
flanker Lake Dawson. “He always talks about 
what is important, doing all the little things 
the right way. 

“College doesn’t demand quite as much as 
the NFL does, but I’m sure that going to Notre 
Dame and being coached under Lou Holtz is 
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going to help me and probably has 
helped a lot of other athletes that have 
gone through.” 

Holtz hopes that is the case. “Our 
athletes, besides having ability and intelli- 
gence, will really have a very good work 
ethic,” he said. 

Most Irish players develop plenty of 
patience as well. 

“At Notre Dame, there’s quite a bit 
of talent and you kind of have to wait in 
line,” Dawson said. “I think Reggie 
Brooks is an example of that. You have 
a guy that’s playing defensive back my 
freshman year and then all of sudden 
going into his senior year, he rushes 
very well — he was ranked nationally 
—and now he did an excellent job his 
first year in the NFL.” 

Competition breeds excellence for 
the Irish. Holtz allocates his playing 
time with great care. 

“Todd Lyght, Tom Carter, Reggie Brooks, 
Jerome Bettis —I go against these people 
each and every day for months,” Dawson said. 
“So as far as working against top-quality ath- 
letes, I've had that opportunity.” 

Corso lauded Holtz’s ability to get the 
most out of his players. “You look at Notre 
Dame and study them and you see they some- 
times don’t get the greatest athletes in Amer- 
ica, in terms of pure athleticism, speed, and 
agility,” he said. 

But good results, under Holtz, have been 
consistent. “He does it the right way,” Corso 
said. “Wherever he’s been, he’s had the ability 
to keep things in their proper perspective. If 
you're successful but you don’t do it the right 
way, you only hurt your football program.” 


CRADLE OF COACHES + +++ +++ 

Because of all this success, fledgling pro- 
grams routinely comb the Irish coaching staff 
to find new head coaches. Offensive coordina- 
tor Skip Holtz went to Connecticut over the 
winter and defensive coordinator Rick Minter 
was lured by Cincinnati. 

In earlier seasons, Barry Alvarez (Wiscon- 
sin), Ron Cooper (Eastern Michigan), Peter 
Vaas (Holy Cross), Pete Cordelli (Kent), Jim 
Strong (UNLY), and John Palermo (Austin 
Peay) have left the Irish for head jobs. Numer- 
ous others have gone to National Football 
League teams as assistant coaches. 

“People say we can’t keep coaches,” Lou 
Holtz said. “That's not true. We have an oblig- 
ation if a guy does a good job for us to help 
him advance. We lose them to the pros, where 
the salary scales are much higher. There are 
some schools that never lose assistant 
coaches because they never allow other 
schools to talk to them.” 

Why do athletic directors keep knocking 
at the Irish door? 


“It’s the pinnacle,” Skip Holtz said. “It's 
Notre Dame. It’s the top. Working at Notre 
Dame is different than working anywhere 
else. That’s where people go to find coaches. 
They know what it takes to run a big-time 
football program. They know how to do 
things in a big-time way, and do them right.” 

Assistant coaches can wait decades to get 
their shot at a head coaching job. But that 
hasn't been the case with Irish assistants. 

“You kind of get spoiled,” Skip Holtz said. 
“You think head coaching jobs are easy to get. 
Every year, it seems like guys are going. One 
or two guys a year are able to get a head job.” 

The challenge of head coaching is com- 
pelling, but it’s tough to say good-bye to the 
Golden Dome. 

“The hardest thing I’ve ever done was 
leave Notre Dame,” Skip Holtz said. “But head 
coaching jobs don’t come around every year. 
You're not always going to have that opportu- 
nity. Connecticut is not Notre Dame, but at 
the same time we get a chance to build a pro- 
gram based on the same intrinsic values. 

“Notre Dame is a special place. It’s a dif- 
ferent place. I don’t honestly think there is 
another school in the country like it.” 

Because of that, Lou Holtz doesn’t have 
trouble attracting quality replacements. And 
the turnover brings fresh ideas. 

“We like to think we improve our pro- 
gram with each new coach who comes in,” he 
said. “The players coming in, they should 
expect the best coaching and the best teach- 
ing in the country.” 


FLip SIDE OF SUCCESS ++++++ 
Naturally, a program as huge and pros- 
perous as Notre Dame becomes an easy target 
for critics. 
Dan Yaeger co-authored a highly negative 
book, Under the Tarnished Dome: How Notre 


Dame Betrayed Ideals For Football 
Glory. That book, plus subsequent news- 
paper stories, found a fair number of 
jaded ex-Irish players and recruits and 
told their stories. 

There were allegations that Holtz 
winked at illicit bodybuilding. “He made 
a clear priority on strength, letting play- 
ers know it was OK if steroids were 
abused,” Yaeger said. 

Holtz was also accused of turning his 
back on injured players and trying to run 
them off. “He didn’t give a whit about his 
players off the field,” Yaeger said. 

After Scott Bentley signed to play at 
Florida State instead of Notre Dame, he 
claimed Holtz berated him and chastised 
him for disappointing his father. 

“Tt made me cry, it made Scott cry,” 
Bob Bentley said. “I’m not going to for- 
give him. Scott has to live with that the 
rest of his life. For him to say Scott let 
me down because of my closeness to Notre 
Dame is a despicable tactic.” 

Ex-Irishman Chet Lecheta claimed Holtz 
spit on him and blasted those who suggested 
critics were fabricating stories. “It’s not like 
we've been calling each other,” he said. 
“Think about it. It would take an unbelievable 
amount of planning to concoct something 
like this.” 

But Holtz defused the controversy 
within a few weeks by simply refusing to dis- 
cuss the book or negative articles publicly. 
Earlier, he had made his feelings on criti- 
cism clear. 

“Notre Dame is judged by different stan- 
dards than other schools by the media and the 
public,” Holtz said. “I didn’t realize it, but I 
wouldn’t want it any other way. There is a 
higher standard for Notre Dame and we 
should take that as a compliment.” 


THE FUTURE* +++eeseecesece 


Holtz takes his Notre Dame tenure one 
year at a time. He chuckled when reminded 
how the interest an NFL expansion team 
showed in him over the winter caused quite a 
ruckus back in South Bend. 

“T try to look at the situation each and 
every year,” he said. “If I ever left Notre 
Dame, I have several relatives who would 
disown me. You have to look at your health 
and if you have the enthusiasm to run it the 
right way, and I still do. I feel very comfort- 
able at Notre Dame. I wouldn’t stay here 
coaching if I didn’t.” 

Though Holtz brought Notre Dame back 
to its accustomed glory, he always notes how 
the institution is far greater than its coach. 

“Every other program I've been in, the 
coach feels like it’s his team,” he said. “At 
Notre Dame, you don’t feel that way. You're 
the custodian. You’re just taking care of it."U 
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yy ve found from past experiences if you're going to work 
with someone, you need to work with the best, ane at 
HealthSouth you get that and a whole lot more.”

How could a con- 
ference that for 79 seasons produced such 
legends as Doak Walker, Bobby Layne, Dar- 
rell Royal, and Earl Campbell wither up 
and vanish? How could Texans, who boast 
of the best high school football in America, 
watch as the state’s league vanished? 

For those who followed SWC football 
with their minds, not their hearts, the 
answers to who, what, when, where, and 
why the SWC died weren’t difficult, just 
painful. After all, we are talking about the 
state’s livelihood. 


Who Hilled the SWC? 


Simple. The fans. For a state that 
prides itself in supporting football, they've 
had a tough time finding the SWC turn- 
stiles in recent years. 

Texas averaged 64,440 fans last year to 
lead the SWC. Those aren’t Big Ten num- 
bers, but they are Big Eight numbers. 
Houston, meanwhile, averaged 19,449, 
which are shopping mall figures. The 
league averaged approximately 39,000 in 
1991 and only 35,000 last year. 

Texas AGM coach R.C. Slocum, who 
has been in the conference 21 seasons, 
said having eight major schools in one 
state fighting for the same fans has been 
a problem. 

“You just don’t have to go that far to 
see a game,” Slocum said. 

In the SEC and Big Eight, no more 
than two conference schools are in each 
state. Texas simply cannot support eight 
schools. Texas and A&M were the lone 
schools to average more than 35,000 fans 
per home contest last year. 


The Big Eight didn’t extend invitations 
to SMU, Houston, Rice, and TCU, in part, 
because of these distressing facts: 

¥ Of SMU’s all-time top 10 home 
crowds, only two have come after 1965. 

¥ Houston, despite its flashy run-and- 
shoot offense and sitting in the nation’s 
fourth-largest city, has 
averaged less than ir 
25,000 fans per home 
game six of the last 10 
seasons. 

Y Rice has averaged 
more than 20,000 fans 
per home game only 
four times in the past 
decade and only one of 
Rice’s largest 10 home 
crowds has been in the 
last 30 years. 

VY TCU has averaged 
less than 30,000 fans per 
home game for six 
straight seasons, 

The lack of fans has 
been reflected in spend- 
ing and facilities. For 
example, Texas’s athletic 
budget ($19.5 million) is 
triple that of TCU ($6.5 
million). Texas, A&M, 
and Baylor have contin- 
ued to upgrade athletic 
facilities. The others 
haven’t been as quick to 
spend money. SMU, for 
example, plays its home 
games at quaint, but out- 
dated, Ownby Stadium, 
which seats 23,783. 


What Hilled the 
CWO and When 
Did It Die? 


The official obituar- 
ies started appearing in

the papers as regents one- 

by-one at Baylor, Texas Tech, Texas, and 
Texas A&M accepted invitations from the 
Big Eight in March. 

But the SWC had already died a slow 
death. Five forms of cancer to strike the 
conference were: 

1. The rising popularity of professional 
sports in Houston and Dallas. Before falling 
in love with Tom Landry and Bum Phillips, 
fans in Dallas and Houston were faithful 
followers of Rice, TCU, and SMU. Those 
three schools were major players for the 
SWC in the 1940s and 1950s. Rice won the 
title in 1946, ’49, 53, and ’57. TCU won it 


Broyles said. “It was a wonderful experience 
for Arkansas to participate at that time. 

“The perception (back then) was that 
the Southwest Conference could compete 
with anyone in the country. They had the 
financial base and the fan base. SMU, Rice, 
and TCU were the leaders. They had bigger 
stadiums than Texas or A&M. 

“Then, the pros came. That cut down 
on the newspaper space and the time on 
television reports. It cut the pie into 
smaller slices.” 

Since 1960, when Texans discovered 
professional football, the trio of private

schools have won only four titles — all by 
SMU. And, three of them came just before 
SMU was placed on NCAA probation for a 
wide range of infractions. 

Houston, which became a league mem- 
ber for the 1976 season, has had success on 
the field (four titles), but can’t draw fans. 
Former Cougar athletic director Rudy 
Davalos, now at New Mexico, said the 
Cougars were only the sixth team in the 
Houston market behind the three profes- 


sional teams, Texas, and Texas AGM. In 
recent years, the biggest home games for 
Houston, Rice, SMU, and TCU have been 
the Aggies and Longhorns. 

2. Having eight schools competing for 
the same players in one state took its toll in 
the 1980s with vicious scandals scrutinized 
by the media for almost a decade. The 
crunching blow was SMU’s death penalty in 
1986. SMU has never fully recovered. 

“All those NCAA things really adversely 
affected the conference,” Slocum said. 

3. Arkansas’ decision to leave for the 
Southeastern Conference in 1990 rocked 
the foundation of the SWC. It left the SWC 
a one-state conference and created a sense 
of uncertainty that never truly subsided. 

Some thought Texas and Texas A&M 
would follow Arkansas’ lead, gutting the 
SWC. State legislatures rallied to keep 
Texas and A&M put. In a joint statement, 
the presidents at UT and A&M issued state- 
ments of conditions that had to be 
improved if the two mega powers were to 
remain the backbone of the SWC. Most 
thought it was a temporary stay of execu- 
tion for the conference. 

“We really didn’t know what was going 
to happen to the Southwest Conference,” 
Broyles said. “We didn’t know what AGM 
and Texas were going to do. When we got 
the chance, we went.” 
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Who could blame the Razorbacks or 
the SEC? 

Coveting the Aggies, the SEC made 
constant overtures. “We'd love to have 
them,” said one SEC AD just two months 
before the Big Eight offer. “We think they'd 
be perfect.” 

The Pac-10 and Big Ten also were men- 
tioned as possible destinations of Texas, 
because of its strong commitment to acad- 
emics. The SEC was ruled out, because UT 
wanted to align itself with a strong 
academic conference. Late in the 
game, it was revealed that A&M 
even explored the possibility of 
heading west, also not wanting to 
align itself with the SEC. 

4. The University of Texas, the 
powerful cowbell of the SWC, 
slipped into mediocrity. Texas is 
62-50-1 in the last 10 seasons with 
just one Cotton Bowl berth. The 
Longhorns’ bowl wins were against 
Pittsburgh and Air Force, both in 
the Bluebonnet Bowl, a post-season 
game that no longer exists. Despite 
A&M's success under Jackie Sher- 
rill, and now Slocum, several peo- 
ple in the nation still judge the 
SWC by the way Texas plays. 

Slocum says all that Arkansas- 
Texas and glory days talk is mis- 
leading. He said the conference wasn’t that 
great to start with. When Arkansas and 
Texas were national powers, the rest were 
SWC also-rans for the most part. The facts 
back him up. 

From 1960 until 1976, the Razorbacks 
and Longhorns finished in the Associated 
Press final Top 10 poll 17 times; the rest of 
the conference just twice. In the last 11 
seasons, the conference has had just six 
Top 10 finishes. By comparison, the Big 
Eight has had 13, the Big Ten has 17, and 
the SEC 22. 

5. Television. Television. Television. 
Did anyone say television? The magic box 
killed the conference at every turn. First 
the courts ruled that each conference was 
free to negotiate its own deals in 1984, giv- 
ing the impetus for conferences to add 
stronger teams — i.e., the Big Ten adding 
Penn State — which adds up to more TV 
bucks. The SEC countered with the addi- 
tion of Arkansas and South Carolina and 
even the basketball-powerful Atlantic Coast 
Conference had the insight to add Florida 
State. The SWC did nothing. 

Also, the power of television put the 
successful programs of Notre Dame, 
Florida State, Miami, and UCLA in the 
home of every high school hero from Lub- 
bock to Victoria. Blue-chippers started leav- 
ing the state with regularity, a practice that 


continues today. Twenty-five players on the 
Austin American-Statesman’s Fabulous 55 
signed with out-of-state schools this year. 

Slocum said schools outside the con- 
ference used the NCAA probes at TCU, 
SMU, A&M, and Houston to raid the state’s 
talent. TCU, SMU, and Houston obviously 
haven't recovered. The trio signed just two 
of the Statesman’s Fab 55. 


Where Did the SWE Die? 


One day in a hotel room in Kansas 
City, someone from the Big Eight sug- 
gested that the conference gain the spoils 
from the SWC’s demise. 

This meeting could have taken place in 
Birmingham, Ala., or Seattle, Wash. Let’s 
face it, you have to give the Big Eight credit 
for having the initiative. 

Maybe he had a degree in finance and 
understood bank failings where the highest 
bidder is awarded the failed bank, adding 
only the assets to his portfolio. What a deal. 
The rich get richer and the poor wither up. 

Baylor, Texas, A&M, and Tech are bub- 
bling about the prospects in the Big Eight, 
whether it be football, basketball, baseball, 
or softball. 

Rice, TCU, and SMU are excited about 
joining Nevada-Las Vegas, Tulsa, and San 
Jose State in the expanding WAC. The addi- 
tions, announced in late April, give the 
WAC 16 teams and makes it the largest 
conference in the country. 

The Houston Cougars are the only 
SWC team without a conference affiliation 
in 1996 and unless someone like the SEC 
comes calling, the Cougars could face a 
lonely existence as an independent. 


Why Did the SWC Die? 


The new 12-member Big Eight signed 
a $100 million television package with ABC 
Sports and Liberty Sports, Inc. The five- 
year deal is the richest in college football 
history. 

Missouri, thought to be interested in 
the Big Ten, and Colorado, with an eye 
toward the Pac-10, will be happy to stay 
put. Teams like Iowa State and Kansas 
State, hardly football powers, will benefit 
from the merger and TV money. They'll 
survive in the changing face of big-time 
athletics. The same goes for Vanderbilt in 
the SEC and Northwestern in the Big Ten. 

Rice, TCU, and SMU — great academic 
institutions — couldn't sell themselves to 
the Big Eight, but are looking forward to a 
thriving relationship in the WAC. 

Meanwhile, the Houston Cougars are 
left holding the SWC bag and asking, 
“Where did everybody go?”

Mackovic GETS DOWN To BUSINESS 


Four years ago

the slogan worked 
because it fit. Shock 


the Nation. As the 


Texas Longhorns turned a losing season 
into a 10-1 regular season and first return 
trip to the Cotton Bowl in seven years, 
even many of the most die-hard fans had to 
shake their heads in amazement. 

The shock wore off quickly, replaced by 
the familiar feeling of unfulfilled expecta- 
tions. A 46-3 Cotton Bowl loss to Miami 
jolted the Longhorns back to reality: a 16- 
16-1 record over the next three seasons 
only served to push their faces in it. 

This year, as the Longhorns quietly 
prepare for what would be only their sec- 
ond winning season in the last four, they 
do so without catch slogans or fancy 
mantras. No mottos adorn T-shirts, no 
shouted promises conclude workouts. 

It is a silence that is almost deafening. 
For even as Texas calmly rehearses for its 
long-awaited coming out party, there are 
widely-held feelings that this will — no, 
must — be their year. 

All of the Longhorns’ stars are align- 
ing. They return 18 starters, including a 
pair of receivers many consider to be the 
best in the country, a promising young 
quarterback, and two All-Americans-in- 
waiting on each line. They face a Pitts- 
burgh program in flux and host a 
Louisville team that has to replace more 
starters than an ignition mechanic. 
They've got road games against Texas 
Tech, which lost its offense and didn’t have 
much of a defense to begin with, and Bay- 
lor, which must replace its quarterback 
and top runner. 

They do have a game against Col- 
orado, a tenant in most preseason top 10s, 
but it’s at home and in the fourth game of 
the season. They also play hated rival 
Oklahoma, which loses quarterback Cale 
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Gundy but little else, in the annual blood 
war in Dallas that Texas has won four of 
the last five times. 

And, to top off any list of reasons to 
succeed, the rival Texas A&M Aggies are on 
probation and ineligible for the Cotton 
Bowl berth. 

Yet, John Mackovic sits in his office on 
the second floor of Bellmont Hall and 
makes 1994 sound like nothing except 
what it is, pure and simple. It’s year three 
in the rebuilding of Texas football. A year 
to continue to add depth. A year to build a 
little more on the recruiting foundation. A 
year to continue polishing the buttons and 
shining the shoes. 

“Nineteen-ninety was a fabulous year,” 
Mackovic says. “They went to the Cotton 
Bowl. Then the next year they changed the 
coach, It’s important to build the program 
and go forward. I’m not looking for the sig- 
nificance of one season. 

“We'll go out and do the best we can. 
Any good, solid program, whether it’s

ours or any other, will not be built in 
three years. It takes consistency with what 
you're doing. I don’t know if you can set a 
timetable.” 

Some may have already done that. Per- 
haps there are those who would be shocked 
if Texas has its breakthrough year. 

Definitely there are those who would 
be if it didn’t. 

“Regardless of whether A&M was on 
probation, we still would be the team to 
beat,” said junior offensive tackle Blake 
Brockermeyer. 

And if the Longhorns lose to the Aggies 
on Nov. 5 and don’t make the Cotton Bowl? 

“For that to happen would pretty much 
kill the program,” Brockermeyer says. 
“We've got so many guys coming back. 
That would be tough to swallow.” 

To fulfill even that vaguest of prophe- 
cies, the Longhorns must still answer 
questions, some more daunting than oth- 
ers. 

They must return Lovell Pinkney and 
Mike Adams, two All-Southwest Confer- 
ence receivers who sat out the spring 
semester but whom the Texas staff confi- 
dently expects back for the Sept. 3 opener 
at Pitt. 

They must adjust to the switch of 
defensive coordinators, from Leon Fuller to 
Gary Darnell, and scheme, from a 4-3 toa 
3-4 defense. 

They must find replacements for all- 
around back Phil Brown, team leader and 
safety Van Malone, and two-time All-SWC 
middle linebacker Winfred Tubbs. Perhaps 
even more crucial, they must fill the void 
left by place-kicker Scott Szeredy, who 
deftly mixed accuracy with great range. 

But with a nucleus of 18 starters — 19 
if you count All-SWC punter Duane Vacek

As a redshirt 
freshman last sea- 
son, Morenz threw 
for a career-high 
347 yards in his 
first start, against 
Colorado, but fre- 
quently showed 
problems as well 
as promise. 

“He threw 18 
interceptions. Of 
course, that’s 
more than we’re 
used to, for any- 
body,” Mackovic 
said. “He won't 
throw 18 this year. 
You know how 
many Charlie 
Ward threw as a 
junior? Twenty- 
three. He threw 
four this year and 
won the Heisman 
Trophy. People 
forget that.” 

The absence 
of Adams and 
Pinkney has been 


— returning, those questions don’t seem 
SO grave. 

“The attitude of the younger guys, 
because they've had to play, is that they 
know how to win,” says linebacker Kevin 
Watler. 

If Texas does win, it almost certainly 
will start with offense. It’s a unit that didn’t 
receive much fine-tuning in the spring. 
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a blessing in dis- 
guise, said Mackovic, who early in spring 
drills said, “In two practices we've already 
hit the tight end more times than they 
can remember.” 

Jimmy Hakes is the incumbent starter, 
but will be pushed by Steve Bradley, who 
started two games last fall. 

Texas loses only one offensive lineman, 
left tackle Troy Reimer, but the develop- 


ment of former defensive lineman Dominic 
Bustamante could allow Brockermeyer to 
switch to the left side, where he'll protect 
Morenz’ blindside. Bustamante’s play has 
been encouraging, pancaking sophomore 
All-American candidate Tony Brackens on 
the second day of spring drills, although 
Mackovic cautions, “One drink does not a 
summer make.” 

Joining Brockermeyer, who was picked 
as the third best junior offensive linemen 
by NFL draft expert Mel Kiper, Jr., are 
junior guard John Elmore, sophomore 
center-guard Dan Neil, and senior center 
Trent Elliott. Neil, who took over the start- 
ing center spot when Elliott injured his 
knee in the fifth game of the season, earned 
second-team All-SWC honors, but will 
switch back to guard. 

That group promises to open holes; it’s 
just a question of who will run through 
them. Brown, the leading rusher last sea- 
son (814 yards) on a team that had three 
other backs run for at least 240 yards, is 
gone. Curtis Jackson, the other starting 
running back, was tried at wide receiver in 
the spring, leaving Rodrick Walker (364 
yards) and Anthony Holmes (244) as the 
top experienced contenders. 

Fifth-year senior Juan Kemp is not 
plagued by injuries for the first time in his 
three-year Texas career and could emerge 
as the top back, Mackovic said. Converted 
quarterback Chad Lucas will fill a receiv- 
ing-blocking role. Incoming freshmen 
Wane McGarity, a scatback with 10.4 speed 
in the 100, and William Barnes, a Camilla, 
Ga., product who ran for 832 yards last 
year despite missing six games with an 
ankle injury, will compete for the halfback 
position. 

Defensively, the Longhorns are making 
the switch to a 3-4 base defense, a scheme 
that Mackovic’s teams ran during his four 
seasons at Illinois. 

Sort of. 

“We put in an extra linebacker down in 
a three-point stance and let him charge,” 
Mackovic said. “Our defensive coach 
wanted to call it a 3-4. That was it. And I 
used to say, ‘Why not call it a 4-3?” 

Don’t be surprised if it looks like the 
Longhorns are running a 4-3 next season. 
They'll continue to use the traditional 
alignment on a situational basis. 

Some of the blitz packages and cover- 
ages are similar in both schemes, and the 
ability to get more “activity” out of the 
defensive front makes the trade-off in 
familiarity a good one, Mackovic said. 

What Mackovic most wants to get out 
of the switch is an improvement against

SPRING UPDATE 


n the annual Texas spring game, quarterback Shea Morenz showed little 

effect from splitting time with baseball, completing 13 of 20 passes for 

203 yards and a pair of touchdowns. Equally reassuring for Longhorn 
faithful were the words of two players who sat out the spring entirely. Junior 
wide receivers Mike Adams and Lovell Pinkney eased many Longhorns’ 
minds when they reiterated their intent to return in the fall. 

Pass-rushing outside linebacker Bryan Johnson, making the switch from 
defensive end, had a strong finish in the spring, with five sacks in the last 
scrimmage and the spring game. Johnson, whose spring development was 
slowed by academic concerns, was scheduled for offseason shoulder surgery. 

One of the biggest surprises of the spring was running back Darrell Wil- 
son, a redshirt freshman who basically hasn't played since his junior year at 
Dallas Carter High School. Wilson hurt his Achilles tendon in a playoff game 
as a junior and then reinjured it in the first game of his senior season. 

Texas used a backfield-by-committee last fall, but John Mackovic has 
said he hopes to settle on one main back. 

Says Wilson, "There are different kinds of backs. There are backs who 
start slow, then get going, and there are backs who start fast. So if you 
(switch) and do it at the wrong time, you won't get that spark.” 

In the spring game, Wilson led the Orange team with 107 yards and a 
touchdown on 11 carries. He also carried four times for four yards for the 
White team. Wilson entered the battle with Anthony Holmes and Rodrick 
Walker for the starting tailback spot when Curtis Jackson, the returning 
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starter, was moved to wide receiver. Several Longhorns changed numbers. 
Walker switched from 24 to 3 and Stonie Clark went from 93 to 55. 

Reserve safety Jon Hunter followed his physician’s advice and quit the 
team because of a wrist injury. Tony Brackens, who played defensive end at 
227 pounds last year as a freshman, said he will bulk up to 240 in the fall 
as one of the outside linemen in the new 3-4 alignment. 

Kicker Philip Dawson had a strong spring in his bid to replace All-SWC 
kicker Scott Szeredy. Dawson hit field goals of 45 and 32 yards and missed 
a 47-yarder in the spring game. 

Texas signee Chris Akins won his third-straight state powerlifting champi- 
onship with a 1,920-pound total. The 340-pound Akins, who could make an 
immediate impact on the defensive line, squatted 825 pounds, bench 
pressed 470, and dead-lifted 625. 

Chad Lucas, making the switch from backup quarterback to a utility role, 
missed all of the spring with a stress fracture of his pelvis. The injury required 
complete rest and Lucas didn’t begin working out again until a few weeks 
before camp began. Guard Joe Phillips (knee surgery) and reserve safety 
Cody Danaher (knee) missed the spring with injuries. 

Among the other players injured in the spring who are expected back at 
full strength in the fall: inside linebacker Tyson King (ankle surgery), safety 
Brian Howard (hamstring pull), and linebacker Jason Reeves (hamstring). 
Linebacker Kevin Watler and defensive lineman Shane Rink returned to drills 
midway through the spring after recovering from postseason surgery.

the run, where injuries and inexperience in 
the front seven caused problems. 

“All good defenses play run defense,” 
Mackovic said. “Last year we averaged 4.4 
yards a carry and that’s well above — or 
below, depending on the way you look at it 
— what the outstanding defenses do.” 

Experience could be the key to an 
improvement up front. Brackens, who had 
10 sacks in 1993 and should be a strong 
candidate for All-American honors this sea- 
son, will move to one end-tackle spot. 
Junior Stonie Clark is expected to move in 
at nose tackle, with former junior college 
tight end Thomas Baskin manning the 
other end-tackle spot. 

The Longhorns defense improved over 
the second half of the season, and it was 
no coincidence it came at a time when 
Watler and Robert Reed moved into the 
lineup. This year the two return, as does 
Norman Watkins, who moves to inside 
linebacker alongside Watler after two frus- 
trating years at end. 

“I knew I wasn’t utilizing my talent,” 
Watkins says. “I wasn’t happy with my posi- 
tion. A lot of people were asking me why I 
didn’t switch. I was reading where people 
were saying I should switch. I decided this

“We 
were so close. This could be the year we 
turn it around.” 

Even the cautious Mackovic may be 
convinced. 

“The team that has dominated the con-

CAN AcGiEs EXTEND SWC WIN STREAK? 


Talk about an 
unreachable quota.

Texas AGM enters 
the 1994 football sea- 


son with the difficult, 


perhaps impossible, task of matching the 
excitement and suspense of its off-season. 

Can one mere football season, even 
one at A&M, match the Aggies’ off-season 
for action, turmoil, and strangeness in 
general? 

Doubtful. 

Forget last season’s 10-2 campaign, in 
which the Aggies staked claim to the 
Southwest Conference’s greatest football 
dynasty with an 18-9 win over Texas, that 
topped off a record 22 consecutive confer- 
ence wins. The real excitement started in 
the weeks following A&M’s third straight 

‘ unbeaten march through the Southwest 
Conference, when the dynasty head coach 


R.C. Slocum built seemed to be crumbling. 


Among the lowlights of AGM’s off- 
season: 

* The Aggies were placed on five-year 
NCAA probation, denied bowl and televi- 
sion appearances this year, and can’t win 
the SWC championship. 

¢ Backup quarterback Tommy Preston 
transferred to Sam Houston State Univer- 
sity, leaving no experienced backup to 
Corey Pullig. 

¢ Inside linebacker Jessie Cox, pro- 
jected a starter and possibly a star, was dis- 
missed from the team by Slocum for 
disciplinary problems. 

Slocum lost seven assistant coaches 
(three more than the number of confer- 
ence games he’s lost in his five-year tenure 
as head coach), including offensive coordi- 
nator Bob Toledo, who Slocum fired, and

It was as if an avalanche of misfortune 
tumbled down on Kyle Field. Like everyone 
else, Slocum sees the stones of the tumul- 
tuous off-season that lay around him. But 
rather than seeing them as the residue of a

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crumbling dynasty, he views them as step- 
ping stones once again leading to the SWC 
summit. 

He admits this is a season for rebuild- 
ing, but maintains the foundation remains 
steadfast. 

“Number one, I like to be good,” 
Slocum says. “I’m not into that underdog 
role. I want to walk in the middle of the 
street and people say, “There’s the champ 
over there.’ 

“We're facing more things than we 
have in several years ... more question 
marks. But I like that. It’s a challenge. 
Everybody doubts us, but I like what I see. 
It looks bad now, but that’s not how I see 
it. I see it as a challenge and we'll face 
those challenges. 

“We will go into every game planning 
to win and trying to win. We’re not going 
to roll over and play dead. Those who are 
licking their chops and feel like we've fallen 
off the Earth will find out we're still a force 
to be reckoned with.” 

Some might say A&M hasn’t fallen off 
the Earth, rather the Aggies have simply 
come back down to it. 

Indeed, A&M lost its entire defensive 
line and four of its five offensive linemen. 

In addition — or perhaps subtraction 
— three players who are gone (Sam 
Adams, Greg Hill, and Aaron Glenn) were 
projected as first-round choices in the NFL 
draft. 

Based on those facts alone, Slocum 
could be charged with merely taking the 
positive approach to a negative situation. 

At the very least, it seems he’s added a 
rose-colored tint to his familiar eyeglasses. 
Upon closer inspection, however, it’s obvi- 
ous Slocum speaks with a clear conscience 
... and spectacles. 

He built a new coaching staff around 
offensive coordinator Steve Ensminger, a 
passing enthusiast who directed record-set-

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ting quarterback Eric Zeier last season at 
Georgia, and defensive coordinator Tom 
Tuberville, who was part of three national 
championships at Miami. 

And the talent pool, though not quite 
as deep, is far from drained. Perhaps the 
nation’s best pair of running backs, Rodney 
Thomas and Leeland McElroy, return to 
key the running game. 

Pullig began to flourish toward the end 
of his sophomore season and could be on 
the verge of establishing himself as a dan- 
gerous passer instead of just an adequate 
one. 

The linebacking, the staple of AGM’s 
“Wrecking Crew” defense, is as talented 
and deep as ever. 

If the argument is that AGM, denied a 
shot at a fourth straight SWC crown, has 
nothing for which to play, Slocum offers a 
strong rebuttal. 

“You could say ‘Yeah, we've been dealt 
a bad hand,” he says. “We'll take it and 
make it positive. We have a good football 
team. We'll have fun, and each game will 
mean as much to us as they always have. 
We won't have a postseason bowl, but 
everything else is the same. 

“Tt’s just like always, we'll play one 
game at a time. The fact we don’t have a 
bowl game in December shouldn’t affect 
how we play when we open against LSU.” 

The Aggies might take a different game 
plan to Baton Rouge, though. 

A&M passed on just 34 percent of its 
offensive plays last season, and Slocum ide- 
ally wants that figure increased to about 40 
percent. 

The presence of Ensminger and the 
growth of Pullig, a starter since his fresh- 
man year, signals it’s time to add some fla- 
vor to an offense sometimes criticized for 
being too vanilla. 

With Ensminger overseeing Georgia's 
passing game, Zeier completed 269 passes 
for 3,525 yards and 24 touchdowns, and set 
61 school and 11 SEC passing records. 

Unlike Zeier, Pullig isn’t spectacular, 
but quietly efficient. He threw for 1,732 
yards and 17 touchdowns, and completed 
59.3 perfect of his attempts after getting off 
to a slow start last season. 

He showed signs of becoming a greater 
threat in a 24-21 Cotton Bow! loss, in 
which he hit 17 of 31 attempts for 238 
yards and a touchdown. 

“I can’t say there was one specific game 
where I, per se, turned the corner,” Pullig 
says. “One game I can look back on and say 
I performed well was the Cotton Bowl. It 
was a big challenge to play Notre Dame, 
which had beat the national champion, 
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Florida State. We performed well against 
them as a team and I think I personally 
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and tight ends combined for just 37 
catches. McElroy, with 19 catches for 224

performed pretty well. I’m still not to the 
point I could be or need to be.” 

It would help Pullig reach that point if 
he had spectacular receivers. He’ll have to 
settle for steady. 

Brian Mitchell (11 catches, 152 yards) 
is the best A&M has to offer, unless Danny 
McCray, who anchored the indoor national 
champion 4x400-meter relay, develops 
hands to match his speed. 

Pullig has a bundle of sure-handed 
“possession” receivers in Kevin Beirne, 
Gene Lowery, Ryan Mathews, and Chris 
Sanders, and fine tight ends James McKee- 
han and Hayward Clay. 

But after Mitchell, the other receivers 


yards and four touchdowns, is the leading 
receiver among returning players. 

The Aggies need more production from 
the receivers, and might get it from a stel- 
lar freshman class that includes highly- 
regarded Aaron Oliver, son of former major 
league baseball star Al Oliver, and Darrin 
Brinkley. 

To further boost the passing game, 
A&M experimented with the shotgun 
extensively in the spring. 

Of course, there are those who feel the 
primary function of A&M’s passing game 
was to let the running backs catch their 
breath, won’t be convinced anything has 
changed.

SPRING UPDATE 


hree years ago Texas A&M appeared to hit the mother 
lode by signing coveted high school running backs Rod- 
ney Thomas and Wilbert Biggens. 

But in the years that followed, Thomas carried the load 
while Biggens, who moved to wide receiver and then corner- 
back, didn’t carry at all. 

In spring practices, however, Biggens, in the backfield 
again, showed the cut-back ability and acceleration which 
enabled him to rush for 1,878 yards as a senior at Aldine 
MacArthur High School. His re-emergence adds to an 
already outstanding running game, which is headed by 
Thomas and sophomore Leeland McElroy. 

“Wilbert Biggens had a good spring. He demonstrated 
the capabilities of being able to help the team with much- 
needed depth at tailback,” head coach R.C. Slocum said. 
Slocum thinks junior quarterback Corey Pullig, a study of 
inconsistency since becoming the starter as a freshman, can 
make more things happen. Slocum said experience and the 
influence of new offensive coordinator Steve Ensminger 
helped Pullig make great strides in the spring. 
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“| was impressed with Corey this spring,” Slocum said. 
“His timing has gotten a lot better, he’s throwing on schedule 
and that’s important. Part of Corey's (problem) was that he 
was a young player. At this point with his age he’s shown 
signs of improving, and with Steve working with him, he’s 
already a better passer than he had been.” 

The only significant position changes in the spring 
involved the defensive line, where senior Tim Vordenbaumen 
was switched from nose guard to offensive tackle, and Larry 
Jackson moved from linebacker to defensive end. 

The Aggies also lost starting linebacker Jessie Cox, who 
was dismissed for disciplinary reasons, and offensive tackle 
Todd Mathison, who left voluntarily. 

Cornerback Ray Mickens appears Slocum’s choice to 
replace Aaron Glenn as the punt return man. Those are big 
shoes to fill, considering Glenn led the nation with a 19.9 
average and brought two back for touchdowns. 

Former starter Steve Kenney, who blew out a knee in the 
1992 season-opener, had an excellent spring and will chal- 
lenge Mike Hendricks for the starting strong safety position. 
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“Somehow Coach Ensminer always 
tends to get his way,” he says. “That seems 
the type guy he is.” 

Ensminger also likes to utilize his best 
players, so he won’t mind running either. 

“T have a very simple philosophy, and 
that is to take the football and put it in 
the hands of your best athletes,” Ens- 
minger says. “Of course, we've got some 
good athletes in the backfield, so we're 
not going to stop running the football, by 
any means.” 

Thomas, a first-team All-SWC selec- 
tion, and McElroy, an All-American return 
man, provide a crash-and-dash tandem per- 
haps no other team can match, or catch. 

Thomas, who led A&M in rushing with 
996 yards, is a battering ram, who prefers 
crashing into defenders rather than out- 
running them, even though he has break- 
away speed, which he showed on an 
80-yard run against Oklahoma. 

McElroy opts for incisions to colli- 
sions, using deft cuts and remarkable 
acceleration to slice through defenses and 
kick coverages. 

He returned three kickoffs for touch- 
downs, including two back-to-back against 
Rice, and scored 14 touchdowns. He aver- 
aged a touchdown every 7.5 times he 
touched the football and scored four times 
on plays of 80 yards or more. 

Clif Groce (5-11, 242), the incumbent 
at fullback, is challenged by Detron Smith 
(6-0, 220). Both are big, block well, and are 
good receivers. 

The biggest concern is in the line 
where every position will be filled by a 
new player. 

Sophomore Calvin Collins (6-3, 285), 
the only returning starter up front, shifts 
from guard to center. He’s been com- 
pared to former AGM and current Miami 
Dolphins star Richmond Webb, and that 
talent led to the move. 

“We worked Calvin at center with the 
intention of keeping him there,” Slocum 
says. “That position is so critical we like 
our most experienced, best lineman at 
center.” 

The remaining starters are not defi- 
nite, but Hunter Goodwin and Michael 
Cody (6-5, 275) are leading candidates at 
tackle and John Richard (6-5, 275) and 
Ryan Kern (6-3, 277) are likely starters at 
guard. 

Slocum still has a close eye on Jeff 
Jones (6-6, 290), James Brooks (6-4, 
265), and Chris Ruhman (6-6, 282) as 
possible starters. 

Slocum is also intrigued by true fresh- 
man Jason Flegeance (6-3, 315), who was 
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one of the most highly-sought players in 
Louisiana. 

“I’m anxious to see Flegeance,” 
Slocum says. “He’s a 300-pound guy who 
can play. I can see him coming in and 
being a player. He has the physical ability 
and the talent to do it.” 

The defensive line isn’t as unsettled, 
but almost. Adams’ exit to the NFL and the 
loss of seniors Eric England and Lance 
Teichelman left all three spots vacated. 

If that wasn’t enough, the top two 
backups at end — Larry Wallace and Kefa 
Chatham — were also seniors. And Tim 
Vordenbaumen, Teichelman’s stand-in at 
nose guard, was moved to help shore up 
the offense. 

A glut at linebacker allowed senior 
Larry Jackson (6-4, 239) to shift to end, 
where Slocum believes he could be out- 
standing. 

“He’s under-sized, but he has so much 
quickness,” Slocum says. “If he gets some 
size, I think he could play in the NFL.” 

Sophomores Brad Crowley and Bran- 
don Mitchell (6-4, 270) are also drawing 
close looks at end, while Marcus Heard (6- 
3, 275) and Eddie Jasper (6-4, 276) are at 
nose guard. 

There are also great expectations for 
Pat Williams, a junior college All-American 
from Navarro JC, and David Maxwell, a for- 
mer Texas Player of the Year in high school 
who sat out last season. 

Incoming freshmen Stephen McKin- 
ney and Ryon Ross will be expected to con- 
tribute immediately, and could make a run 
at the starting lineup. 

Nowhere is there more competition 
than at linebacker. Antonio Shorter (6-4, 


215), a pass-rushing dynamo with 8% sacks, 


is the best of the bunch, and junior Reggie 
Brown (6-2, 224) isn’t far behind on the 
other side. Stationed inside are senior Reg- 
gie Graham (6-2, 234) and speedy sopho- 
more Larry Walker, who'll replace Cox. 

Fleet Keith Mitchell and Cedric Bryant 
provide tremendous depth outside, while 
Jason Andrus and Chris Colon are experi- 
enced backups inside. 

That depth is enhanced by the addi- 
tion of standout freshmen James Driver, 
considered Texas’ most coveted recruit, 
and Warrick Holdman, who changed his 
commitment from Oklahoma to join the 
Aggies. 

Three-fourths of the secondary 
returns, but Glenn’s absence leaves a big 
hole at left cornerback. Senior Billy 
Mitchell or sophomore Donovan Green 
hope to fill the void. On the other side, 
Slocum feels Ray Mickens, who had two 


interceptions and broke up 13 passes, is on 
the verge of Glenn-like stardom. 

“Last year everybody tried to go away 
from Aaron Glenn and found out how good 
Ray Mickens is,” Slocum says. 

Starting safeties Junior White and 
Mike Hendricks both return, but might 
have to hold off fast-closing Steve Kenney, 
completely healed from a knee injury suf- 
fered two years ago in the season-opener 
against Stanford, Typail McMullen, and 
Dennis Allen. 

The special teams are hit and miss. 
McElroy is the nation’s best at returning 
kickoffs, as his 39.3 yard average proves. 
Mickens is expected to replace Glenn, the 
nation’s punt return leader, without much 
drop-off. 

Aside from the return men, there is 
concern. Slocum praises Cole Reinarz as a 
capable deep snapper, but that’s where the 
praise for the kicking team ends. 

Inconsistent punter James Bennett, 
whose net average was 36.2 yards last sea- 
son, worries Slocum. He’s even more wor- 
ried that neither Bennett, Bill Johnston, 
nor Sean Terry made a move to take over 
that position in the spring. 

The same goes for place-kicker where a 
leader hasn’t emerged from among Manoli 
Venetoulias, Kyle Bryant, and Keith 
Waguespack to follow All-SWC kicker Terry 
Venetoulias. 

Still, Slocum remains undaunted. 
Even with uncertainty in the lines and 
kicking game, he’s convinced the Aggies 
won’t fall far from the SWC summit, if 
at all. 

He points to new enthusiasm brought 
by the new coaching staff, talented skill 
position players, and a recruiting class con- 
sidered his best-ever as reasons for opti- 
mism in the immediate future. 

He lists the end of an NCAA investiga- 
tion (which cleared him and his staff of any 
violations) and an impending move to the 
Big Eight Conference as reasons for opti- 
mism in the more distant future. 

“T have a lot of confidence in the 
coaches we have here,” Slocum says. “I 
know we have good players and we're 
bringing in a good class. We're going to be 
a good football team. We're positive and 
upbeat. 

“The NCAA investigations are out of 
the way, and the Big Eight is coming up. 
There are positive things in the future. I 
feel good about everything. We’re headed 
in the right direction.” 

Clearly, Slocum believes that direction 
points toward an exciting season. Perhaps 
one almost as exciting as the off-season. O

eeland McElroy might be the best running back in the coun- 
try. NFL analyst Mel Kiper says McElroy is a Heisman Trophy 
candidate, even though he’s only a sophomore. Pro Football 
Weekly listed him as one of the 10 best players in the nation 
as a freshman. 
All that acclaim, yet McElroy might not even be the best run- 
ning back on the Texas Aggies. 
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That honor just might go to senior Rodney Thomas, a power- 
fully-built runner who rushed for a team-leading 996 yards last 
year with 13 touchdowns ina rotating system were three players 
shared one spot. 

Texas A&M, a recent stable for the best running backs in Texas, 
has a deadly 1-2 punch in McElroy and Thomas. Or is it Thomas 
and McElroy? 

More importantly, Thomas and McElroy don’t care. Each puts 
the team first and has a genuine unselfish nature when it comes to 
winning, Two years ago, McElroy offered to give up his redshirt for 
the Cotton Bowl, when the Aggies were thin at tailback. 

“We knew the kind of person Leeland was,” A&M coach R.C. 
Slocum said. “He was a quality individual from an outstanding fam- 
ily. He had an older brother playing professional football and 
another that was an AD (athletic director). 

“T've always felt along with talent, a lot depends on what type of 
person you are.” 

If that’s the case, Thomas is a Boy Scout. Last year after watch- 
ing teammates get freebies from a broken vending machine, 
Thomas walked up and put his own money in the machine. After 
all, as Thomas says, it was the right thing to do. 

“Rodney is as good a kid as I’ve been around,” Slocum said. 
“He’s a heck of a person. Humble. We haven’t had one problem 
with him.” 

Thomas’ sainthood started at Groveton, where they’re still 
considering naming the town after him. Thomas set about every 
Texas schoolboy rushing record in leading the Indians to a Class 
2A state title. 

Thomas gave the ring and watch he received for playing in 
the Texas High School Coaches Association All-Star Game to two 
young boys back in Groveton who had been wounded in a hunt- 
ing accident. 

Big-time college football, with all its splendor and attention, 
hasn’t managed to change the family values of Thomas or McElroy. 
Both have a burning desire to be successful on the field, yet 
because of deep Christian values instilled at home, each knows they 
will ultimately be judged for what’s inside the heart, not the time 
in the 40-yard dash. 

“T think a lot of that goes back to your roots,” Thomas said. “I 
thank my parents for that, making me what I am today. I think I’m 
a good person because of them. I’m proud to be a Christian, to 
believe in God, to do what’s right, no matter what. I take a lot of 
pride in doing what’s right.” 

Thus, A&M's tailbacks aren’t envious of each other’s talents. 
They are more than teammates. They are close friends. They don’t 
have a problem splitting playing time. It’s only an issue because the 
media makes it one. 

The media finds it intriguing that two tailbacks so talented 
have to share one spot. But last year it was more muddled with 
Greg Hill also in the mix. Of course, it was Hill’s five-game suspen- 
sion levied by the NCAA for his part in a summer job scandal that

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accelerated McElroy’s playing time. Hill missed the 1993 Cotton 
Bowl and the first four games of the 1993 season. 

Thomas and McElroy did just fine with Hill out. 

Slocum thought so much of McElroy, the Beaumont Central 
product was the lone running back in A&M’s 1992 recruiting class. 
“We thought he was a very special player,” Slocum said. 

McElroy hasn’t disappointed. 

The 5-11, 200-pounder from Beaumont scored 11 of A&M’s 44 
touchdowns last year, despite handling the ball just 13.8 percent of 
the time. McElroy averages a touchdown every 7.5 times he 
touches the football. 

Not surprisingly, No. 34 for the Aggies reminds most of 
another No. 34 — former NFL great Walter Payton, McElroy’s 
childhood idol. McElroy has the same speed and power that made 
Payton the all-time NFL rushing champ. McElroy has been timed 
at 4.38 seconds in the 40-yard dash. He can bench press 360 
pounds and squats 500. He was A&M’s best overall performer in the 
offseason program a year ago. 

McElroy, despite his limited time at tailback, burst upon the 
collegiate scene as a kick-returner. He returned two kickoffs for 
touchdowns against Rice, tying an NCAA record. He finished with a 
39.3-yard average on kickoffs and three touchdowns to earn All- 
American honors. 

It’s that explosiveness that sells McElroy to the pros. 

“He could be a No. 1 pick in the draft,” Kiper said. “He could be 
another Barry Sanders.” 

Don’t look for McElroy to put up Sanders-type rushing games. 
Sanders didn’t have to worry about sharing carries when he was at 
Oklahoma State with Thurman Thomas. 

In limited playing time, McElroy rushed for 613 yards on 72 
carries for a mind-boggling 8.5 yards per carry clip with seven 
touchdowns. Start multiplying that by, say, 300 carries and you 
can see why Kiper is talking No. 1 pick, Barry Sanders, and Heis- 
man Trophy. 

McElroy is also an excellent receiver. He added 19 receptions 
last year for 224 yards with four scores. He has the ability to catch 
60 passes, if he became the full-time starter. 

But Slocum has been quick to defend his share-the-wealth 
plan, pointing out that when one-tailback oriented offenses are tir- 
ing in the fourth quarter with the game on the line, his stable is 
rearing to go. 

Maybe that’s why McElroy had six touchdowns of 26 yards or 
more from scrimmage last year, including an 81-yarder against 
Houston. 

Thomas said when he’s on the sideline thinking about his next 
carry, mentally, that lifts his game. “You have to give it all you 
have,” he said. 

That also goes for practice. Despite their success, they are 
always one run away from the bench. 

“Their offense is built around a trio of running backs,” Texas 
coach John Mackovic said before last year’s showdown for the SWC

title. “Any one of them could start and be a player anywhere, not 
just in our conference. 

“Rodney Thomas is strong and runs that way. Greg Hill is aver- 
aging right at 100 yards, and he’s having to share time. 

“Leeland McElroy is just pure speed. He can really go. All three 
can go the distance. McElroy just gets there sooner.” 

Texas did a good job of containing the trio of running backs. 
Hill had 125 yards on 23 carries, Thomas 91 yards on 13 carries, 
and McElroy 2 carries for 16 yards. Of course, you have to throw in 
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McElroy’s electrifying 100-yard kickoff return that sent A&M on its 
way to an 18-9 victory. 

The trio combined for 24 game performances of 50 yards or 
more rushing as AGM averaged 234.3 yards rushing per game. 

That fact that A&M can put this type of talent is the same back- 
field might be the most astonishing feat. 

Recruiters marveled at A&M landing Thomas and Hill with a 
Darren Lewis on board, then they where still shaking their heads 
when A&M added Thomas and McElroy. 

“My parents are old,” McElroy said. “I didn’t want to go too 
far away from home. I also wanted to be on a winning team. I 
wanted the school to be good in academics as well. There’s good 
balance here. 

“T thought about it (the possible lack of playing time early), but 
the other things were so important to me, I’d take my chances. I 
was confident in my ability that things would work out OK.” 


Thomas, at first committed to Louisiana State, then 
announced the next day for the Aggies in 1991, surprising some of 
the recruiters, who said he would waste time on the bench at 
Aggieland. 

“Tt was a hasty decision,” Thomas said recalling the hectic days 
of recruiting. “When you are 17-, 18-years old, you make a lot of 
hasty decisions. You base every decision on what seems best for you 
at that exact moment. 

“When I had time to think about it, A&M was the logical 
pice the tradition and the distance from home, it was the place 

or me. 

“T know I made the right choice. Looking back now, I wouldn't 
change it for anything in the world.” 

Ironically, the glut of running backs didn’t chase Thomas to 
LSU, it only pulled him closer to Aggieland. 

“T've always faced a lot of obstacles, ever since I was a child,” 
Thomas said. “The athlete in me has always wanted to compete. I 
came in with (Wilbert) Biggens, another highly recruited running 
back. They also had Greg and some other seniors (running backs). 

“But, I’ve always had a lot of confidence in my ability to play 
football. If there’s one thing I know I can do, it’s play football.” 

Thomas was one of the greatest running backs in Texas school- 
boy history. He rushed for 3,703 yards and 48 touchdowns, no not 
for a career, but for a season. He had 8,439 career yards, third most 
in state history. 

Lost in the statistical shuffle of analyzing Thomas’ high school 
career was the most important thing — he was a winner. The 5-11, 
202-pounder was driven by success, not statistics. 
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It became apparent as Thomas gladly shared time with first 
Hill, then McElroy. 

“T enjoy the game of football,” Thomas said. “But, I always want 
to win. It’s important for me to do my part to make sure we win, If 
that means only running 12 plays a game, then fine. I just want to 
do my part.” 

Thomas said any great running back gets better with each 
carry, and he'd be lying to you if he said he didn’t want the football 
20-25 times a game. Thomas would also love to rush for 1,000 
yards this year, particularly after coming so close last year. 

“If I get those (numbers), fine,” Thomas said. “Each individual 
on the team has to do his part to make sure we win. My goal is to 
stay injury free, I realize that’s out of my control. But, I’ve gotten a 
lot stronger and a lot faster. You know, when you get older, the 
body starts breaking down.” 

Having the punishing Thomas carry the football more has to 
be scaring linebackers throughout the SWC. 

When Hill was suspended last year, Thomas elevated his game 
to make sure A@M’s winning ways continued. He started the sea- 
son with a bang, Thomas rushed for 201 yards on 25 carries ina 
24-0 whipping of LSU. Thomas added three more 100-yard games 
for 539 yards and eight touchdowns in just four games. 

Hill returned for the fifth game and Thomas’ carries declined, 
but not his production, nor his attitude. Thomas averaged 5.2 yards 
per game and cheered his teammates’ feats when he wasn’t playing. 

That attitude should help Thomas this year as he takes on a 
new responsibility — senior leadership. Heavy graduation losses, 
NCAA probation, no television, and no bowl will make it hard for 
the Aggies to extend their record 22-game SWC winning streak. 
Some are picking Texas to knock A&M from the throne. Men- 
tally, it will be tough on a team leaning on so many inexperi- 
enced players. 

“We have to worry about what we can control,” Thomas said. 
“We can’t do anything about the probation or no TV. We shouldn't 
be playing for TV, or the people in the stands. I play for myself and 
the team. 

“T have to ask myself, ‘How can I get the job done?’ This team 
has the talent to win. Each individual will just have to do the best 
he can.” 

Thomas and McElroy have been hitting the weightroom in the 
offseason with a passion. Each is stronger. Each is faster. Thomas 
was timed at 4.25 and 4.28 at A&M’s NFL Scout Day, just a shade 
faster than McElroy, which is surprising since Thomas, nicknamed 
“The Bull’, is considered the power runner and ‘Lectric’ McElroy 
the jet burner. 

Both runners are excited about 1994. With Hill opting for the 
NFL Draft, the wait is over. 

“This year there’s only two of us, not three,” McElroy said. “The 
playing time will increase for Rodney and me.” 

With that in mind, McElroy has been working even harder to 
get ready. Seeing Hill drafted in the first round probably didn’t hurt 
either. 

“T always want to get better,” he said. “I never want to be satis- 
fied with what I did. I have to do better. It pushes me harder.” 

Another thing that pushes McElroy is a haunting loss in the 
Cotton Bowl to Notre Dame. Aggies like to talk about a hook- 
and-lateral play near the end of the game. The lateral missed 
connecting with McElroy, who appeared to have a clear path to 
the end zone. 

Unfortunately, it was one of the few times McElroy touched the 
ball in the second half. He didn’t like standing on the sidelines, but 
he understood. 

“Greg and Rodney were ahead of me,” he said. “I just had to 
wait on my opportunity.” G

he only thing that stopped Mike 
Adams and Lovell Pinkney last sea- 
son was the bill collector. 

Adams and Pinkney were the No. 1 
receiving duo in Texas Longhorn history. 
They were less successful at meeting the 
financial obligations that came with living 
off-campus. 

To make ends meet, they sat out spring 
classes — as well as spring practice — to 
earn money to repay their debts. 

“We have some bills to pay from last 
semester from living off campus and what- 
ever,” Adams said. “We have a part-time job 
for a couple of hours a day. We just file 
papers for this job that deals with Medicaid 
patients.” 

They were expected to re-enroll in 
August, in time for fall practice. Cleve 
Bryant, who coaches receivers for head 
coach John Mackovic, said, “Am I con- 
cerned? Yes. Am I overly concerned? No. 
When you're a child, you do childish things. 
They were forced, because of this, because 
of things they did themselves, to grow up 
faster than the average college student. 

“They were forced to be excellent in 
time and money management. If you dance 
to the piper, you've got to pay for it.” 

When it comes to dancing after a 
thrown football, Adams and Pinkney grew 
up a lot faster than the average college 
receiver. 

They became starters in their first year 
at Texas in 1992. Last season, as sopho- 
mores, they combined for 99 catches, 1,694 
yards and 12 touchdowns. 
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That leapfrogged them past some sto- 
ried Longhorn duos: 

¢ Johnny Walker and Tony Jones: 85 
catches, 1,234 yards and six TDs in’89. 

¢ Jones and Eric Metcalf: 84 catches, 
1,171 yards and five TDs in ’88. 

¢ Walker and Keith Cash: 73 catches, 
1,170 yards and six TDs in ’90. 

The greatest receiving tandem in Texas 
history is generally believed to be Lam 
Jones and Alfred Jackson in ’77. They don’t 
have fancy statistics to flaunt, though, 
because that was the year that Earl Camp- 
bell ran and ran and ran for his Heisman 
Trophy. 

The six receivers in those four duos all 
went on to the National Football League, 
most to lengthy careers. That’s a tough 
pattern for Adams and Pinkney to follow. 
But as Mackovic said, “There aren’t many 
teams in the country with one player with 
the potential of Mike or Lovell on their 
squad. We are fortunate enough to have 
them both, which opens up several 
options for us. 

“Our biggest advantage is that teams 
try to double-cover them. That gives us 
several other possibilities in the running 
and inside passing game. Their abilities 
help open up unlimited options for our 
total attack.” 

That attack figures to help the Long- 
horns improve on last season. They were 5- 
5-1, but missed the Cotton Bowl only ona 
season-ending loss to Texas A&M. 

Adams and Pinkney are distinctly dif- 
ferent receivers. Adams is a 6-0, 178- 
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pounder from Sam Houston High in 
Arlington, Tex. He doubles as a return man 
on punts and kickoffs and ranked No. 5 
nationally in all-purpose yards last year. 

“Mike’s a speed receiver, a great closer 
on the ball,” Bryant said. 

Mackovic, not one to gush over a player, 
said, “Mike will be one of the most exciting 
players in college football in 1994. He is one 
of those players who has a great ability to 
run and is also an outstanding receiver. 

“When you have a player like that, the 
important thing is to get the ball into his 
hands. We did a better job of that in the 
second half of last season, and his numbers 
showed that. There are several different 
options you have with Mike on the field. He 
makes a big contribution to our all-around 
attack.” 

Adams had a school-record 908 receiv- 
ing yards. His 52 catches were No. 2 in 
school history, as were his seven scoring 
grabs. His 1,854 all-purpose yards ranked 
third in Texas history. He will be the sec- 
ond-leading all-purpose player returning 
nationally in 1994, and the top returning 
all-purpose receiver. 

Adams set a school record with more 
than 100 yards receiving in six games, four 
of them consecutive. He ranked 10th 
nationally in kickoff returns and 22nd in 
punt returns. 

Pinkney is a 6-5, 232-pounder from 
Anacostia High in Washington, D.C. 

“Lovell is more of a power receiver,” 
Bryant said. “He can move mountains.” 

Pinkney will continue to move them as 
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a wideout and not as a tight end, despite his 
physique. 

“Lovell is one of those rare individuals 
who combines size, speed, and power into 
one package,” Mackovic said. “There are 
some who suggest he should move inside 
to tight end, but he is far more gifted as a 
receiver. And we plan to keep him at that 
position.” 

Keeping Adams and Pinkney together 
seems only natural. 

“The only time I’d ever seen him was 
when I was on a recruiting visit to Ten- 
nessee,” Adams said. “He was up there the 
same weekend,” 

They became friendly, chatted about 
where they might end up, and both chose 
Texas. 

“We checked in together and we've 
been roommates together from Day One,” 
Adams said. “I wouldn’t say we're alike. We 
are different personalities. Knowing what 
we want to do, we’re alike: The NFL, catch- 
ing the ball, football-related things. Off the 
field things? No. Both of us are outgoing, 
but I think he’s a little more outgoing. He’s 
kind of loud.” 

Adams laughed and said, “I guess I’ve 
become that way being around him for a 
while now.” 

Their nicknames are certainly different. 

“They call him Kick,” Adams said. “I 
think his mom called him that because he 
always kicked when he was inside her.” 

As for Adams himself, “Some people 
call me the Bottle Rocket. Other people call 
me The Playmaker. My grandparents and 
my parents call me Luv.” 

You could call him Mr. Versatility and 
be right on target. 

“Lovell and me are both receivers,” 
Adams said, “but I have that aspect to my 
game, the return game, that makes me dif- 
ferent from him. I’m smaller, but I guess I 
can do more things.” 

When asked about those return 
engagements, Adams said, “I like it. It’s an 
exciting part of the game. If you can make 
something big happen on special teams, it 
can really turn the game around.” 

Adams is no fan of the fair catch. “I 
really don’t like it,” he said. “Sometimes it’s 
very necessary, if someone’s going to be tak- 
ing my head off. But if it’s just me and him 
one-on-one, and I don’t think he can get a 
good shot off, I’m not going to fair-catch it.” 

Bryant, formerly head coach at Ohio U. 
and an assistant coach with the New Eng- 
land Patriots, considers himself twice 
blessed. 

As he put it, “People ask the question, 
‘What would you do if you only had one of 
them?’ I always tell them, ‘Hey, I’ve got 
both of them.’ The raw talent is there. 
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They’re both competitors. They both need 
to become better clinicians, technicians, 
when they run their routes. 

“T guess my job is to be Ben Franklin: If 
you just let lightning flash around, it’s dan- 
gerous. But it can light up stadiums. That’s 
what I need to do, capture that lighting and 
that electricity. And they’re both willing 
students.” 

His two bright lights are competi- 
tive, but not with each other ina 
destructive way. 

“As to which one catches the ball 
and how many times, it’s who’s hot and 


who the defense tries to cover,” Bryant 
said. “They both have the ability to run 
after the catch, which is a blessing for a 
quarterback.” 

The attitude that Adams and Pinkney 
apply to their ability is a blessing for a 
position coach. 

“They want to go against the best,” 
Bryant said. “When they came in as fresh- 
men, they played and they made an awful 
lot of mistakes. But they went at it 100 
miles per hour. Last year, they learned. 
This year, I'll demand a lot more, and 
they’re both thoroughbreds, so I’ll get a lot 
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more. You can kick a jackass and he won’t budge. 
But when you touch a thoroughbred, he goes.” 

Touch a college thoroughbred after his junior 
year nowadays, and chances are he goes to the 
NFL draft. 

“Tt’s not something I’m really thinking about,” 
Adams said. “I’m just trying to get ready for the 
upcoming season. Get back in school this summer, 
get my schoolwork out of the way and just play foot- 
ball. I’m not really thinking about going to the 
league and making money.” 

Despite his financial problems last spring, 
“That’s not a real concern now. It’s not a desperate 
need. But if the opportunity is there, and it’s one of 
these can’t-miss deals, I’d be crazy not to.” 

Bryant is leery of that, as might be expected 
from their position coach. He makes a case, though, 
from the vantage point of a former NFL assistant 
who sees the ugly side of the glamour. 

“Both of them are very good ballplayers,” 
Bryant said. “If they're both first-round draft picks, 
and if they ask my opinion, I guess I’d give it to 
them. When you get a first-round contract, it’s new 
money. You've gotta invest in a lot of material 
things that don’t mean anything. You buy a car. 
You buy clothes. It’s like hitting the lottery. 

“That money’s gone in a hurry. As a football 
player, you always reach that has-been status. When 
that football career ends, you have to go out and 
compete for a job, and you better have a degree. 
Otherwise, you’re just a high school student.” 

For now, Adams and Pinkney are just college 
students, trying to get their finances in order, make 
their grades and plan for their lifelong career. Bar- 
ring injury, it almost certainly will involve catching 
a football on autumn Sunday afternoons. But first 
things first. 

“I knew going into my sophomore season there 
were great expectations for me,” Adams said. “For 
myself, I really expected a lot out of myself. I knew 
exactly what I could do, and I tried to do that to the 
best of my ability. 

“T think I had a pretty good year. It would have 
been a whole lot better if we had gone to the Cotton 
Bowl. Right now, I just want to help the football 
team win some games and get the university back 
in that prestigious tradition of winning again.” 

So far, Adams and his partner have done what 
they put their minds to at Texas. Winning a starting 
job as a freshman is a prime example. 

“T didn’t achieve that goal at the beginning,” 
Adams said, “but midway through the season I did. I 
just felt real good about that. I knew I could do it. I 
think it’s a big thing. It goes a long way on the field 
and off the field, if you can set goals like that and 
achieve them. 

“You've just got to have that type of mentality 
to get ahead and succeed.”

Texas A&M first. 
Texas second. 
Oklahoma third. 

Ah, on second thought, put that on hold. 

Texas A&M, Texas, Baylor, and Texas Tech don’t begin play in 
the Big Eight until 1996, but already, the fans are starting to fanta- 
size. It’s only natural. 

Pity the poor Southwest Conference. There’s still two league 
championships to be decided, and this year’s race will be the most 
competitive in five years. Yet, everyone wants to talk about those 
future Big Eight clashes. 

This year’s race has been soured by the Big Eight talk and the 
NCAA. Texas A&M, the conference’s biggest TV draw in the 1990s, 
will have to rely on regional radio to generate excitement. A&M has 
won the last three championships by at least three games, but don’t 
bet on a fourth. Graduations, the NFL draft, and the NCAA may 
have supplied the league’s weaker sisters the handicap necessary to 
close the gap on the Aggies. 

Tailback Greg Hill and defensive end Sam Adams opted to leave 
a year early, joining cornerback Aaron Glenn as first-round picks. 
A&M also graduated four starting offensive linemen from a unit 
that averaged 234.3 yards rushing per game. 

A&M, which has dominated Lindy’s preseason All-SWC charts 
for seven years, have only four can’t-miss picks in quarterback 
Corey Pullig, running backs Leeland McElroy and Rodney Thomas, 
and cornerback Ray Mickens. 

Then there’s the NCAA, which slapped the Aggies with a proba- 
tion that includes no bowl or television this season. The last time 
A&M couldn't go bowling, it slipped to 7-5. 

But if you think A&M's going to fall far again, don’t. 

Pullig, along with tailbacks McElroy and Thomas, are the best 
in the conference at their position and could challenge for All- 
American honors. They should benefit from first-year offensive 
coordinator Steve Ensminger, who was hired from Georgia, where 
he was the personal guru for heralded-quarterback Eric Zeier.

Ensminger is one of seven new assistants on AGM'’s staff. The 
new coaches will be out to prove that they can be as effective as 
those before them. 

Longhorn coach John Mackovic knows all about high expecta- 
tions. His 11-10-1 record in two seasons won't cut it in a program 
that measures success against the national championships of leg- 
endary Darrell Royal. 

That should change this year, as Texas will replace A&M in the 
Cotton Bowl, if not atop the standings. The on-field league title will 
be decided Nov. 5 when A&M travels to Austin. 

The annual AGM-UT Thanksgiving clash was moved, 
because A&M can’t be on television. UT will play at Baylor Nov. 
24 in the regular-season finale for a national television audience 
on ESPN. 
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UT will be playing for the host spot in the Cotton Bow! that day 
only if wide receivers Lovell Pinkney and Mike Adams return to 
school. The two sat out the spring semester, but are academically 
eligible and will play this fall, providing they return. 

Texas won four of its final six games and outplayed the Aggies 
for much of their regular-season finale last year before falling, 18-9. 

Texas returns 19 starters, led by quarterback Shea Morenz and 
his talented wide receivers. But the key factor for UT is experience. 
The Longhorns have 36 lettermen with at least two years of experi- 
ence in Mackovic’s system. 

Texas also expects to benefit from switching defensive schemes 
from a 4-3 alignment to a 3-4. Gary Darnell, in his third year with 
the Horns, is now the defensive coordinator, a position he excelled 
in at Notre Dame and Florida. 

After A&M and Texas, the race is a big question mark. With 
Texas A&M ineligible for a bowl game, the conference could be left 
without a third team qualifying for the Alamo Bowl for a second 
straight year. Only A&M and Texas won the required six games 
against NCAA Division I-A teams last year. Finding two more teams 
other than AGM and UT to win at least six games this year is no 
better than a 50-50 proposition. 

Texas Tech, the SWC runner-up for the last three years, lost 
eight offensive starters. Good news is nine starters are back on 
defense. Bad news is that unit allowed 397.4 yards per game and 
everyone knows the Red Raiders stress scoring, not keeping people 
out of the end zone. 

Baylor will try to win without a proven quarterback. Rice lost 
ground when Fred Goldsmith, coming off back-to-back 6-5 seasons, 
left for Duke. Houston, Texas Christian, and Southern Methodist 
have combined for only one winning season in the 1990s. 

The Bears should be much better for Chuck Reedy’s second 
year, thanks to 11 defensive starters returning. They struggled last 
year, allowing 30.1 points and 415.1 yards per game, but experience 
has to be worth something. 

Baylor’s defense might be stout enough to carry it through 
games with Louisiana Tech, San Jose State, and Oklahoma State 
until a starting quarterback is found. Sophomore Lamont Moore 
will battle incoming freshman Jeff Watson for that job. Ironically, 
the two played for the Class 4A state championship two years ago, 
with Moore winning. He has the edge in this battle as well, having 
had spring training. 

Reedy talked about competing for a national championship 
when he replaced Grant Teaff, instead Baylor limped home losing 
four of its last five, including a 38-13 dismantling by TCU, and 
didn’t go to a bowl. 

“We didn’t have the kind of year we wanted last year, so we 
need to become a better football team,” Reedy said. “We've got 
some great young players who will start to make their presence felt 
more and more. We have a great future ahead of us. I'm very 
excited about our prospects.” 

TCU beat Texas two years ago. The Horned Frogs beat Baylor 
and Houston last year. The Frogs should be even better this time 
around for third-year coach Pat Sullivan. The Frogs return nine 
starters on each side included in a whopping 53 lettermen. 

“Tam more excited about the TCU football program that at any 
time since I have been here,” Sullivan said. “We may not be there 
yet (TCU will start only 10 seniors), but we're still looking forward 
to the challenge.” 

SMU returns 10 offensive starters and eight more on defense. 
The Ponies were 2-7-2, including a 24-16 loss to Rose Bowl-winner 
Wisconsin. The Mustangs have few all-conference performers, but 
appear more solid than two years ago, when they were 5-6. 

“We had a lot of young players gain experience last year,” 
SMU coach Tom Rossley said. “For the most part, they are all 


back. They've gotten bigger in the off-season. The biggest key for 
us will be staying healthy so that our younger players continue to 
grow as they play together. If they can do that, we'll have a 
chance for a fine season.” 

Houston slipped to 1-9-1 last year and return only 29 lettermen 
for second-year coach Kim Helton, who junked the Run-and-Shoot. 
The Cougars went through spring training with approximately 50 
scholarship players. Several of the incoming freshmen will play, 
never a good sign. 4

QUARTERBACK Spot Is UNSETTLED

Disneyland’s 
“Space Mountain” and 
“The Giant” at Six 
Flags have nothing on 
the Baylor football 
team. For a real roller 
coaster ride, check out 
the highs, lows, and curves the Bears tum- 
bled through last year. 

The Bears could be awfully good as 
they beat three bowl teams — Fresno State, 
Utah State, and Texas Tech — in the first 
four weeks of the season. 

But they could also be awfully bad as 
they lost to Houston and Texas Christian by 
a combined score of 62-16 and finished 
with a 5-6 record. It wasn’t the smooth ride 
that Chuck Reedy hoped for in his rookie 
season as Baylor’s head coach. 

“We had some real highs and some real 
lows,” Reedy said. “We beat three bowl 
teams and then we turned around and lost 
to two teams we had no business losing to. 

“T think a team can only reach a real 
high emotional level two or three times a 
year,” Reedy said. “We need to be good 
enough where we don’t have to reach an 
emotional peak to win every game.” 

After winning four of the first six 
games, the Bears appeared in solid position 
for their third straight bowl appearance. 
But they lost four of their last five and 
dropped out of the picture. 

“The most disappointing thing is that we 
didn’t improve as the year went along,” 
Reedy said. “The reason is because we got 
away from fundamentals. We became too 
concerned with strategies and game plans 
instead of trying to get better as individuals.” 

The Bears spent much of their spring 
workouts focused on fundamentals such as 
blocking and tackling. But Baylor will also 
have several other changes in store this fall. 

Baylor elevated former secondary 
coach Bob Cope to defensive coordinator 
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and switched from a 4-3 to a 3-4 alignment. 
After allowing 30.1 points per game last 
year, the Baylor players believe the new 
defense will be more aggressive and utilize 
their speed. 

“We're going to be able to do a lot more 
things out of this defense,” said defensive 
end Scott Lewis. “We'll do a lot more blitz- 
ing and stunting.” 

“T Jove it,” said safety Adrian Robinson. 
“Tt will allow us to be more aggressive and 
put more pressure on offenses.” 

The Bears could also have a more 
diverse offense. The emphasis of Reedy’s 
veer will still be the running game, but it 
should also feature more passing routes 
and a greater variety of running plays. 

Baylor's biggest question coming into 
fall workouts is who will be the quarter- 
back. Gone is four-year starter J.J. Joe, who 
rewrote most of the school’s passing 
records. 

Sophomore Lamont Moore, who led 
Waxahachie to the 1992 Texas Class 4A

state championship, was the Bears’ top 
quarterback in the spring. Moore played 
sparingly last year behind Joe and needs to 
improve his passing. 

“Lamont is a very tough guy mentally 
and physically,” Reedy said. “He’s been 
knocked around, but things don’t faze him. 
He has good running ability and there are 
some things he does well as a passer.” 

“A lot of people have asked me about 
the pressure of following J.J.,” Moore said. 
“But I’m just going to do the best job I can 
do. I got more comfortable with the offense 
as we went through the spring.” 

Moore will be challenged by two 
incoming freshmen — former University 
High School quarterback Rodney Smith 
and former A&M Consolidated quarterback 
Jeff Watson. Smith is an outstanding ath- 
lete who can run and pass, while Watson 
threw for 7,023 yards and rushed for 2,261 
yards in his high school career. 

“Rodney is a great athlete who can do 
it all,” Reedy said. “But he’s got to learn to 
work in the framework of the offense. Wat- 
son is probably as experienced and mature 
a player as you can get out of high 
school.” 

“We'll have to make some gut deci- 
sions at quarterback in the fall,” said offen- 
sive coordinator Jack Crowe. “Both of the 
freshman quarterbacks are very competi- 
tive people. We won't put them under cen- 
ter unless we think they can take us to a 
championship.” 

While the quarterback position is 
unsettled, Baylor is loaded at tailback with 
Brandell Jackson and Kalief Muhammad. 
Jackson led the Bears with 899 yards rush- 
ing last season and also had 357 yards in 
kickoff returns. 

“Brandell is one of the top two or three 
backs returning in the conference,” Reedy 
said. “He’s strong and he’s got good speed. 
He’s got good hands and he’s tough.” 
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Muhammad should be one of Baylor’s 
most exciting players. At 5-6, 173 pounds, 
he’s one of the smallest players on the 
squad, but he’s very versatile. 

“We've got to find different ways to get 
the ball to Kalief,” Reedy said. “We'll proba- 
bly use him some at tailback, slotback, and 
wide receiver.” 

Crowe believes that fullback Bradford 
Lewis, who rushed for 387 yards last sea- 
son, is one of the most complete players on 
the team. 

“Bradford’s a playmaker,” Crowe said. 
“He’s a powerful runner inside and he can 
also break the long run. He’s a guy you can 
depend on.” 

One of the biggest surprises of the 
spring was the play of backup fullback 
Shawn Washington, a converted defensive 
end. Washington didn’t even play fullback 
in high school. 

“He’s got very instinctive running 
skills,” Crowe said. “He’s a visual runner. 
He’s also a physical blocker and has excel- 
lent pass catching skills.” 

The Bears will have a great deal of 
depth at receiver with John Stanley, Dustin 
Dennard, Pearce Pegross, and Ben Bronson 
returning, 

Stanley caught 12 passes for 294 yards 
for a 24.2 average. Bronson and Pegross are 
speed burners who combined for 25 catches 
for 476 yards and four touchdowns. Mean- 
while, Dennard is a large target at 6-4 and 
187 pounds. 

“Stanley doesn’t look like he’s running 
fast, but he can get by you,” Crowe said. 
“Bronson is a top deep threat who needs to 
develop his overall game. I’m expecting 
Pegross to be a playmaker.” 

Baylor’s starting tight end will likely be 
Damon Rhynes, who has been praised by 
Baylor coaches for his blocking ability. 
Donnie Laurence should also see some time 
at tight end. 

The Bears will be without massive 342- 
pound guard David Leaks, a two-time all- 
Southwest Conference guard. But they will 
still have plenty to build around with tack- 
les Fred Miller and David Davis and guard 
Will Davidson returning. 

Crowe believes the 6-7, 257-pound 
Miller is on the verge of becoming one of 
the best linemen in the SWC. “Fred is a 
rangy guy with excellent overall skills,” 
Crowe said. “I like his competitiveness. He 
just gets after it.” 

Davis, one of the most heralded line- 
men in the state coming out of Bishop 
Lynch High School in Dallas, started as a 
true freshman last year and has enormous 
potential. “David has feet like a ballet

dancer,” Crowe said. “And that’s pretty 
unusual for a big guy.” 

Davidson, a two-year starter, will be 
joined at guard by Hunter Hunter, who cer- 
tainly has one of the most unusual names 
in college football. John Turner, who played 
a great deal last year, is battling Marty Dun- 
bar at center. 

“The center position is really close,” 
Crowe said. “Turner is continu- 
ing to develop and Dunbar was 
probably the biggest surprise in 
the offensive line in the spring.” 

Baylor has been known for 
its strong defenses throughout 
the years, but the Bears strug- 
gled last year. They allowed 
415.1 yards per game, including 
250.3 through the air. 

During the off-season, 
Reedy replaced long-time defen- 
sive coordinator Pete Freden- 
burg with Cope. Cope hopes to 
put a more versatile, attacking 
style of defense on the field. 

“Football is like war,” Cope 
said. “If they know where you 
are all the time, they'll blow you 
up. That’s why we're planning to 
use multiple fronts and different 
coverages. We want to give 
offenses logistical and physical 
problems,” 

All 11 starters return from 
last year’s defense. The most 
talented group could be the 
defensive line, which features 
ends Scotty Lewis and Charles 
Horton and nose tackle Steve 
Strahan. 

Cope believes Lewis is ready 
to become a premier lineman 
after he collected 41 tackles and 
seven quarterback sacks last sea- 
son. “There shouldn't be a better 
defensive end in the country,” 
Cope said. “Scotty has tremen- 
dous ability and he’s a great 


Tanner and Byron Thompson to continue 
to develop. 

“Td like to play six guys up front,” Cope 
said. “Somebody has to step up.” 

Cope believes the 3-4 scheme will allow 
the linebackers more freedom to roam the 
field. Inside linebacker LaCurtis Jones, who 
suffered a broken arm last year, appears 
ready to make a statement.

competitor.” 

Strahan (6-1, 294) has the 
size and quickness to become an outstand- 
ing nose tackle. Meanwhile, Horton and 
Daryl Gardener have the ability to make an 
impact at end. 

“Steve (Strahan) has a low center of 
gravity and has tremendous strength,” 
Cope said. “Both Horton and Gardener have 
made tremendous improvement. I think we 
have four exceptional linemen.” 

Cope hopes to keep the line fresh by 
alternating several players. He’s counting 
on nose tackle Rod Kinney and ends Bryan 


“LaCurtis has a chance to be a great 
linebacker,” Cope said. “He’s a tremendous 
competitor and he has excellent speed.” 

Inside linebacker Tony Tubbs had 
moments of brilliance last year and should 
be one of the team’s leaders. He finished 
the spring ahead of Chris Dull, who led the 
Bears with 96 tackles last season. 

“Tony is tough, he makes plays, and 
he’s a leader,” Cope said. 

Sophomore Robert Mason also suffered 
through an injury-plagued 1993 season, but

has great potential at outside linebacker. 
Phillip Kent should also see a lot of time 
outside. 

“Mason is going to be an outstanding 
football player,” Cope said. “He’s solidified 
our defense.” 

Baylor will likely alternate Glenn Coy 
and Gary Bandy, a transfer from Coffeyville 
(Kan.) Community College, at the other 
outside linebacker spot. 

Baylor’s secondary was the most 
maligned group on the team early last sea- 
son, but it improved as the season pro- 
gressed. Cope believes the defensive backs 
have the experience and talent to have a 
breakthrough year. 

“The secondary came the farthest of any- 
one last year,” Cope said. “I’m very optimistic 
this year. We could be very solid. We've got 
seven guys who can play back there. They 
really didn’t give up any long passes after the 
first three or four games. I think the pass 
coverage will continue to improve.”

Adrian Robinson, a converted quarter- 
back, has the size and speed to be one of the 
best strong safeties in the SWC. Free safety 
Chris Lewis finished second on the team 
with 90 tackles and had three interceptions. 

“Adrian has a chance to be a great foot- 
ball player,” Cope said. “Lewis doesn’t get 
the credit he deserves. He makes a lot of 
plays and he’s steady.” 

Anthony Taylor backed up Robinson in 
the spring, while Michael Benjamin backed 
up Lewis. However, Nekia Codie, a prep All- 
American at Cleburne, could make an 
immediate impact at safety. 

Baylor’s starting cornerbacks will likely 
be George McCullough and Kendrick Bell. 
They will be backed up by Tyrone Smith 
and Raynor Finley. 

“Bell has improved in his coverage and 
he’s also gotten more physical,” Cope said. 
“McCullough is physically gifted.” 

Baylor returns both kicker Jarvis Van 
Dyke and punter Willie Shupp. Van Dyke 


hit seven of 11 field goals and 34 extra 
points last year, while Shupp averaged 39.3 
yards per punt. 

Van Dyke will be challenged by fresh- 
man Bryan Hawkins, who hit seven of 10 
field goals and all 27 of his extra points for 
Waco High last season. 

“Van Dyke got better as the year went 
along,” Reedy indicated. “But he will be 
pushed. We should be much better there.” 

With three-time defending SWC cham- 
pion Texas A&M on probation, the door is 
open for Baylor to contend for the title. But 
the Bears don’t want to sneak through the 
back door. 

“We can most definitely win the confer- 
ence,” Robinson said. “But we wouldn’t be 
satisfied if we won the conference and 
didn’t beat AGM.” 

“We want to make up for what hap- 
pened last year,” Muhammad said. “We’re 
more confident now. We're going to play 
every game like it’s for the Cotton Bowl.”

his players would react to his new 3-4 defensive align- 
ment. But if spring workouts were any indication, the 
change could be a big success. 

The defense dominated Baylor's spring drills. Though all 
the nuances haven't been worked out, the Bears picked up the 
new scheme quickly. 

The Bears had played a 4-3 defense under former 
defensive coordinator Pete Fredenburg, who accepted a job as 
Louisiana State's defensive line coach in the off-season. 

“When you change something, you don’t know how peo- 
ple are going to react," Cope said. “But this change was much 
smoother than | anticipated. We're much farther along than | 
thought we'd be at this point." 

Normally one of the best defensive teams in the South- 
west Conference, the Bears allowed 415.1 yards and 30.1 
points per game last year. But this defense should be more 
aggressive and give offenses different looks. 

“I'm really excited about the possibilities of the defense,” 
said Baylor coach Chuck Reedy. “It's so much more diverse 
than what we've had. | also think it's more suited to this team.” 

Some of the players it could benefit most are inside line- 
backer LaCurtis Jones, nose tackle Steve Strahan, and defen- 
sive end Scotty Lewis. 

“Lcan say without reservation that LaCurtis is going to 
make a lot of tackles this year,” Reedy said. 

While the defense sparkled, the offense struggled during

spring drills. In the final spring scrimmage, Baylor quarterbacks 
hit just 17 of 41 passes with two interceptions. 

First-team quarterback Lamont Moore completed six of 
15 passes for 53 yards, while Reed Livesay hit three of 14 
passes for 38 yards. 

The quarterback battle probably won't end until the fall 
when incoming freshmen Jeff Watson of A&M Consolidated 
and University’s Rodney Smith enter the picture. 

“Lamont's throwing ability has to improve," said offen- 
sive coordinator Jack Crowe. “No matter how good of a running 
attack you have, you've got to have a passing game.” 

Besides the departure of Fredenburg, Baylor had two 
other coaching changes in the off-season. Former LSU coach 
Joe Bugar took over the defensive line duties at Baylor. 

Former Texas Christian coach Pat Washington became 
the running backs coach after Ken Rucker went to Texas A&M.

SOMETHING TO PROVE

he four schools from the Southwest Conference 
voted membership into the Big Eight — Baylor, 
Texas A&M, Texas, and Texas Tech — have six 
chances this fall to impress future rivals. 

Those matchups are: 


Sept. 8: Nebraska at Texas Tech 
Sept. 10: Oklahoma at Texas AGM 
Sept. 17: Texas Tech at Oklahoma; 
Oklahoma State at Baylor 
Oct. 1: Colorado at Texas 
Oct. 8: Texas vs. Oklahoma in Dallas. 


The four can’t do any worse than last year when they 
were 0-6 against Big Eight teams, being outscored 256- 
108. Wonder if that figured into the membership offers? 

On the flip side, three of the four schools not offered 
memberships to the Big Eight — Houston, Rice, and 
Texas Christian — have five games against the expanding 
conference. 

Those matchups are: 


Sept. 1: Kansas at Houston 

Sept. 17: Rice at Kansas State; 
TCU at Kansas; 
Missouri at Houston 

Sept. 24: Rice at Iowa State. 


The SWC had a most embarrassing bowl experience last 
year, forced to forfeit its spot in the inaugural Alamo Bowl 
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when the third-place finisher didn’t win the NCAA-required 
six games against Division I-AA competition. 

The SWC’s appeal to bowls has gradually declined. The 
SWC hasn’t sent teams to two major bowls in the same sea- 
son since 1986 when conference champion Texas AGM 
played Ohio State in the Cotton Bowl and Arkansas faced 
Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. 

Ironically, in the previous four seasons when the league 
was able to send a team to a major bowl, it was Arkansas — 
against Alabama in the Sugar Bowl in 1979, against Okla- 
homa in the Orange Bowl in 1977, against Mississippi in 
the Sugar Bowl in 1969, and against Georgia in the Sugar 
Bowl in 1968. Arkansas, of course, bolted the SWC two 
years ago for the SEC. 

You have to go back to the 1964 season to find a cur- 
rent SWC member that was invited to a major bowl other 
than the Cotton Bowl. That season, Texas played Alabama 
in the Orange Bowl. 


The Southern Methodist Mustangs used some creative 
advertising to draw attention to their Red/Blue spring 
game. Ads placed in the Dallas Morning News said: 

“Come see the future of SMU Football... 

No head coaching changes, no bickering management. 
Just good, exciting, college football.” 

Of course, last year, SMU moved its home game with 
Texas from Dallas to the Alamodome in San Antonio. This 
year, they've done the same with Texas AGM. 


Most of thé eyes at Texas AGM’s opener with LSU will 
be on the sidelines, where seven assistant coaches will 
make their debuts. 

Offensive line coach Mike Sherman, the last of the 
seven to leave, said too much was being made of the mass 
exodus. Sherman couldn’t say no to a persistent UCLA. 
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lronically, that was the destination of A&M's first coach to 
leave, offensive coordinator Bob Toledo, who was fired by 
coach R.C. Slocum. 

In between Toledo and Sherman, pink slips were 
handed in by wide receiver coach David Culley (Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers), defensive coordinator Bob Davie 
(Notre Dame), running back coach Gary Kubiak (San 
Francisco 49ers), defensive back coach Trent Walters 
(Minnesota Vikings), and outside linebacker coach Kirk 
Doll (Notre Dame). 

For trivia buffs, the two that stayed were offensive line 
coach Bill Johnson and tight end coach Shawn Slocum. 


When Fred Goldsmith resigned at Rice to take the head 
coaching job at Duke, it allowed the Owls to hire Ken Hat- 
field, who had resigned at Clemson. Goldsmith had been 
Hatfield’s defensive coordinator at Air Force and Arkansas 
before taking the Rice job. 

Hatfield was 55-17-1 at Arkansas in six seasons (1984- 
89). That .760 winning percentage is third all-time behind 
A&M’s R.C, Slocum (49-11-1, .811) and Darrell Royal of 
Texas (167-45-5, .774). 

By the way, Goldsmith was 23-31-2 at Rice, which was a 
major accomplishment. His back-to-back 6-5 seasons in 
1992 and ’93 were the first at Rice since 1960-61. His 23 
wins were the most by a Rice coach since Jess Neely was 
144-124-10 from 1940-66. 


Baylor*€oach Chuck Reedy rubbed some people the 
wrong way when he used a graduate assistant atop the 
north end zone at Baylor’s Floyd Casey Stadium as a 
spotter. 

Rice coach Fred Goldsmith confronted Reedy about the 
practice — which is not against any conference or NCAA 
rules — during a 38-14 win by the Bears over the Owls. 

During the week of the Cotton Bowl, Reedy attended a 
Notre Dame practice, offending some SWC followers, 
thinking Reedy would or could help the Irish. 

Other were quick to point out that AGM beat Baylor, 
34-17, so what harm was there? Besides, Reedy had called 
Holtz several times throughout the season. 


Texas A&M €bach R.C. Slocum fired offensive coordina- 
tor Bob Toledo after a five-year stint that included three 
Cotton Bowl trips and numerous records. A&M scored a 
school-record 404 points last year and set a school record 
by scoring at least 30 points in eight straight games. AGM 
also broke the SWC season rushing record held by Texas. 
Toledo was fired two days after A&M’s 24-21 loss to Notre 
Dame in the Cotton Bowl. 

The man on the hotseat will be Steve Ensminger, who 
was hired from Georgia. The Bulldogs were No. 8 last year 
nationally in passing behind quarterback Eric Zeier. AGM 
was 74th. 

Ensminger will be greeted by returning quarterback 
Corey Pullig, but the Aggies do have two of the best tail- 
backs in the country in Leeland McElroy and Rodney 
Thomas, which doesn’t make passing on 3rd-and-4 inviting. 


You get the feeling Toledo, who was hired as the offen- 
sive coordinator at UCLA, will be watching those box- 
scores closely. 


Texas averaged 62,440 fans for five home games, 17th 
best in the country. Texas A&M was 21st at 59,608. Baylor 
was third in the SWC at 34,382 and Texas Tech was next at 
32,170. The four that didn’t receive invitations from the Big 
Eight combined for 92,124 fans. TCU averaged 25,890 fol- 
lowed by Rice at 23,783; SMU at 23,002; and Houston at 
19,449. Michigan (105,660), Tennessee (95,326), Penn State 
(94,032), and Ohio State (92,248) all topped that last year. 


Texas A&M athletic director Wally Groff said the Aggies 
will lose approximately $2 million this year because they 
are on NCAA probation. A&M is not eligible for the SWC 
football championship or a bow! game. AGM will not be 
allowed to appear on television during the 1994 season ... 
Texas has switched defenses from the 4-3 alignment, which 
Tommy Nobis to Britt Hager starred in, to a speed-dictated

One Team Usually Hot

he Texas fans were 
delirious. An unheralded 
sophomore, Bobby 
Lackey, had just kicked a 38-yard 
field goal to catapult the Long- 
J a’ horns to a thrilling 9-7 victory over 
i host Texas A&M in the 1957 season finale. 
‘ What a way for UT coach Darrell Royal to fin- 
ish his first year. He not only whipped Bear 


Bryant’s Cotton Bowl-bound bunch, he did it in 
their house. 


\ It was time to celebrate. 


. So, out onto the field rushed the elated Longhorn support- 
i | ers. The south goal post would fall, they shouted. But though the 
Aggies may have been beaten on the scoreboard, their spirits 
were hardly broken. As the Texas fans rushed across the turf, 
several Aggie cadets left the stands, too. They weren’t going to let 
the uprights go down. 


And just to prove they were serious, two of the Aggies drew their 
sabers. So much for tearing down the goal posts. 


An overreaction? Some might think so. But Aggie fans probably con- 


sider it proper behavior. After all, this is Texas-Texas AGM we're talking 
about here. 


“This is one of those rivalries that goes deep into families,” says Texas 
A&M coach R.C. Slocum. “Old Texas people hate Aggies, and old Aggies 
hate Texas.” 


The 100-year old rivalry — Texas holds a huge, 64-31-5 advantage — is 
the classic, in-state variety. Aggie grads marry Texas alums. Children of 
Longhorns head to A&M. It can cause some friction on Thanksgiving Day. 

“You'll hear about a lot of close-knit families who wind up in the car 
on the way home from the game, and they won’t talk to each other,” 

Slocum says. 

Though he has been at Texas only two years, having arrived from the 
Midwest and its version of football Armageddon — Michigan-Ohio State — 
Longhorn coach John Mackovic disputes Slocum’s family tree story a little. 

“T know some Texas people who have shied away from marrying 
someone from A&M because they didn’t think they could have a peace- 
ful coexistence,” Mackovic said. 

This is serious stuff. In a state where football rules the sport- 
ing landscape, Texas-Texas A&M is the undisputed 

king. The teams have won 39 conference titles 
between them (Texas has 22), and the soon-to- 
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be-defunct Southwest Conference’s Cot- 
ton Bowl representative has often been 
decided by the game. Despite AGM’s 
recent dominance (9-1 since 1984, with 
Texas winning in 1990), the game 
remains the annual highlight of Texas’ 
crowded football season. The players 
thirst to beat each other, and the fans 
lust for bragging rights. 

“Tt’s as intense as any rivalry I’ve 
ever seen, but it doesn’t seem to have an 
acrimonious twist to it,” Mackovic says. 
“A lot of business people in the state 
have wonderful relationships with each 
other, even though one went to Texas 
and the other went to A&M. Of course, 
they do have a little trouble when the 
game is played.” 

To the casual observer, the Aggie- 
Longhorn rivalry is just a Tex-Mex ver- 
sion of the standard, large, land-grant 
university gridiron tussle. And today, that 
may be fairly true. The schools are simi- 
lar in enrollment (40,000-plus) and fea- 
ture generally the same broad-based 
curriculum. 

But it hasn’t always been that way. 
A&M began as an all-male military 
school, and its College Station location 
was hardly considered the cultural equiv- 
alent of Austin, the state capitol two 
hours to the north. The Aggies weren’t 
too upset about that and even relished 
the opportunity to call their rivals “tea- 
sippers,” a reference to the perceived 
genteel nature of the co-ed UT campus. 
The name sticks today. Longhorn fans 
don’t need such clever nicknames for 
their rivals. 

“Aggies is enough,” spits Rooster 
Andrews, a kicker for Texas from 1943-45 
and an Austin businessman. 

Women were admitted to AGM ona 
limited basis in 1963 — wives of stu- 
dents or daughters of faculty — and the 
entire gender was accepted in 1969. 
Aggie enrollment also soared after the 
single-sex era ended. There were 14,500 
students on campus in 1972, a paltry 
sum compared to the 45,000 enrolled 
there now. 

“From the mid-1950s through the 
Vietnam era, the military was unpopu- 
lar, and that hurt A&M,” Slocum says. 
“Also, our facilities were down some. 
But since ’72 (when Slocum began in 
College Station as an assistant), the

THe Best oF THE BEsT 


1940 — Texas 7, Texas A&M 0 
Winners of 19 straight, the defending national champion Aggies marched 

into Austin on Thanksgiving Day ready to claim a Rose Bowl berth and a possi- 

ble second top ranking. What they got was a resounding upset defeat. 
It was a game legendary for the play of Texas right halfback Noble Doss and the 
sheer improbability of the Longhorns’ triumph over their highly-favored rival. Using 
only 13 players — the “Immortal 13” — Texas shut down AGM’s potent offense and 
made an early first-quarter touchdown stand up. 

Though Pete Layden accounted for the score on a 1-yard plunge, credit Doss with 
creating the opportunity. He made a twisting, stretching, amazing catch of a Layden 
pass on the game’s third play and went out of bounds inches from the goal line. Doss 
also picked off three Aggie passes, the first coming in the end zone, thwarting A&M's 
best scoring chance. 


1963 — Texas 15, Texas AGM 13 
In a game played just days after the assassination of John F. Kennedy, the 
heavily-favored and undefeated Longhorns fell into a 13-3 fourth-quarter hole, 
their national championship hopes apparently dashed by the last-place Aggies. 
After trimming the margin to 13-9 on a touchdown and failed 2-point conversion, 
the Longhorns launched another drive. But AGM’s John Brotherton intercepted a Duke 
Carlisle pass, and Texas looked doomed. But Brotherton fumbled while attempting to 
lateral the ball on the return, and Texas recovered. 
The Longhorns dodged another bullet later in the same drive when Jim Willenborg 
appeared to intercept another Carlisle aerial, only to have the referee rule him out of 
bounds. With 1:19 to play, Carlisle swept into the end zone to give Texas a slim win and 
the national title. 


1957 — Texas 9, Texas A&M 7 

The Darrell Royal Era dawned in Austin with a huge upset of the fourth- 

ranked Aggies. While Royal was ascending, Bear Bryant was exiting, taking the 
job at Alabama the following year. 

The game was won on a 38-yard field goal by a sophomore, Bobby Lackey, who 
hadn’t kicked since his sophomore year in high school. The stiff Longhorn defense was 
able to contain A&M star John David Crow, who won the Heisman Trophy three days 
after the game. The win vaulted previously-unranked Texas to 11th in the country, 
while the Aggies fell to ninth. 


1975 — Texas AGM 20, Texas 10 

The second-ranked Aggies strangled the potent Longhorn offense and full- 
back Earl Campbell to beat fifth-ranked Texas for the first time in eight years 
and remain unbeaten. 

A&M held Campbell to just 40 yards rushing — 67 below his average — and forced 
five Longhorn turnovers. Meanwhile, the Aggies used a clock-controlling ground 
attack, led by George Woodard and Bubba Bean, to roll up 316 yards and a remarkable 
79 plays from scrimmage. 

While the win kept the Aggies’ national title hopes alive, their performance the next 
week dashed them. A&M fell apart against Arkansas, losing 31-6, and ended the season 
with a desultory 20-0 loss to Southern Cal in the Liberty Bowl. 


1984 — Texas A&M 37, Texas 12 
After accepting a gigantic contract to come to College Station from Pitts- 
burgh, Jackie Sherrill turned in 5-6 and 5-5-1 seasons, hardly what the Aggie 
faithful were looking for from their high-salaried coach. When he took his 10- 
point underdogs to Austin in ’84, the grim reaper loomed. 

Instead, Sherrill’s A&M team pulled a huge upset, sending the Longhorns into a 
tailspin from which they haven't recovered and catapulting the Aggies into national 
prominence. 

The Aggies rolled to a 20-0 lead and used a blocked kick to finish off the Longhorns. 
sees Craig Stump threw for two touchdowns, and Ray Childress keyed a fero- 
cious defense. 
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enrollment has grown, and the facilities 
are much better.” 

A&M's improved facilities have played 
a part in the school’s football renais- 
sance. The Aggies have dominated the 
SWC in the past decade — hardly a trick, 
considering the conference’s poor 
national success rate and continued pro- 
bation problems — using in-state talent 
to subdue its league rivals. But the AGM 
string is hardly the most impressive in 
the series. 

From 1940-1974, Texas ran up an 
amazing 31-3-1 record against AGM. The 
string began with the Longhorns’ 
improbable 7-0 win over the defending 
national champions in ’40 and ended 
when A&M prevailed in 1975, 20-10, win- 
ning for the first time since 1967. Credit 
for much of the dominance goes to Long- 
horn coach Darrell Royal, who fashioned 
a 167-47-5 mark in 20 seasons, including 
11 conference titles. Prior to that, the 
two teams shared most of the SWC lau- 
rels, with AGM squired to success by 
Dana Bible (1917, 1919-28) and Homer 
Norton (1934-47), with Clyde Littlefield 
(1927-33) the top Texas coach during 
that time.

“The series has been dominated by 
runs,” Slocum says. “One team will domi- 
nate, and then the other will.” 

That doesn’t mean that the Texas- 
Texas A&M game is predictable. Because 
the teams are rarely highly-rated at the 
same time, the potential for upset is high. 
Among AGM’s stunners are its 13-0 win in 
1915, a 14-7 shocker in ’22, a 10-7 upset 
in 1967, and the Aggies’ 1979 13-7 tri- 
umph, Texas counts among its cherished 
wins the 7-0 win in 1940, its 9-7 win in 
57, and a come-from-behind 15-13 tri- 
umph in the mud in 1963 that preserved 
the school’s first-ever national title. 

While the upsets generate plenty of 
interest, the off-field traditions and 
shenanigans are almost as noteworthy, 
After the Aggies won in 1915, students 
branded the score on Texas’ Longhorn 
mascot. Trying to make the most of the 
embarrassing situation, UT officials 


turned the numbers into the word 
“Bevo,” a name which remains today. 

In 1941, Texas hadn’t won at AG@M’s 
Kyle Field since 1923. A group of UT stu- 
dents, desperate for a good-luck charm, 
visited a local fortune teller, who advised 
the fans to burn red candles as a show of 
support for the team. The entire campus 
lit up, and the 'Horns took a 23-0 win. 
Today, UT fans and students come 
together at a midnight “Hex Rally” the 
week of the game, carrying candles and 
cheering for a victory. At AGM, a giant 
bonfire is lit on campus, and 40-50,000 
people show up to cheer for a victory. 

Spec Gammons, who served as sports 
information director at A&M from 1963- 
82, has a joke he likes to tell that sums 
up the rivalry pretty well. It seems that 
two friends, one an Aggie, the other a 
Longhorn, went to last year’s game at 
Kyle Field. After the Aggies won — again 
— the two went back to the A&M fan’s 
house and found the man’s dog doing 
backflips because the Aggies won. The 
Texas man wanted to know what the ani- 
mal did when the Longhorns prevailed. 

“I don’t know,” replied the Aggie fan. 
“He's only six years old.” 


t wasn’t losing that scared Noble Doss on the eve 
of Texas’ 1940 battle with Texas A&M. No, the 
Longhorns had lost before — they entered the 
Thanksgiving Day game with a 6-2 record. What 
bothered the junior was losing to A&M at Memorial 
Stadium. No Texas team had ever done that, and with the 
defending national-champion Aggies rolling through the sea- 
son unbeaten to that point, defeat appeared certain. 

“As | reflect back, we were very apprehensive about los- 
ing that game,” Doss says. “We didn’t want to be the team 
that broke the tradition at Memorial Stadium, That had us 
very concerned.” 

Led by outstanding fullback John Kimbrough, who would 
finish second to Michigan’s Tom Harmon in the 1940 Heisman 
voting, the Aggies were ranked second and featured the 
nation’s best rushing defense. An A&M win would secure a 
Rose Bowl berth, and Associated Press sports editor Felix 
McKnight made the Aggies a “three- or four-touchdown 
favorite.” Doss had every reason to be concerned. 

Just 57 seconds into the game, he turned concern into 
action. Normally conservative Texas coach Dana Bible had 
stunned the crowd by calling for passes on the first two plays 
from scrimmage, one of which gained 32 yards, and the 
other fell incomplete. On second down from the Aggie 33, 
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Longhorn halfoack Pete Layden lofted a long pass toward 
the sideline. Doss, running an out-and-up pattern, looked 
first over his left shoulder and then over his right before mak- 
ing an improbable twisting catch at the A&M 1-yard line. On 
the next play, Layden went in for the only score in Texas’ 7-0 
win. The Memorial Stadium tradition — which stretched from 
1924-56 — had been preserved. 

“It was just instinct,” Doss says about the catch. “| was 
leaning back and trying to keep my eye on the ball. | didn’t 
know where | was. | just wanted to catch the ball.” 

Doss did, and he added three interceptions to help 
Texas pull off what is generally considered the greatest upset 
in the 100-game Longhorn-Aggie series. Doss and the Long- 
horns went to College Station the following season and regis- 
tered a 23-0 win, breaking the team’s jinx at Kyle Field. Talk 
about your turnarounds. 

Doss entered the Navy after graduating from Texas and 
then played two years for the Philadelphia Eagles in the NFL, 
contributing to the team’s 7-0 win over the Chicago Cardinals 
in the 1948 championship game. He returned to Austin in 
1949 and began a career selling life insurance. He doesn’t 
get to talk about the 1940 game too often — "Only when 
old timers from my vintage bring it up,” he says — but Doss - 
holds a permanent spot in Texas football lore.

niversity of Pittsburgh tackle Reuben 

Brown would get bored playing slot 

back or safety. The occasional 40-yard 
reception or infrequent interception wouldn’t 
be enough to thrill him. 

Brown wants to rumble. The 6-4, 310- 
pound senior thrives on the consecutive bat- 
tles in the trenches, the repeated tests of 
manhood. 

“T can’t imagine playing football without 
hitting somebody on every down,” he said. 
“The DBs and the QBs, I pick on them a lot. 
They don’t have to hit somebody every play. 
That's what football is. 

“Football is the line.” 

This is easily forgotten by the fans and 
media members who watch from a safe dis- 
tance and marvel at the exploits of so-called 
“skill players.” The long touchdown runs, the 
big pass plays, the timely interceptions, even 
the big football-jarring hits are usually set up 
along the lines. 

Lindy’s identified a half-dozen of Amer- 
ica’s top college linemen, sought their views on 
trench work, and looked at their development. 

“You're not looking for the big play, like 
the running back or receiver,” Brown said. 
“For the lineman, every play is the big play. 
You don’t get the satisfaction like the receiver 
or running back of scoring the touchdown. 
But when you pancake somebody, it’s like a 
slam dunk in basketball. If you pancake some- 
body, you'll have the confidence you can do it 
again. It’s like catching a touchdown pass for 
90 yards. That’s your high. That’s what you're 
looking for.” 

Offensive and defensive lines engage in 
marathon struggles. These heavyweights 
grapple, holler, grunt, stare, claw, chop, slug, 
butt heads, throw forearms, grab jerseys, mow 
down, talk trash, and shed blood. 

“It’s all about who will be the best in the 
end,” Brown said. “You can see it in a guy's 
eyes, when he is having a good game and he’s 
trying to take advantage of your weaknesses. 


It’s like a cold stare. He 
looks at you like he’s 
going to get your butt. 
That’s what football is 
all about.” 

Ohio State’s All- 
American tackle Korey 
Stringer thrives on those 
one-on-one confronta- 
tions in the pit. 

“You look at the guy 
and think, ‘He’s not going 
to beat me. He’s not going 
to make this play,” he 
said. “That brings about 
the intensity we have 
down there.” 

In a battle of wills, 
one often breaks. 

“If you consistently 
beat your guy,” Maryland 
tackle Steve Ingram said, 
“he’s going to get it in his 
head that he can’t get 
there. You can get psycho- 
logical games going.” 

Arizona defensive end 
Tedy Bruschi recalled how 
the “Desert Swarm” 
defense had Miami scram- 
bling in the Fiesta Bowl.

“The first series we 
had against Miami, we sacked the quarter- 
back two times,” he said. “There was chaos 
out there.” 

North Carolina defensive tackle Marcus 
Jones plugs into that electricity. 

“You can’t beat the feeling of being on 
the field and playing,” he said. “There just 
isn’t anything like it. I like the physical part of 
it. I like being in on the big hit, just running 
around being physical.” 

Just what is the big hit? 

“You know how the helmet is screwed 
together and makes a seam?” Florida State 


defensive lineman Derrick Alexander said. 
“Well, I want to hit a quarterback and see it 
split. Just fall apart. That’s a perfect hit.” 

Emotions run high in the trenches, but 
offensive linemen cannot lose their grip. 

“On defense, you should be aggressive, 
taking out all your frustrations,” said 
Stringer, a 6-6, 310-pound junior. “An offen- 
sive lineman, he should control that anger. 
You can be beat that way. You have to be 
even-tempered to play the offensive line. You 
have to stand there and take it. It's something 
you have to accept.” 
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Ingram, a 6-5, 300-pound senior, has 
come to terms with that. 

“You have to stay focused all the time,” 
he said. “You have to remember your 
assignment and know your rules. You have 
to play with emotion, but you have to con- 
trol it always.” 

That isn’t easy when your opponent is 
trying to mess with your head. What fun is it 
to beat a guy if you can’t rub it in? Players 
pound on rival psyches as well as rival bodies. 

“T've been known to be one of the more 
vocal linemen around,” Brown said. “That’s 
part of my game. It doesn’t seem like a game 
for me if I don’t make a few smart comments. 
I have to run my mouth. I get into the game 
more. You're always trying to get into the 
inner person and hit something deep down 
inside them.” 

Ingram said Maryland discourages trash 
talking, but he hears lots of chatter anyway. 

“Different guys, they talk a lot to get you 
riled up, get at your confidence,” he said. “I 
find myself talking quite a bit. I want to get 
my guys fired up.” 

These guys don't just line up and wail on 
each other. They study and discuss oppo- 
nents, talking more than just trash. While 
preparing for each game, they examine films 
of their opponents to pick up any weaknesses 
or body language that might telegraph an 
offensive play or a defensive scheme. These 
studies can become quite detailed and block- 
ing and tackling becomes more cerebral than 
you might imagine. 

“You're looking for any edge you can 
get,” Ingram said. “How do they set their feet 
when they are calling for a pass rush? Our 
coaches put together little films about their 
tendencies and we watch them.” 

Some of the best skirmishes come during 
spring ball and preseason contact drills as 
team members establish their pecking order. 
Stringer will never forget how the Ohio State 
upperclassmen tried to slam him to the wel- 
come mat, 

“The older players were out to prove to us 
that you can’t come up here and play soft,” he 
said. “I was never worried about how tough I 
was. I knew I could take punishment with the 
best of them. I knew I could dish it out. I 
never let anybody bully me or anything.” 

These monstrous linemen have awesome 
collisions that are fearsome. 

“T had to go against this guy from Clem- 
son who was 370 pounds,” said Jones, a junior 
who packs 260 pounds on his 6-6 frame. 
“That's a lot of guy to move. It happens to 
everyone, where there is somebody constantly 
on you. But I remember this guy falling on 
me and I’m yelling, ‘Ref, get him off me.’ He 
was huge.” 

With contact on every play, linemen are 
prone to all sorts of injuries— broken thumbs 


and fingers, broken noses, torn knee liga- 
ments, and broken legs to name some of the 
more common ones. 

“That's part of the game,” said Bruschi, a 
260-pound junior who has suffered a pinched 
nerve in his neck and a broken thumb. “You 
have to play with injuries. But you have to 
know the difference between pain and injury.” 

Ingram found out last year. “I had to play 
the whole season with a broken thumb,” he 
said. “I had to play with a cast on the whole 
year. By the third game of the season, it didn’t 
bother me. You have to play with a lot of pain. 
The difference between pain and injury is if 
it’s just pain, you have to play with it.” 

For all this exertion and sacrifice, there is 
not a whole lot of glamour — especially for 
the unloved offensive linemen. 

“Nobody wants to be an offensive line- 
man,” Stringer said. “When you play offensive 
line, nobody knows you but the coach, your 
mom, and your girlfriend. You don’t get too 
much notice from everybody in the stands. 
You have to feel good about yourself. 

“In high school, you saw 
that nobody wanted to be a 
tackle, guard, or center. Some- 
body has to do it. The offensive 
linemen become a group within 
a group. You can take care of 
one another.” 


Ree BROWN HAS A 
defensive end’s attitude, so 
switching to offensive tackle was 
difficult. He wanted to be on the 
attack every down and the 
prospect of having to back up 
and pass block was distasteful. 

“T came in and played defense first,” 
Brown said. “I was hoping to stay there. When 
they moved me over, I had to learn a lot of 
techniques. Footwork, leverage, balance...it’s 
a tough position. On defense, I was able to get 
away with freelancing a lot. 

“T really hated it. Defensively, you don’t 
have that many rules. I was pretty discour- 
aged at first. I didn’t think I was going to 
make it. To be honest with you, I thought 
about leaving the school. 

“Every offensive lineman hates to pass 
block. I don’t know about the guys in the pros 
or anything like that, but I know a lot of guys 
around here who don’t like to pass block. If 
we could run block on every play, we would. 

“But once I got pass blocking down and 
started doing well, it’s just like run blocking. 
It’s a lot of pride. I take a lot of pride in not 
letting people get to the quarterback, not let- 
ting people beat me.” 

During his time as a Panther, Brown has 
had to mature. He ran into some off-field 
problems that got him suspended from the 
team for a stretch and put on probation. 


“All that stuff is over with,” he said. 
“There were some bad choices made. I wasn’t 
smart about watching out for certain situa- 
tions, but I thought I was being smart.” 

Brown's development has been spectacu- 
lar. But the team’s development has been 
slow, leaving him short of his biggest goal as a 
collegian—to win. 

“Tt takes away from what you've done,” he 
said. “If you have a great game, it takes away 
from it if you lose. I’ve got a lot of friends I've 
played against in college. They have bragging 
rights over us because we haven't been real 
good since I’ve been here. This is my last year. 
I hope we can make it good.” 


ARCUS JONES DOES NOT HAVE THE 

personality profile of your classic 
sack-masters. 

He was a soccer player who grew big and 

got shamed into playing football. He was a 
drowsy sort who slept 12 hours a day in high 
school, When he got to North Carolina, he 
had no idea how to talk trash in the trenches. 


He had to train himself not to help quarter- 
backs up after knocking them down. 

“The proper football etiquette is to be 
mean and rough,” Jones said. “I’m trying to 
change my attitude and be meaner, but I’m 
not sure it’s working. I felt bad about not 
helping a guy up.” 

Jones had to learn the nuances of line 
play almost from scratch. 

“Everything I did was from power,” he 
said. “I felt like a little kid at first. Everybody 
else is working on spins, stuff like that, and 
I’m just trying to learn a little part of that. I 
felt kind of stupid at first.” 

And then there is his hobby: Reading 
comic books. He sometimes psychs himself 
for games by reading a big volume of Calvin 
and Hobbes. 

“Off the field, I’m the nicest person you'd 
like to meet,” he said. 

His background may be atypical, but 
his tools make him a defensive prototype. 
He has grown to NFL size and he is quick, 
fast, and agile. Despite his laid-back per- 
sonality, he has always been extremely

competitive in drills, practices, scrim- 
mages, and games. 

“The one thing I always try to do is go 
full-speed all the time, that’s my biggest 
asset,” he said. “If you don’t go full speed, 
you're going to end up getting hurt. If you go 
full-speed and you still make a mistake, at 
least the coaches will notice you went full- 
speed. I've tried to make that my style.” 


De ALEXANDER IS DEFINITELY 
a natural. The junior Florida State 
defensive tackle starred in basketball, base- 
ball, wrestling, and, of course, football at Jack- 
sonville-Raines High School. 

“T love a challenge,” he said. “I need chal- 
lenges. If I don’t have them, I don’t have any 
reason to work hard. I need a challenge every 
down, every game, every season.” 

Alexander, a 6-5, 260-pound junior, 
doesn’t rely on pure athleticism to penetrate 
blocking. “I've developed lots of different 
moves. I can go inside as well as outside. I use 
technique to get me around.” 

One thing that doesn’t change is his 
effort. “I want to be known as somebody who 
never turns off his motor,” Alexander said. 
“We've got linebackers here who can make 
the big play every play. My job is to cause con- 
fusion. I feel that on every play, I can make 
the tackle. I’m like the linebacker on the 
defensive line. I want to make plays all over 
the field.” 

The Seminoles defense is not content to 
merely stop the opponents. “We want to 
score more points than their offense,” 


Alexander said. “That's the way we play 
defense. Sometimes you see teams out 
there playing not to lose. I’m out there 
to win.” 


Te BRUSCHI LEARNED RIGHT 
away that he could play big-time col- 
lege football. As a true freshman in 1991, 
he was thrown into the fray during a diffi- 
cult 4-7 season. 

“That first year, with all the injuries 
we had, I'd never seen anything like that 
before,” said Bruschi, who came to Tuc- 
son from Roseville (Calif.) High School. 
“One day I’m on the scout team and the 
next day the second team and then the 
first team. I think that devastated the 
program then, 18- and 19-year-olds had 
to play.” 

Bruschi started two games, then saw 
his season end with a broken thumb. “I 
was an 18-year-old kid wrestling around 
with 300-pound guys,” he said. 

He was granted a medical redshirt 
for the year and continued to develop 
with the team. The once-green Wildcats 
are now a defensive menace, the so-called 
“Desert Swarm.” 

Bruschi takes great satisfaction from 
being part of a dominant, well-respected 
unit. “We have the sweatshirts and every- 
thing,” he said. “It’s a nice little gimmick. 
But you sure wouldn’t have a nickname if 
you weren't any good.” 

The team’s defensive personality fits his 
own perfectly. He likes to go for it. 

“T have to have fun,” Bruschi said. “If it 
wasn’t fun for me, I wouldn't be playing foot- 
ball. No matter what you do, if you’re not hav- 
ing fun, you have to get out of it. It’s really 
fun to play on our defense. 

“I’m looking for the chance to make the 
big play, the big play that wins the game, the 
big play to win the game when the pressure 
is on.” 


EACHING BIG COLLEGE OFFENSIVE 

lineman to be light on their feet can be a 
daunting five-year task. But Steve Ingram 
acquired that agility thanks to his basketball 
career and the diligent work of his football 
coaches at DuVal High School in Seat Pleas- 
ant, MD. 

Ingram captained his prep basketball 
team as a senior and was a two-time all-con- 
ference selection. 

“When I played basketball, I had my feet 
going really good,” he said. “When I came to 
Maryland, I weighed 230 pounds. I go 300 
pounds now. I don’t play basketball anymore. 
I’m afraid to play basketball, I might get hurt.” 

He might get hurt? What about the guy 
guarding him? 


As a redshirt his first season at Maryland, 
Ingram played defensive tackle. He was moved 
to the offensive line the next season and filled 
in at four of the five positions. He opened the 
1991 season as a starter, but broke his right 
leg in his first game. 

He emerged as a force in 1992 and 
starred as a junior in 1993. He is developing 
NFL-level versatility by playing in a fast- 
paced, pass-oriented offensive scheme. And he 
has learned that the top offensive linemen are 
good and steady. 

“All the adrenaline builds up, then you 
lose it on the first play,” he said. “Then you 
relax and go ahead and play. You focus on 
what you have to do.” 


I: WOULD HAVE BEEN EASY FOR KOREY 
Stringer to get by on his size during his 
formative years. After all, he has always been 
pretty big. 

But at Harding High School in Warren, 
Ohio, Stringer couldn’t get away with leaning 
on people. His team went 22-2 his last two 
years, won a state title, and he learned the 
game from coach Phil Annarella. He emerged 
as the top offensive line prospect in the nation 
his senior year. 

“T think I was at an advantage,” Stringer 
said. “I came out of a good high school pro- 
gram. They made sure your techniques were 
there. A lot of guys come from programs 
where they get you big and strong, but they 
don’t teach you how to block people. I did the 
things our coaches taught us. Sometimes I 
played against guys who were a lot smaller 
than me and it was not a good level of compe- 
tition.” 

As a true freshman at Ohio State, he 
started six straight games and played exten- 
sively in 11, missing just one game with a 
sprained ankle. He was so dominant that Big 
Ten coaches named him Freshman of the 
Year —a spectacular honor for a tackle. 

“T was really ready to get redshirted, | 
had accepted that,” Stringer said. “I figured 
I'd get stronger and work on my game. But 
people got hurt and I had to accept the fact 
that I would play. I had never heard of any- 
body doing that. I really didn’t expect that. 
Things happened so quickly, they fell right 
into place.” 

Big Ten coaches are no doubt hoping he 
turns pro after his third season, an option he 
will have. In the meantime he intends to take 
care of team business. 

“You have to think primarily of the team 
when you set your goals,” Stringer said. 
“Nothing happens without the offensive line. 
A quarterback, his arm means nothing if he 
doesn’t have time to throw the ball. 

“The defensive lineman thinks he is going 
to make the play, he is going to stop this play. 
That leads to war in the trenches."

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STOKES RETURNS 
TO HELP CooK-UP 
UCLA OFFENSE 


NFL Can’‘t Wait for 
Bruins’ Do-Everything 
Wide Receiver

going at UCLA, a two-man game that 
could have the Pac-10 Conference rethink- 
ing the way it plays defense next season. 

“Tt’s weird, and kind of awkward at 
times,” says Stokes, the Bruins’ All-Ameri- 
can split end. “We'll line up for a play and 
I'll see something (open) and kind of look 
at Wayne out of the corner of my eye. 
Somehow he'll just know what I’m gonna 
do. I’'ll run a route that’s different from the 
play we called, and when I look up the ball 
will be there, staring me in the face. 

“Sometimes I'll think, ‘What if I didn’t 
turn my head at that exact moment? The 
ball would have hit me in the back of the 
helmet.’ But it’s like I can sense it coming, 
and I turn around just in time to catch it.” 

“It’s like I know what he’s gonna do 
before he does it,” adds Cook, the Bruins’ 
senior quarterback. “And it’s like he knows 
when he changes a route, I’ll pick up on it 
and wait for him. 

“We had three or four touchdown 
passes last year that were completely dif- 
ferent from the play that was called in the 
huddle or at the line. A lot of times you 
get interceptions that way, but we never 
had a turnover when that happened. It is 
kind of weird.” 


J J. Stokes and Wayne Cook have their 
® 
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Kind of scary, too, although more so 
for UCLA opponents than for Cook and 
Stokes, who combined for 15 of the school- 
record 17 TD passes Stokes caught in 1993 
during the Bruins’ 8-4 Rose Bowl season. 

Stokes also set school season records 
for receptions (82) and receiving yards 
(1,181), and Rose Bowl records with 14 
catches and 176 yards in the 21-16 loss to 
Wisconsin on New Year's Day. 

All of which helped make Stokes a 
unanimous first-team All-American, the 
Pac-10 Offensive Player of the Year anda 
leading candidate for the 1994 Heisman 
Trophy. He was seventh in the 1993 ballot- 
ing, the highest finish among players 
returning this year. 

The fact Stokes did return for his 
senior season was surprising to some, 
considering how hard it will be to improve 
on last season’s numbers or his NFL mar- 
ket value. 

It seemed as though he was one of the 
few underclassmen who didn’t come out 
this year. Three of his UCLA teammates, 
linebacker Jamir Miller, defensive back 
Marvin Goodwin, and defensive lineman 
Bruce Walker, were among 29 players 
across the country who elected to turn pro. 

“T had set my mind that J.J. was gone,” 
Cook said. “Then right after the Rose Bowl 
(in which UCLA lost 21-16 to Wisconsin), 
he came up to me and said, ‘Don’t worry, 
we'll come back here and get ’em next 
year.’ That kind of made me think he might 
be coming back.” 

In fact, Stokes insists that, regardless 
of what anyone else thought, he never 
considered entering the draft. He says he 
didn’t even take advantage of an NCAA 
rule that allows an underclassman to 
obtain a pre-draft assessment of his NFL 
market value without compromising his 
college eligibility. 

“I didn’t find out where I might have 
been picked,” he said. “I know I could 
have, and people told me I should have, 
but I just didn’t. Because I knew all along 
I was staying, 

“T decided midway through the season. 
There was a lot of talk right before the Rose 
Bowl that I was thinking about coming out, 
but I honestly never even thought about it. 

“My gut feeling was just to stay.” 

He was predisposed in that direction 
by his parents, John and Annie Stokes of 
San Diego. 

“He comes from a strong family back- 
ground,” said UCLA coach Terry Donahue. 
“His father has a great deal of influence on 
what J.J. thinks.” 

And John Stokes wanted J.J. — the 
youngest of his four children, all boys — to 
get an education above all else. 


Annie provided her own input. 

“My mom told me to enjoy my time in 
college, because it'll never come again,” 
said J.J., who has three older brothers, 
including one (Darryl) who played for the 
USFL’s Chicago Blitz and another (Jon) 
who’s a chef at a four-star hotel in Lucerne, 
Switzerland. 

‘Tm enjoying myself at UCLA right 
now, that’s the important thing.” 

If Stokes had any second thoughts, he 
said they were erased in February at the 
Walter Camp Foundation All-American 
Weekend in New Haven, Conn., where he 
hobnobbed with several NFL notables. 

“I spoke with some guys who came 
out early, like Garrison Hearst and 
Michael Haynes,” 
Stokes said. 
“They told me it’s 
a job — get up 
early, watch 
films, practice, 
meetings, come 
home tired, eat, 
go to sleep, then 
wake up early the 
next day and do 
it again. 

“That didn’t 
sound like fun.” 

And he fig- 
ures that, as long 
as he stays 
healthy, the NFL 
will be just as 
interested next 
year in a player 
whose speed, 
pass-catching 
skills, and size 
(6-4 1/2, 214 
pounds) match the 
blueprint specifi- 


ning game going. And when they change to 
defend that, we can go back to J.J.” 

The defensive trend in the Pac-10 the 
last few years has been toward eight-man 
fronts to stop the run and pressure the 
passer. But the very presence of Stokes may 
be changing that. The eight-men-up, 
attack-style defense pretty much requires 
man-to-man secondary coverage, and try- 
ing to single-cover Stokes is a certifiably 
insane act. 

“The last couple years teams have 
been bringing a lot of guys up, blitzing a 
lot,” Stokes said. “But if you’re throwing 
quick slant passes against that defense and 
they’re going for touchdowns, I’d think 
maybe they would change the way they

cations of the big, 
fast, rangy wide receiver the league seems 
to favor these days. 

“For a while, the NFL was going for 
small, quick receivers, like the Smurfs and 
the Three Amigos,” Cook says. “But now 
they're going back the other way. Michael 
Irvin, Sterling Sharpe — those are big 
suys. It’s a new mold of wide receiver, and 
J.J. fits it perfectly.” 

No one is more grateful than Cook, of 
course, that Stokes will be fitting into the 
UCLA offense for one more season. 

“Guys like him don’t come along very 
often,” Cook says. “It’s almost like you can 
build your whole game plan around him. 
The defense almost has to double- or triple- 
cover him, and if they’re concentrating that 
much on J.J., they'll be vulnerable some- 
where else. That’s when we get our run- 


play defense. When I see a bunch of guys 
on the line and my guy’s man-to-man, I 
just know I’m gonna score, because | 
don’t think any defensive back can stop 
me one-on-one. 

“T expect to see a little more two-deep 
zone this year. That means I might not 
catch quite as many balls as last year. But I 
still expect to score as many touchdowns.” 

Stokes says that when he visualizes his 
typical touchdown catch, “It’s usually on a 
quick slant, where I get a step on my man, 
catch the ball, and the middle is open. 
There’s just a safety back there, and I puta 
move on him and then I’m just running 
and running to the end zone.” 

That describes almost exactly Stokes’ 
95-yard catch-and-sprint TD against Wash- 
ington last year — the longest scrimmage 
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play in school history and one of four TDs 
he had in a season-turning 39-25 victory. 

“Down close to the goal line, J.J. has a 
sixth sense for improvising and getting 
open in the end zone,” Cook said. “But in 
the middle of the field he never alters his 
patterns. He runs real precise routes, then 
makes something happen after the catch. 
You just hit him and he adds 60 yards to 
your stats.” 

But while the rest of the world may 
remember Stokes most vividly for his spec- 
tacular long-gainers and huge statistical 
days — like that 10-catch, 190-yard after- 
noon against Washington, and his star- 
making performance in the 1992 USC 
game when he caught six passes for an 
astounding 263 yards (another school 
record) and three TDs — his and Cook's 
fondest memories are of their shorter- 
yardage, extemporaneous goal-line plays. 

That's where that strange telepathy 
they share really kicks in. 

One play in the third quarter of the 
1993 USC game particularly stands out in 
their minds. 

“We were down pretty close, and the 


coaches called for a slant pass,” Stokes said.

By deciding not to trade in his senior 
season ona chance to play in the NFL this 
year, J.J. Stokes and Derrick Brooks are 
the place to start when putting together a 
1994 All-American team. 

They won't need the big mail cam- 
paigns to inform members of the college 
football media and TV highlight shows to 
attract attention. They have the kind of 
name recognition that only a spectacular 
junior season — an All-American junior 
season — can produce. 

In the past five years, two-thirds of 
collegiate All-Americans with eligibility 
remaining have leaped to the NFL. Of 
those who have stayed, 90 percent 
became two-time All-Americans. 

Most of the the guys who would have 
been penciled in for college football's pre- 
season honors — which generally lead to 
post-season plaudits — will be trying to 
earn themselves NFL all-rookie team 
recognition. 

No 1994 preseason All-American 
team would have excluded the names of 
San Diego State running back Marshall 
Faulk, Alabama wide receiver David 
Palmer, Ohio State defensive tackle Dan 
Wilkinson, Texas A&-M defensive end 


“Wayne saw something else at the line and 
tugged on his collar, a signal to me that he 
was changing the play to a deeper route 
over the middle. But I didn’t see him make 
that signal. 

“So I ran the original slant pattern, 
and (safety) Reggie Perry and another guy 
are waiting there in the middle. So I com- 
pletely broke off that route and ran a post- 
corner. I got to the corner, turned 
around... and the ball was right there. I 
don’t know how he knew I'd be going 
there, but he did. 

“Tt looked like we planned the whole 
thing, but we didn’t plan any of it. I wasn’t 
surprised, though, because we'd been doing 
it all year.” 

“That was my favorite play of the sea- 
son,” Cook said. “I remember it so well. 
The slant wasn’t there, and the play | 
checked to wasn’t there, either. Basically, 
they had everything covered. 

“T remember dropping back and one of 
their linebackers was running straight at 
me, so I didn’t have any time. But when I 
saw all that trafficiinside, somehow I knew 
that J.J. would break it outside. I didn’t 
even see him make his cut, I just threw it

Corey Sawyer. 

Instead, UCLA receiver Stokes and 
Florida State linebacker Brooks are the 
only returning consensus All-Americans. 
Those other six consensus selections from 
1993 are long gone, along with another 
dozen high-profile players who would 
have been top Heisman and All-American 
candidates for this season; most notably 
Tennessee quarterback Heath Shuler, 
Nebraska running back Calvin Jones, and 
Arizona all-purpose player Charles Levy. 

So when voters look at their list of 
candidates, they'll have to look deeper 
than ever. 

Along with Stokes and Brooks, proba- 
bly only Michigan tailback Tyrone Wheat- 
ley is an automatic All-American heading 
into the season. 

Notre Dame cornerback Bobby Tay- 
lor, Illinois linebacker Dana Howard, Ohio 
State offensive tackle Korey Stringer, and 
Boston College tight end Pete Mitchell 
were first-team selections by at least one 
major All-American selection committee 
last season, which means they have a head 
start in name-recognition.J 


out there. J.J. had two guys on him but he 
caught it anyway. It ended up being one of 
my best passes of the year.

School in San Diego. 

Because of his size, he wasn’t recruited 
all that heavily. He was a classic “tweener,” 
considered too big and slow to play wide 
receiver and too small to play tight end. 
Some schools wanted him as a tight end. 
J.J. said no way. 

UCLA’s coaches liked him as an athlete 
and said they'd give Stokes a shot at split 
end. That’s about all it took. The Bruins 
beat out Ohio State (he didn’t like the 
weather) and Cal (“too many weirdos 
there,” he said) for his services. 

Said Donahue: “There was no question 
about his hands or his instincts.” 

Or his dedication. Since his arrival at 
UCLA, Stokes has exhibited a fierce devo- 
tion to self-improvement — in his speed, 
strength, endurance, patterns, you name it. 
Last summer he was out at Drake Stadium, 
UCLA's track facility, at 7 a.m. every day, 
doing speed drills. 

“His work ethic is extraordinary,” Don- 
ahue said. “He’s gifted and hard-working.

Stokes plans to do more work before 
this season. “My main objective,” he says, 
“is to get a half-step or full step faster.”

KEEPING THE FAITH 


Dunn Plays Homebody Routine Well

bout a half century ago, a wonderful 

old baseball pitcher named Satchel 

Paige warned athletes, “Avoid the 
social ramble.” 

Telling that to Warrick Dunn is like 
preaching to the choir. As a freshman tailback 
last year at Florida State, Dunn took being a 
homebody to a championship level. 

Of course, he had a champion of a role 
model in his senior roommate, Heisman Tro- 
phy winner Charlie Ward. 

Personality and football combined to keep 
Dunn with his own thoughts for most of his 
time away from the practice field and the class- 
room. The youngster from Baton Rouge is shy 
and quiet. 

“When I first got here, all I did was sleep,” 
Dunn said. “I didn’t have any relatives here in 
Florida. I didn’t know anybody, period. So I'd 
go out and do what I had to do during the day, 
and then come back and go to sleep. 

“T didn’t really talk until we got to practice 
time, and Ward just encouraged me. We went 
from there and just spent more time together.” 

At 5-9 and only 170 pounds, Dunn used 
much of his spare time to mend. 

“It’s pretty rough,” said Dunn, after his 
momentous rookie year in the backfield for 
the national champion Seminoles. “I’m sore 
all the time. I get in the whirlpool and rest. 
That’s what I want. Because of my size, one 
little hit can bruise me or injure me for the 
rest of the year. 

“T try to use my quickness to get me 
through. I just protect myself and don’t take 
hits head on.”

That allergy to contact served Dunn and 
the Seminoles well. Even though he had 
wanted to redshirt last season, he was just too 
good to incubate. 

Dunn led the Seminoles with 10 touch- 
downs. He was the team’s No. 2 rusher, even 
though he rushed only 93 times. He ran off 
511 yards, though, for a whopping 7.5 average 
per carry and four of his TDs. 

Dunn also was dangerous on pass routes, 
making 25 catches for 357 yards, a 14.3-yard 
average, and six TDs. 

The little freshman made big plays. His 
79-yard reception broke open the victory over 
archrival Florida, and his 63-yard run broke 
Wake Forest's back. 

For someone whose actions spoke so 
loudly on the field, Dunn was almost invisible 
off it. He and Ward could have starred in cam- 
pus social circles. Instead, they hunkered down 
in their room and shunned the limelight. 

“We just built up a really good friendship,” 
Dunn said. “It’s like we've been knowing each 
other all our lives.” 

It's unusual for a senior star to room with 
a freshman rookie. A mutual friend, Louisiana 
native Doug Williams, brought Dunn and Ward 
together. 

“He (Ward) met Doug in the airport one 
day,” Dunn said of the former pro quarterback, 
“Me and Doug were close buddies, They 
became closer, and Doug suggested to him 
that he watch out for me when I got there. So 
Charlie called me a couple of weeks later and 
wanted to know if I’d like to be his roommate.” 

Some rookies might attach themselves 
quickly to a celebrity roommate. Not War- 
rick Dunn. 

“When we came back to the room, I would 
just lay down and watch TV,” he said. “I didn’t 
go anywhere. I didn’t say nothing. But as time 
went on, we got closer and closer and became 
good friends. I guess I just started to open up.” 

Dunn was more contemplative than the 
average college kid for a tragic reason. His 
mother, a Baton Rouge policewoman, was 
gunned down on duty on Jan. 7, 1993. 

A single parent with six children, Betty 
Dunn was working overtime on night patrol to 
support her family. She was killed while dri- 
ving a supermarket manager to a bank to make 
a drive-through deposit. 

The Florida State sports information 
department said Dunn has quit talking pub- 
licly about the worst night of his young life. 

“That’s right,” he said softly. “I don’t.” 


She left him with a rock-solid foundation 
of values. And unlike many kids who leave 
home for the first time, his values got stronger. 

“I became more religious when I came 
here,” Dunn said. “I read more. Back home, of 
course, | went to church. But not as often. My 
mom taught me that you didn’t have to go to 
church to worship the Lord. 

“My mom, she always worked Sunday 
mornings. If she didn’t, we'd get up and go to 
church. Fine. Otherwise, we wouldn’t go. Of 
course, we're going Easter Sunday. But she 
would work more hours in the day than a hard- 
working person, a normal person. Normally 
she was very tired.” 

His mother was special. So is Ward. 

“Like everyone else knows, he's excep- 
tional,” Dunn said. “It’s an honor for me to be 
rooming with him. I’m trying to take advan- 
tage of it.” 

They are homebodies, and proud of it. 

“A great night is watching sports on TV 
and talking on the phone with our girlfriends,” 
Dunn said. “I think there’s a lot of people who 
wish they were like us, but I wouldn’t suggest 
that. That's like changing their lifestyles to 
conduct like ours, and they're not used to it. 

“They may not be comfortable with that, 
because people always talk about us: Do we 
stay in the house too much or lead boring 
lives? 

“We don’t do anything but stay in the 
house all the time. We go out occasionally to 
eat, but other than that, we just live the 
American boring life—what everyone else 
would call it. 

“But we think it’s lots of fun. A couple 
of guys make fun of us, but it doesn’t bother 
no one.” 

While relaxing in the room, Dunn doesn’t 
waste energy creating goals. 

“No, I just let things go, let things hap- 
pen,” he said. “Go with the flow. It’s not how 
many yards I get or how many catches. My 
thing is to stay healthy and just play. And if I 
play, I hope I do well.” 

Ward is moving on to the pros, but Dunn 
does not expect his quiet routine to change. 

“T’m rooming with a guy that we both 
hung around with and really got along with, 
Byron Capers,” Dunn said. “He played a lot as 
a true freshman last year on special teams. We 
all hung out together. It’s like he lived here 
with us, too. He’s always in our room, hang- 
ing out.” 

And so the laid-back tradition continues.

VETERAN DEFENSE TO CARRY RED RAIDERS IN “94

The most valu- 
able returnee from 
the most prolific 
offense in Texas Tech 
history can be found 
every day at practice, 

standing in the backfield, calling out com- 
mands that roll across the Jones Stadium 
landscape like a mighty rockslide. 

The guys on the team believe in him. 
He makes those around him better. 
Granted, he has never actually dashed 
downfield for a touchdown, zipped a com- 
pletion on a line, or even picked up a first 
down for the Red Raiders. Only in that 
regard did Tech assistant coach Dick 
Winder resemble the fresh-faced players 
who milled about him last spring. 

Thank goodness offensive coordinators 
never run out of eligibility. Hasn’t every- 
one else with recent ties to the Tech 
offense? Since Winder took over as offen- 
sive coordinator seven years ago, the 
Raiders have topped 300 points in a season 
six times. They scored 419 last season and 
averaged 475 yards per game. 

Winder has bridged eras from Billy Joe 
Tolliver and Tyrone Thurman, to Jamie 
Gill and James Gray, to Robert Hall and 
Lloyd Hill. 

But after last season, time came to 
build a new bridge. 

“It’s going to be difficult. There’s no 
question about that,” said Winder, whose 
unit lost 18 lettermen, including the 
Southwest Conference’s leading rusher, 
passer, and receiver. “We just lost so many 
people. In a couple of different areas, we 
just don’t have any experience whatsoever.” 

From a team that rebounded in 1993 
froma 1-5 start to a 6-6 finish and a John 
Hancock Bowl berth, the Raiders’ losses 
numbered six offensive linemen, four wide 
receivers, three fullbacks, and a tight end. 
Oh, if only that were the entire casualty 
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count. Gone, too, is Hall, the nimble quar- 
terback who owns 16 school records and 
finished second on the SWC career total 
offense chart behind Andre Ware. 

Hill left with the conference career 
receiving yardage record. He and fellow 
receivers Derrell Mitchell, Donald Mar- 
shall, and Tony Miller grabbed 137 passes a 
year ago for 2,003 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. All were seniors who helped Tech 
finish second or tied for second in the SWC 
standings the past three years. The capper 
came in February, when I-back Byron 
“Bam” Morris renounced his final year of 
eligibility to apply for the NFL draft. All he 
did was break Earl Campbell’s single-sea- 
son league rushing mark with 1,752 yards, 
score 22 touchdowns, and win the Doak 
Walker Award.

What to do — punt? Even Robert King, 
who wound up 12th nationally with a 42.7- 
yard average, graduated. 

“We've got a major rebuilding job,” 
said Spike Dykes, who is beginning his 
eighth full season as Tech head coach. “It’s 
highly rare to have as many lettermen lost 
on one side of the football as we lost on the 
offensive side. We've got to start totally 
from scratch.” 

Outside of senior tackle Jeff Wood, 
senior center Scott Fitzgerald, and senior 
tight end Scott Aylor, “everyone else will be 
completely new to the game of college 
football,” Dykes said, exaggerating only 
slightly. 

What that means is the Raiders must 
slow down opponents, something they 
learned to do after the middle of last season. 

During a five-game winning streak to 
close the regular season, Tech never 
allowed more than 24 points and doled 
out an average of 18. The Raiders inter- 
cepted 11 passes during the winning 
streak, boosting them to ninth nationally 
in turnover ratio. 

Now, the eight returning starters and 
17 other lettermen on that side of the ball 
know they must serve up more of the same. 

“We know that we are the key to win- 
ning ballgames,” senior cornerback Cat 
Adams said. “Coach Dykes knows that, and 
he’s let us know that.” 

“T think Coach Dykes is looking for a 
lot of leadership out of the defense and a 
lot of big plays out of the defense. Our 
offense is pretty young. He wants us to get 
the ball back to them as much as possible 
to give them more opportunities to 
score.” 

The first part of the equation entails 
settling on a quarterback, something Tech 
failed to accomplish by the end of spring 
practice. Left-handed sophomore Sone 
Cavazos and redshirt freshmen Tony Dar- 
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den and Zebbie Lethridge remained close 
to even, in fact. 

“Tt’s still up for grabs and probably will 
be through the first two or three games,” 
Winder said. “No more experience than 
they had, I kind of expected this is what we 
were going to end up with, especially with 
two of them being freshmen. We wouldn't 
hesitate, I think, to alternate quarterbacks 
for a while.” 

Cavazos, with an extra year in the pro- 
gram, has the experience edge. Lethridge 
may have the strongest arm. Darden per- 
haps carries the weight of highest expecta- 
tions from the fans. He broke Ty Detmer’s 
San Antonio schoolboy record with 45 
touchdown passes in a season. 

But he distinguished himself no more 
than his cohorts in the Red-Black spring 
game, completing four of 11 passes for 74 
yards. Lethridge was two of six for three 
yards. Cavazos was three of 19 for 47 yards 
and had two interceptions. Darden found 
one consolation in the spring. 

“Whenever one of us would do some- 
thing bad, they'd say the job is still wide 
open,” he said. “That would give you con- 
fidence the next day to go out and do 
your best.” 

The Raiders’ cast of running backs and 
receivers could look vastly different 
between now and the end of the season. 
Senior Jayson Lavender, redshirt junior Bo 
Adams, and sophomore Field Scovell, 
grandson of the late Cotton Bowl patriarch, 
formed the nucleus of the receiving corps 
in the spring. Of the three, Lavender had 
the only play to brag about a year ago, a 52- 
yard touchdown catch against Rice. 

The Raiders lack a wideout with the 
game-breaking skills Mitchell and Hill pro- 
vided. Depth is non-existent. 

“We've got to have some help there 
immediately from people coming in,” 
Winder said. “It’s a critical area because we 
just don’t have any depth at all. That hurts 
us because we like to go with three and 
four wide receivers a lot.” 

At fullback, LaShon Earnest and Todd 
Walker, both junior squadmen, replace 
blocking specialists Bruce Hill, Larry Starr, 
and Byron Myles. At I-back, senior Alton 
Crain and sophomore Matt DuBuc get first 
shot at replacing Morris. Crain picked up 
138 yards and a touchdown on 30 carries in 
1993, but never enjoyed extended playing 
time while Morris was assembling ten 100- 
yard games. Both Crain and DuBuc are 5-8. 

“Those guys are drastically different 
from Bam,” Dykes explained. “You've got 
to make some concessions for their lack 
of size.” 
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“You've got to be a little bit careful on 
pass blocking especially,” Winder said. 

The Raiders will address their offensive 
needs in part by inviting the five receivers 
and the seven running backs in their Feb- 
ruary recruiting class to help all they can 
immediately. Dykes has hinted that a good 
number of the newcomers will be all but 
force-fed playing time. 

Tech coaches and fans are particu- 
larly eager to get a look at Parade All- 
America tailback Byron 
Hanspard, who rushed for 
4,013 yards the past two sea- 
sons at DeSoto High School. 
Derrick Cherry from Fort 
Worth’s Dunbar and Joseph 
McCray from Houston’s Forest 
Brook are others who could 
provide a jolt to the running 
game. 

“A lot of guys are going to 
be playing next fall who were 
not here in the spring,” Dykes 
said. “That will be interesting,” 

The offensive line offers 
some stability. Left tackle Ben 
Kaufman and left guard Casey 
Jones are young, but also 6-5, 

270 pounds and agile. Line 
coach Ted Unbehagen loves 
their potential. Junior left guard 
Ed Hendrix has significant 
experience and Wood, the right 
tackle, started the last nine 
games a year ago. 

Fitzgerald will hold it all 
together at center. An under- 
sized (6-2, 260 pounds) senior, 
he has spent most of his career 
traversing a maze of physical 
problems. The Raiders never 
doubted his heart. 

“He’s quick, and he’s like a 


scrimmage, an unofficial bowl record, in 
Tech’s 41-10 loss to Oklahoma in the John 
Hancock Bowl. 

Since then, Dykes has called him 
Tech’s best linebacker since Brad Hastings, 
a three-time all-SWC performer from 
1984-86. 

“He’s got all the tools you look for ina 
middle linebacker,” Dykes said. “He was as 
good as there was in the conference, I 
thought, last year.”

bulldog, a snapping turtle,” 
Unbehagen said. “He bites and he’s not 
going to let go ‘til it thunders.” 

Tech is solid at tight end with Aylor 
and backups Jerod Fiebiger and Jeff 
Knowles. None get too involved in the 
passing game. 

Defensively, the Raiders return all 
the experience they are missing on 
offense. Rover Marcus Coleman missed 
spring practice because of academic defi- 
ciencies, but if he returns, which is 
expected, Tech will have back nine of its 
top ten tacklers. 

Banks, who made 108 stops, and junior 
middle linebacker Zach Thomas, who made 
a team-high 117, are the anchors. Thomas 
registered seven tackles behind the line of 


The outside linebackers in Tech’s 4-4 
alignment are 200-pound junior Anthony 
Armour and 186-pound sophomore 
Robert Johnson. Coleman will immedi- 
ately vie with Johnson for playing time 
once he gets back. Coleman contributed 
80 tackles, four sacks, eight pass 
breakups, and a 56-yard interception 
return touchdown against Texas that 
served as a fulcrum for Tech’s turnaround 
season. Armour had 91 tackles last season, 
but senior Dee Foster overtook him on 
the depth chart when Armour injured his 
left knee in spring drills. Armour under- 
went surgery April 12 to repair ligament 
and cartilage damage, but is expected back 
in time for the season opener.

Tech must replace end Shawn Jackson, 
but otherwise the Raiders possess as much 
depth as they've had in years in the defen- 
sive line. Senior left end Damon Wickware 
had a team-high five sacks last season, for 
example, and then lost his starting job to 
converted linebacker Jabbar Thomas in the 
spring. The rest of an all-senior front four 
has Byron Wright succeeding Jackson at 
right end, massive Stephen Gaines (6-3, 
310) at defensive tackle, and Tyrone Brooks 
at nose tackle. 

But ends William Ritter and Tony 
Daniels, and nose tackle Chris Ori will play 
a lot. The Raiders have seven seniors in the 
defensive line. 

The secondary returns all three 
starters with Adams and Shawn Hurd at 
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cornerback, and heavy-hitting Dewayne 
Bryant at free safety. Bryant made 89 tack- 
les a year ago, and Adams contributed four 
interceptions. 

Non-conference opponents Nebraska 
and Georgia strafed Tech for 50 and 52 
points last September. But by the end of 
the regular season, the Raiders had pushed 
their average yield below 400 yards per 
game to 397.4. They wound up in the top 
half of the SWC in rushing defense, passing 
defense, and total defense. 

“T felt like our defense got better each 
week last season,” Dykes said. “The last five 
or six weeks, they really did play good foot- 
ball. They’re going to have to keep it up. 

“They're going to have to carry the 
ball a long time until our offense gets 


some experience. It’s going to be real 
shaky early.” 

For the first time in a long time, Tech 
will enter a season as concerned about how 
it will score points as its formula for pre- 
venting them. 

The Raiders do welcome back one 
proven point producer — senior kicker Jon 
Davis has converted 26 of 34 field goal tries 
the past two years. But with all due respect 
to Davis, Tech backers would be more 
heartened to hear names like Hall, Hill, and 
Morris just one more time. 

“Those guys all had to start some- 
where, too,” Winder reasoned. “Hopefully, 
we've got somebody waiting in the wings 
that'll step out. But it’s going to take a 
while. It took them a while.”

Nn response to a poll of season ticket holders, athletic direc- 

tor Bob Bockrath made kickoff time 1 p.m. for four Texas 

Tech home games this season, and 2 p.m. for the Sept. 24 
homecoming contest against Southern Methodist. Tech cus- 
tomarily had scheduled home games at night through Sep- 
tember and into mid-October. Bockrath said poll respondents 
favored afternoon games by a 2-to-1 margin. 

Position changes made during the spring included the 
move of senior Jabbar Thomas from inside linebacker to 
defensive end, sophomore Robert Anderson from free safety 
to strong side linebacker, and sophomore Metrick McHenry 
from cornerback to free safety. Thomas supplanted returning 
starter Damon Wickware at left end, and McHenry looked 
solid as a second-teamer. 

“The last half of spring training, he (McHenry) really 
did well," head coach Spike Dykes said. “He got a lot of peo- 
ple’s attention.” 

Dykes also praised sophomore weak side linebacker 
Jerome Lang, whose practice time increased because 
starter Shawn Banks missed several workouts with a 
strained hamstring. 

Junior middle linebacker Zach Thomas won the J.T. 
King Award, which recognizes Tech's most improved player 
in the spring. 

Junior wide receiver Byron Baker missed the spring 
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as an academic casualty, and is questionable to return in the 
fall. Baker's 18 catches for 284 yards last season would be 
tops among returning Red Raiders. 

Tight end starter Scott Aylor sat out spring drills while 
recovering from off-season knee surgery, and strong side 
linebacker Anthony Armour underwent knee surgery April 12 
for an injury suffered in spring ball. Both are expected to be 
healthy by the start of the season. 

Junior Brad Cade averaged a shade below 45 yards 
on five punts in the Red-Black spring game. Cade is the 
apparent successor to the graduated Robert King, who aver- 
aged better than 42 yards per punt the past two seasons. 
Assistant coach Ivy Williams resigned a week after spring 
practice ended to join the staff at Alabama, where he will 
coach running backs.

CLEMENTS IS COUGARS’ MAIN MAN AT QB

There must be an 
easier way for a 
young quarterback to 
break into college 
football than making 
your first start before 
over 100,000 fans at Michigan. 

Chuck Clements, the future of Univer- 
sity of Houston football, took the field to 
face the Wolverines last year as a redshirt 
freshman, subbing for the injured Jimmy 
Klingler. 

Houston’s first possession began at its 
own 2-yard line, at the end of the stadium 
near the Michigan student body. Time to 
grow up or throw up. The young quarter- 
back survived, and even thrived. “I 
shouldn't be as nervous this year,” said 
Clements. 

The Cougars failed to make a first 
down on that opening series against Michi- 
gan. But the next time they had the ball, 
Clements moved them 77 yards. By the end 
of the day, a 42-21 Michigan victory, 
Clements had completed 25 of 40 passes 
for 276 yards and two touchdowns. 

“That’s one of the greatest experiences 
I've had,” said Clements. “That game will 
stick in my memory for life. Every play.” 

After four years of mostly Klinglers at 
quarterback, first David and then Jimmy, 
who left a year early for the NFL draft, the 
ball belongs to Clements. “He’s the quar- 
terback until somebody takes the job 
away,” said head coach Kim Helton. 

Klingler was injured often enough last 
year that Clements started three games and 
threw 239 passes for the season, nine more 
than Klingler. He completed 51.9 percent 
for four touchdowns with 10 interceptions. 

Those numbers may sound paltry by 
Run-and-Shoot standards, but Houston is 
no longer the hotbed of the Run-and- 
Shoot. The Cougars made a slow — and 
painful — transition to a pro-set last year 
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under Helton, who replaced John Jenkins 
as coach in May, 1993, after spring practice. 

The worst numbers of all were those 
that formed Houston’s record: 1-9-1. “It 
was more than the transition,” said Helton. 
“Jimmy being hurt and trying to play hurt 
didn’t help.” 

Sherman Smith, who led the nation in 
receiving in 1992, struggled with injuries 
all year. He went from 103 catches in 92 to 
27 last year. 

The most critical injury of all occurred 
to tailback Lamar Smith in the fifth game 
at Texas AGM. The versatile Smith, who 
was leading the team in rushing and 
receiving at the time, suffered a shoulder 
injury that ended his season and Houston’s 
hopes for respectability. 

“Lamar wasn’t the best runner, he was 
THE runner,” said Helton. That left full- 
back TiAndre Sanders, the best blocking 
back on the team, to become the primary 
running threat. Blocking for yourself is 
extremely difficult.

Helton was dismayed to find running 
backs in short supply at Houston. But 
with the Run-and-Shoot, only one played 
at a time. 

The season collapsed in the final 
three games, embarrassing losses to 
Cincinnati at home (41-17), to Texas 
Tech in San Antonio (58-7), and to 
nearby Rice (37-7). 

“How long does it take to become a 
real good football team?” asked Helton. 
“Our first step is to be a competitive foot- 
ball team. Five or six times last year we 
weren't able to compete.” 

Clements, recruited from Huntsville to 
play in the Run-and-Shoot, said he didn’t 
miss the all-out passing offense. 

“T don’t miss the Run-and-Shoot roll, 
being up so close to the line of scrim- 
mage,” he said. “I like the new offense. I 
like it because of the protection. One run- 
ning back in the Run-and-Shoot can’t 
block two guys. Now we’ve got maximum 
protection with two running backs and a 
tight end.” The Klinglers can probably 
appreciate that. David passed the Cougars 
toa 10-1 record in 1991 as a junior, then, 
after his offensive line left, took a terrible 
beating as a senior in a 4-7 season. 

Jimmy was injured in the second game 
of the season last year, against Tulsa, giv- 
ing Clements a chance to play. 

“You expect to play, but you don’t 
expect to play a major role,” Clements said 
of last season. 

Senior Clay Helton, Kim’s son, goes 
into the fall as the No. 2 quarterback, but 
he threw only four passes last year and 
couldn't throw in the spring because of a 
separated shoulder. 

Kim Helton tried to incorporate a 
tight end into the offense. The problem 
last year was there wasn’t a tight end in 
the program. There hadn't been one since 
Jack Pardee arrived for the 1987 season 
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and brought Jenkins and the Run-and- 
Shoot with him. 

Senior Charles Spencer (6-2, 205), a 
former minor league baseball player, lined 
up there occasionally last year, but the 
Cougars were able to complete only one 
pass to him all season. 

Chris Herold (6-2, 230), a junior col- 
lege recruit, and Jason Halstead (6-3, 234) 
will provide competition there for Spencer. 

Helton hopes he recruited some help 
at running back from the junior colleges. 
Two players who enrolled in the spring are 
fullback Bryant Henderson (5-11, 210) and 
tailback Jermaine Williams (6-1, 202). Both 
figure to play. The Cougars lost their top 
three rushers from last year. The only 
experience at the position belongs to senior 
fullback Tommy Guy, a short yardage spe- 
cialist last fall, and junior tailback 
Lawrence McPherson, who carried 18 
times in 1993, 

Switching from the four wide receivers 
employed in the Run-and-Shoot to two 
should provide plenty of depth for Houston. 

Senior Ron Peters, who caught 35 
passes for 448 yards last year, returns on 
one side. Senior Daniel Adams, who caught 
16 last year, could start on the other side. 

Senior Julian Pitre, a former walk-on, 
sophomore Joey Mouton, sophomore 
Damion Johnson, and junior Kenton 
Williams could all contribute there. 

“I feel extremely good about our offen- 
sive line,” Helton said before spring prac- 
tice began. Then Marcus Vidrine, who 
started last fall at center as a true fresh- 
man, decided to give up football. 

The Cougars still have the makings a 
good line. 

There are few better anywhere than left 
tackle Jimmy Herndon (6-8, 280), a junior 
and two-year starter. 

“He’s good enough to make all-con- 
ference, whatever conference we’re in,” 
said Helton. “He’s good enough to make 
All-American. He’s good enough to play 
pro football.” 

Helton should know. He coached the 
offensive line for 10 years in the NFL. 

The other tackle, senior Billy Milner 
(6-8, 295), isn’t bad either, Milner made 
the transition from junior college to Divi- 
sion I smoothly last year. 

Sophomore David Roberts (6-4, 270) 
started several games at left guard last 
year after starter Kenny Robbins suffered 
a knee injury. Robbins has one year of eli- 
gibility remaining, but his knees won't 
allow him to play. 

Helton originally planned to move 
Vidrine from center to right guard. Instead, 
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he borrowed Steven Williams (6-1, 282) 
from the defensive line for the position. 
Sophomore Mike Fuller (6-3, 232) will 
compete for the center job with senior Jack 
Hansen (6-1, 266). 

The line should be automatically better 
after spending a year of run blocking com- 
pared with the old Run-and-Shoot days. 

“T hadn’t run blocked in a long time,” 
said Herndon. “I’m still trying 
to learn.” 

Senior Mark Gray, who 
played center in junior college, 
is working at tackle along with 
junior Truett Akin, who started 
three games last year at guard. 
Redshirt freshman Josh Hardee, 
recruited as a tight end, is prac- 
ticing at guard, 

The defense should be bet- 
ter on the line and better in the 
secondary, but the linebackers 
are a huge question mark. All 
three starters from last year 
departed and their backups 
played very little. 

Considering the Cougars 
gave up over 35 points a game 
last year and held only one 
team, Baylor, under 28, the 
defense almost has to be better 
regardless of the linebackers, 

Junior Chris Jones (6-3, 
225), a JC transfer, was expected 
to start last season at outside 
linebacker before being ruled 
academically ineligible. He is 
getting a second chance this 
year, but without a down of Divi- 
sion | experience. Junior George 
Pratt (6-1, 221) is a reserve. 

Senior Demond James (6-0, 
224), who played enough to 
make only eight tackles last sea- 
son, gets the call in the middle, 


ready to start at the other tackle after 
receiving ample playing time last year. 

The other end is sophomore Otis Grant 
(6-6, 255), who may be a year away from 
being a real good one. If he can develop 
into a good rusher, this a pretty fair unit. 

Harrison and Grant are the only 
returning players that recorded sacks last 
season. They made one each. The Cougars

“Those are three guys that are going to 
have to play,” Helton said of Jones, James, 
and Davis. 

The line lost inspirational leader Steve 
Dixon at tackle, but should be all right, 
even if still on the small side. Senior Eric 
Harrison (6-0, 276) started all last year at 
tackle and junior Marlon Foots (6-0, 254) 
at end. Senior Mike Meux (6-1, 274) is

SPRING UPDATE 


oach Kim Helton found a punter in the spring, but 
the ground game he wants to establish has a 
long, long way to go. 

Jason Stoft, the transfer from Auburn who kicked 
off last year, won the vacant punting job with a marvelous 
performance in the spring. He averaged 45.7 yards on 12 
punts in the spring game. 

With his corps of running backs almost completely 
depleted, Helton brought in two JCs to compete for starting 
jobs. But fullback Bryant Henderson underwent major knee 
surgery at the end of March, and it is questionable whether 
he can play in the fall. Tailback Jermaine Williams sat out 
the spring game because of a sprained ankle. 

That left Tommy Guy as the starter at fullback and 
Lawrence McPherson at tailback entering the fall. McPher- 
son led the backs in the spring game with a modest 51 
yards in 17 carries. Guy gained 31 yards on 12 carries. 

One note of encouragement for the offense was 
the successful switch defensive lineman Steven Williams 
made to offensive guard. 

Chuck Clements quarterbacked the team without 
opposition, with backup Clay Helton limited while recover- 
ing from shoulder surgery last fall. He participated in 
drills, but couldn't throw much. 

The Cougars will depend on a couple more JC 
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players who will arrive in the fall, plus plenty of freshmen 
to play regularly. 

“At least I've got some idea what we can't do,” said 
Helton, who wasn't hired until after spring practice in 
1993. “We're still growing. Are we a finished product? | 
don't think so. 

“The big thing for us is not to get anybody hurt, 
because we don’t have any depth. The depth we do have 
will be freshmen. 

“A lot depends on injuries, if our kicking game gets 
better, and if we improve the passing game.” 

The defense outplayed the offense much of the 
day in the spring game, and Helton said his defensive 
line showed improvement throughout the spring, led by 
tackles Eric Harrison and Mike Meux.

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HORNED FROGS 


THIS COULD BE THE YEAR For TCU

a The spring of 
1994 was one of the 

fH {| | loudest in recent 
memory at the TCU 

athletic complex. 

Behind the south end zone of Amon G. 
Carter Stadium, hammers, drills, and saws 
pierced the air. On a nearby practice field, 
plastic violently smacked together while 
voices yelled instructions. 

Both were the sounds of construction. 

The hammering is for a new $2 million 
weight room and physical rehabilitation 
center. The plastic clashing is for the build- 
ing of a football team. 

The weightroom project is expected to 
be completed before the start of the season. 
The football project may be completed in 
November if TCU gets through a tough 
early season schedule. 

Both projects are long overdue, but 
TCU fans and players would love for the 
football team to reach its goal of playing 
in a bowl. TCU made its last bowl appear- 
ance in 1984 when it finished second in 
the SWC and reached the Bluebonnet 
Bowl. 

No doubt the Horned Frogs have the 
manpower. TCU returns 18 starters from 
last year, including the entire offensive line 
and linebacker units. And TCU will have a 
full complement of scholarships for the 
first time since Pat Sullivan took over the 
team in 1992. 

“This is the first year we have a few 
fifth-year seniors and some depth,” All- 
Southwest conference defensive tackle 
Royal West said. “Those two factors right 
there make it look good. It’s to the point 
where we have enough talent where we 
expect to win and get to a bowl. We want to 
be at a point where beating Texas or Baylor 
isn’t an upset anymore.” 

The Horned Frogs have teased their 
fans with bowl talk in the past. The latest 
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was last season when TCU was 4-4 entering 
November, only to lose its last three games 
by a combined score of 132-27. 

TCU showed its talent and its immatu- 
rity in a two-month span last season. The 
Horned Frogs won three straight in Octo- 
ber, including a stunning 38-13 victory in 
Baylor’s homecoming game. But the 
November nose dive ended any bowl hopes. 

Sullivan acknowledges this could be 
the year the Horned Frogs construct a win- 
ner, but he is cautiously optimistic. TCU 
has shown steady improvement, although 
it has not climbed over .500 since 1991. 
The Horned Frogs doubled their 1992 vic- 
tory total with four wins last season. 

This may be the best time for TCU to 
make a move in the Southwest Confer- 
ence. TCU was one of four SWC teams not 
invited to join the expanded Big Eight. 
The Horned Frogs play Texas, Baylor, and 
Texas Tech, three of the four invited 
schools, at home. Texas AGM, the other 
school moving to the Big Eight, is ineligi-

ble to participate in a bowl game because 
of NCAA sanctions. 

“T think we’re still a very young foot- 
ball team,” Sullivan said. “We have a lot 
of people coming back and | think we’ll 
be a much improved team, but a lot of 
those people coming back only started for 
the first time last season. If we can win a 
couple of games early we have a chance to 
be okay.” 

If the Horned Frogs are in position to 
talk about a bow! in November, it will 
mean they got through a tough early 
schedule in good shape. TCU opens the sea- 
son against North Carolina, which went to 
a bowl last season. The Horned Frogs fol- 
low that with an improved New Mexico, 
Kansas, Texas, and Baylor on consecutive 
weekends. 

“That's how you get better,” Sullivan 
said. “We're going to know how good this 
team is very early. We’re going to have to 
grow up pretty quick.” 

TCU quarterback Max Knake was 
forced to grow up last season as a starter, 
anda year later he has gained valuable 
experience that could help TCU be a con- 
tender in the SWC. 

Statistically, Knake had one of the best 
seasons ever for a TCU quarterback. He 
broke every TCU single-season passing 
record, except for touchdown passes. 

But for all of his passing marks, Knake 
wasn't able to throw more touchdowns 
(12) than interceptions (14). Also, the 
Horned Frogs did not throw deep very 
often and opponents were often successful 
keeping the ball in front of it. TCU’s lead- 
ing receiver was fullback John Oglesby and 
tight end Brian Collins. 

Knake has spent the spring strength- 
ening his arm, and that added arm strength 
can help the Horned Frogs take advantage 
of speedy receivers like track All-American 
Jimmy Oliver and John Washington. 
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Sullivan said Knake is his man going 
into the season. Knake didn’t have much 
competition in the spring. Sophomore 
Chance McCarty, who is TCU’s best athlete 
at that position, had knee surgery and did 
not participate in spring workouts. 

“Max should have a better year,” Sulli- 
van said. “He made some youthful mis- 
takes. But I think there is no question he 
has improved arm strength. I’ve 
seen him make some throws he 
didn’t make the last few years. 

“Really Max should be a red- 
shirt sophomore. But he was the 
guy we had and he had to take 
some hard knocks. Most often, 
you get productive quarterbacks 
when they are fourth- and fifth- 
year guys.” 

TCU was at its best when its 
running game was dominant. 
The running back position isn’t 
very deep, but the Horned Frogs 
have proven talent at tailback. 
Andre Davis was a pleasant sur- 
prise last season after Derrick 
Cullors missed most of the sea- 
son with a broken lower leg. 
Davis rushed for 867 yards, the 
seventh best single-season per- 
formance in school history, and 
was a key factor in TCU’s four 
victories. 

Davis rushed for 100 yards 
in each of TCU’s victories. Davis 
blossomed with 167 yards rush- 
ing and four touchdowns in a 
35- 34 victory over New Mexico. 
He ended the season with 138 
yards rushing against SWC 
champion Texas A&M. It was the 
most yards gained by a back 
against the Aggies in 33 games. 

Cullors, who did not see 
contact in the spring, is expected 
to be ready to play in the fall. 
Cullors was projected as the 
starting tailback last season after 
rushing for 446 yards in 1992. 
Cullors also showed his value as a return 
man, taking a kickoff back 97 yards for a 
touchdown against SMU. 

Fullback is a concern because of its 
youth. The Horned Frogs lose their leading 
receiver, Oglesby, who also rushed for 360 
yards. Koi Woods, who played as a fresh- 
man last season, is the top candidate to 
take the starting role. 

This time last year, Sullivan was moan- 
ing about his depth at tight end. Entering 
the 1994 season, Sullivan is raving about 
the position. Collins earned All-SWC as a 
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sophomore and Ryan Tucker lived up to his 
billing as the top tight end prospect in the 
state as a freshman. Collins averaged 12.1 
yards a reception and Tucker started five 
games, 

The biggest weakness on offense may 
be at wide receiver. Washington was the 
only receiver that played last year to partic- 
ipate in spring. Oliver played some last

Frogs line, which returns intact, allowed 
only nine sacks all season. That was the 
fewest sacks allowed by any SWC team in 
the past five seasons. 

The line’s experience can be the dif- 
ference between a slow start and a quick 
start. Tackle Barret Robbins has All-SWC 
quality and guard Bart Epperson is an 
anchor inside. Center Kevin Brower, 
tackle Boyd Milby, and guard 
Chuck Wills fills out the 
remaining starting line. 

“With the line coming back 
it makes me feel real comfort- 
able with everything going on,” 
Knake said. “The depth helps a 
lot. I’m not worried if somebody 
gets hurt because we don’t have 
a key offensive lineman. They 
are more of a team.” 

About the only new wrin- 
kle in TCU’s defense is new 
defensive coordinator Pat Sul- 
livan. The Horned Frogs 
should play the same style of 
defense, although Sullivan 
would like to see them become 
more opportunistic. 

TCU forced only 17 
turnovers last season, a number 
that would have to improve for 
TCU to improve its bowl hopes. 
Sullivan said he wants to 
increase big play chances with- 
out gambling on defense. 

The player TCU is looking to 
for leadership is West, who had 
nine sacks and 36 quarterback 
pressures. He dominated the 
Baylor and Houston games with 
a combined 20 tackles and four 
sacks. West should have addi- 
tional help inside with a more 
mature Fred Johnson and Brian 
Brooks playing there. 

The outside pressure should 
come from Chris Piland and 
senior Vincent Pryor, who had 


year, but he spent the spring running 
track.

‘Tm a little concerned at this stage,” 
Sullivan said in the spring. “We’ve got 
some guys with talent and we signed a cou- 
ple of freshmen that can help us.

If TCU’s receivers need a little extra 
time to get open, the Horned Frogs offen- 
sive line proved it could provide an extra 
second or two last season. The Horned

TCU coaches tinkered with Jones at the 
beginning of the season, moving him from 
outside linebacker to strong safety because 
the coaches thought opposing linemen 
would move Jones out of the play too eas- 
ily. The experiment lasted for half the sea- 
son, when the coaches moved him back. 

With the linebackers returning, the 
Horned Frogs may have one of the most 
experienced front sevens in the SWC. 

“Right now we have good numbers,” 
Anderson said. “You're playing next to a 
guy and you know he can trust you and he 
is serious about what he is doing. We’re 
not just getting comfortable with our 
positions. We're getting comfortable with 
everybody because we all have to depend 
on each other.”

SPRING UPDATE 


CU has a new defensive coordinator in Pat 
Henderson and will have a new defensive look 
this year. 

Henderson, who joined TCU from Purdue, has 
switched the Horned Frogs’ defense from a multiple 
look to mostly zone. The move is designed to create 
more opportunities for turnovers. TCU's secondary 
had five of the team’s seven interceptions last season. 
In 1992, former safety Greg Evans had seven picks to 
lead the Southwest Conference. 

“There are other positions that can win games, 
but nobody can lose a game faster than a defensive 
back,” Henderson said. “What makes it worse is 
everybody knows that. I'll be disappointed if we're not 
near the top of the conference in interceptions. Our 
scheme allows for more tipped passes.” 

Henderson is one of three new assistant football 
coaches. The others are running backs coach Bud 
Casey and receivers coach Tommie Robinson. 

TCU has launched an aggressive marketing 
campaign to improve football attendance this season. 
The Horned Frogs have averaged 26,000 at Amon G. 
Carter Stadium the last two seasons. A committee of 
more than 100 business and civic leaders are charged 
with finding ways to improve attendance and making 
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games more fun. TCU unveiled four new ticket plans 
for savings of $14 to $170. The goal is to increase 
attendance to at least 35,000. 

TCU backup quarterback Scott McLeod will be 
out for the season after undergoing reconstructive 
surgery for a torn anterior cruciate ligament. 

The biggest move during the spring was shifting 
redshirt freshman Chris Jeffery back to running back. 
He moved to linebacker last fall. 

One of the most interesting walk-ons was Leon 
Reed, who is trying out for the team at the age of 25. 
Reed served in the Marine corps and was stationed in 
Lagos, Nigeria, and Barbados. He attended Western 
Hills High School in Fort Worth.

Green, from Miami Southridge, was leaning toward Talla- 
hassee before the ’93 season even started.

figure recruits grow on trees with so 
many great signees walking the 

grounds. The trenches were sparsely filled 
(some real near misses here), but offensive line- 

man Noah Parker was the best in Florida, and Georgia defensive 
lineman Juaquin Feazell, at 250 pounds, can run a 4.8. The 
Wolverine ’93 defensive line class was the best in the country, 
and in 94, Gary Moeller signed the best linebackers in the land. 
This big need was filled with Battle Creek’s Tim Laws and 
Rasheed Simmons from Edison, NJ, just to name two of six. The 
Wolverines also signed three promising tight ends (most schools 
are lucky to sign one), an All-American quarterback in Indiana’s 
Scott Dreisbach, and two place-kickers, Kraig Baker and Jay 
Feely.

Denver Mullen’s Ryan Clement 
and Californian Scott Covington could both 
generate even more quarterback controversy for Den- 
nis Erickson soon, Florida athletes like wide receiver Omar Rolle 
and defensive back Nate Brooks are the type that all the elite pro- 
grams covet. It’s hard to count losing Lamont Green too heavily 
against the Hurricanes, who proved they can lose athletes at home 
and still do well. In fact, 10 of Miami’s 15 signees are from out-of- 
state. The Dennis Erickson-to-the-NFL rumors never hurt the 
club. This superior class was signed out of just 34 official visits. 


he Tide signed a fantastic offensive 

backfield, both at quarterback (Annis- 

ton’s John Phillips) and running back. 
Alabama also got superior speed and range on 
defense. Mississippi linebacker Dwayne Rudd 
is about as athletic as they come. Nashville 
defensive back Michael Coleman should give 
this program as many bonus points as Robert Hammond did FSU. 
Coleman will be drafted high for baseball, which is always a lurk- 
ing concern.

They gambled for 
Archie’s kid, Peyton Manning, which is 
what you do when you recruit quarterback 
talent to Gainesville. Manning went to Ten- 
nessee, but don’t worry about the Gators. Belle Glade running 
back Fred Taylor is as good as they come and he averaged 10.3 
yards per carry to prove it. In-state All-American wide receivers 
Jamie Richardson and Reidel Anthony (seven punt and kickoff 
returns for TDs) will be attractive to next year’s quarterback 
prospects. The Gators landed 6-5, 230-pound defensive lineman 
Mike Jackson from Wrightsville, GA., the alma mater of Herschel 
Walker.

Hoitz AGAIN Plays IT Coy

On a clear day in 
South Bend, Lou Holtz 


3 still can spot a rain 


(S cloud on the horizon. 
THE FIGHTING If he were a wine 
RISH connoisseur, he may 
think the finest vintage 
tastes tart on his tongue. 

If he were a groundskeeper, he may 
accuse Augusta National of growing too 
much crabgrass. 

Some observers call Holtz a grumpy 
old man. 

Others call him a perfectionist. 

Regardless of what people call him, 
Holtz remains one of the hardest coaches 
in college football to please, whether the 
cupboard of talent at Notre Dame is barren 
or bountiful. 

In eight seasons as boss of the Irish, 
Holtz often has predicted gloom and doom 
and ended up with glory and praise. To 
Holtz, each fall Navy looks unsinkable; 
Purdue looks unbeatable; and foes like 
Florida State are taboo topics. 

Before last season, for instance, the 56- 
year-old Holtz repeatedly joked that he had 
players who didn’t know if they could play 
for the Irish, but thought they could. 

His audiences laughed, as they often 
do. But Holtz again proved to be a better 
comic than a prophet. 

All those inexperienced, overconfident 
athletes did was nudge Notre Dame within 
41 yards — the distance of David Gordon’s 
last-second field goal Nov. 20 that gave 
Boston College a 41-39 victory in South 
Bend — of a national title. 

Guys like quarterback Kevin McDou- 
gal, offensive tackle Todd Norman, defen- 
sive tackle Jim Flanigan, and linebacker 
Peter Bercich emerged. Guys who 
grabbed hold of their potential before 
grabbing their diplomas. Guys whom, 
before last season, Holtz had counted on 
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as often as he had counted on the shot- 
gun offense. 

Guys carrying a football resume as reg- 
ular as the ones carried by several of this 
fall’s Fighting Irish starters. 

“We can’t assume that some of these 
players we are going to have to play this 
season are going to be good, solid perform- 
ers,” Holtz said during practice last spring. 
“And I guess we can’t assume they won't be 
good. But it’s different this year. You can’t 
take anything for granted. We'll have to see 
how the pieces fit.” 

Like past puzzles, he predictably can’t 
see them fitting together to form a con- 
tender for the national championship. 
Holtz felt lonely as he scanned the prac- 
tice field last spring. Bryant Young wasn’t 
chasing quarterbacks. Jeff Burris wasn’t 
deflecting down-and-outs. Lake Dawson

wasn’t making one-handed catches. Kevin 
Pendergast wasn’t kicking field goals. And 
Aaron Taylor and Tim Ruddy were 
nowhere to be found. 

“T have real concerns with our leader- 
ship,” Holtz said. “We just don’t have 
enough of it.” 

The position group where Holtz usu- 
ally finds his leaders spent the spring try- 
ing to establish a unit consistency more 
than a team identity. The Notre Dame 
offensive line, a chassis that has powered 
Notre Dame to seven straight New Year’s 
Day bowl games, must replace some of its 
most efficient parts ever. Taylor, Ruddy, 
and Norman will now make grunts and 
cause groans on Sundays. The trio left 
behind holes bigger than the ones they cre- 
ated for running backs. 

The most experienced lineman of the 
bunch — senior left guard Mark Zataveski 
— nearly lost his job last spring to 
untested junior Dusty Zeigler and eventu- 
ally may lose it this fall. Two other pro- 
jected starters — senior right tackle Ryan 
Leahy and junior right guard Jeremy Akers 
— never have played an entire season with- 
out injury. Center Will Lyell never hiked 
the ball before last April. And starting left 
tackle Mike Doughty’s next game action 
will be his first. 

“We just don’t have that established 
two-year starter who has played and won,” 
Holtz said. “This is one of the few times we 
have not had an experienced center here. I 
have some big concerns.” 

And some small expectations. 

“T think by 96,” Holtz quipped, “we'll 
be real solid.” 

By that time, his quarterback may be 
real famous.

already recognize the name Ron Powlus, 
and recall that the 6-2, 218-pounder left 
Berwick (Pa.) High in 1993 considered 
one of the best quarterbacks in Pennsylva- 
nia’s proud prep football history. He chose 
Notre Dame, and had it not been for a 
freak practice accident last 
August when he broke his 
right clavicle, it would have 
been Powlus, and not McDou- 
gal, who took the season’s 
first snap. 

But he didn’t, and the 
phenom with the powerful 
and precise right arm instead 
learned patience. Powlus re- 
broke the same bone ina 
comeback attempt late last 
fall, shelving him for the sea- 
son and sparking doubts 
about his durability. 

But nobody from South 
Bend to Miami to Los Angeles 
doubts his ability. If they do, 
Holtz bets they won’t after a 
few fall Saturdays. 

“He is not your average 
run-of-the-mill quarterback,” 
said Holtz, who will begin his 
25th season as a head coach 
this fall. “That sucker must be 
able to see through people. He 
sees things that I don’t see.” 

Powlus saw his receivers 
a little easier last spring than 
he will this fall because no 
Notre Dame pass rusher was 
allowed to hit him in prac- 
tice. Holtz, concerned about 
the player around whom he 
will build his offense, deemed 


refusal on every play called, quality targets 
return for Powlus if the Irish decide to 
loosen up defenses with an occasional pass. 
Junior Derrick Mayes, a big-game 
receiver, enjoyed his finest spring. He and 
Powlus possess the potential to be one of

anyone forget Lee Becton, perhaps the one 
runner in the country who does the most 
with the least. 

Becton gained 1,044 yards in 1993 
and each one seemed to hurt. The pro- 
gram lists Becton as weighing 191 
pounds, but shirtless he looks 
more like someone who would 
deliver a forehand rather than 
a forearm. Yet in the same way 
Becton overcame childhood 
asthma and allergies, he has 
overcome his lack of speed and 
strength with style and savvy. 

“Lee Becton is the slowest 
big-play runner I’ve ever seen,” 
Holtz likes to say about the ’93 
Doak Walker Finalist. 

Whether Holtz needs to eat 
the clock or electrify his 
offense, Becton will be the first 
running back asked. 

How reliant Notre Dame 
becomes on the ground game 
again depends on its defense. 
History has repeated itself often 
in the last few seasons in South 
Bend: The ultimate fate of the 
Irish has been decided by how 
many points they surrender. 
What possibly may have gone 
down in the blue-and-gold 
annals as one of the most excit- 
ing defensive seasons Touch- 
down Jesus had ever witnessed 
was forever tainted last Nov. 20. 

More than Gordon’s field 
goal, more than the last- 
minute drive engineered so 
skillfully by Boston College, the 
effortless manner in which the 


Powlus off-limits. The sopho- 

more ran the first-team offense, wore a 
bright yellow No. 3 jersey and made the 
Irish secondary red-faced with his passes. 
If Powlus is gun-shy from last season’s 
injuries, opposing coaches may wish 
their quarterbacks would be so bashful. 

“There’s no reason to think I won't be 
100 percent,” Powlus said. “I’ve heard all 
those same questions. I don’t worry about 
them. There’s nothing I can do about 
them. I’m just the same person I was 
before I got hurt. That’s the only way I 
know how to act and the only way I know 
how to play football.” 

The combination of Powlus and new 
offensive coordinator Dave Roberts, former 
head coach at pass-oriented Northeast 
Louisiana, suggests Notre Dame may 
revamp its passing game. And though 
handoff-happy Holtz maintains the right of 
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the country’s most dangerous connections. 
Speedster Michael Miller should divert 
opposing secondaries’ attention enough to 
free Mayes. Miller, one of Notre Dame’s 
fastest players, never has been able to catch 
up to the immense expectations held for 
him since he came to South Bend as the 
nation’s No. 1 recruit four seasons ago. He 
gives the Irish the deep threat to comple- 
ment Mayes. 

If either weapon becomes injured, or if 
Powlus goes down again, the offense 
becomes predictable, but remains potent. 

Facing a short-yardage dilemma? Full- 
backs Ray Zellars and Marc Edwards trip 
and fall forward three yards. Trying to get 
outside? Toss it to Randy Kinder and watch 
him turn on the speed that made him an 
All-American sprinter during the indoor 
track season. Looking for ball control? Lest 


Eagles pecked away for yardage 
and poured on 41 points at Notre Dame 
Stadium on the last week of the season 
against a unit defending the No. 1 ranking 
in the country inscribed an indelible scar. 

“I may never get over that (loss),” 
Holtz said last spring, “but it’s over.” 

The Irish have tried hard to sweep any 
memories under the Astroturf. No more 
talk about the national championship that 
wasn’t. No more breaking down the game 
film to detect the breakdowns. No more 
regret. Forgetting became easier when 
three defensive coaches off last year’s staff 
left for new jobs.

efense dominated spring football practice at Notre Dame. Almost as 

much as change did. New defensive coordinator Bob Davie’s unit dis- 

rupted offenses with an assortment of stunts and blitzes. A different 
cast also emerged during the 15 workouts. The newness made it obvious to 
coach Lou Holtz and others that the similarities between last fall’s second- 
ranked team and next fall’s team will be almost nil. 

For instance, Notre Dame’s center in ‘93 — Tim Ruddy, one of 10 play- 
ers drafted in April by the NFL — made snapping the ball as involuntary as 
breathing. Last spring, Notre Dame centers once botched the exchange with 
the quarterback four times during a 60-minute scrimmage. 

After several auditions, it appears senior Mark Zataveski will head into 
August as the No. 1 snapper. 

And, of course, the No. 1 receiver of the snap will be quarterback Ron 
Powlus, the phenom who wore a yellow jersey to protect his twice-broken col- 
larbone from contact. On Powlus’ first play in front of an audience at the 
annual Blue-Gold game, he fired a 26-yard touchdown pass, raising expecta- 
tions another orbit. 

“There's no doubt whatever that Ron Powlus is the No. 1 quarterback com- 
ing back next fall,” Holtz said, as relieved as the most rabid fan that Powlus 
will return next August in one piece. He also dubbed Powlus the No. | punter. 

Though frustrated by his limited participation, the 6-2, 218-pound 
Powlus picked up the necessary subtleties in the Irish offense. 

“I'm glad | just got to do anything,” he said. “After | got hurt the second 
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time, Coach Holtz said | wouldn't do anything in the spring, so it's been a plus.” 

It would help his progress if senior flanker Michael Miller returned, but 
that seemed unlikely after spring practice. Miller and cornerback Tracy Gra- 
ham were targets of an investigation into stolen merchandise that was found 
at their off-campus apartment. Though the St. Joseph County prosecutor chose 
not to press charges, the university's office of student affairs has the final say 
on the students’ eligibility. Their status may not be clear until the first day of 
two-a-day practices in August. 

Without Miller as a deep threat, the Irish will rely even more heavily on 
the running game. Each of Notre Dame’s running backs enjoyed stellar 
springs, especially senior Heisman hopeful Lee Becton, but the holes closed 
quicker than they did last fall. 

The offensive line needs a leader, but it first needs good health. Injuries 
and inexperience combined to make Notre Dame's first taste of life without 
Aaron Taylor a sour one. 

Tackle Ryan Leahy, coming off arthroscopic knee surgery, will be asked 
to assume a greater leadership role for guys like sophomore Mike Doughty, 
the promising starter at left tackle without a second of game experience. 

Speaking of promise, the Irish defense provided plenty. The freer 3-4 
scheme agrees with the young, hungry, talent that didn’t accept the cerebral 
style under Rick Minter. 

The interior three — Brian Hamilton, Germaine Holden, and Oliver Gib- 
son — each performed better than ever, Holtz believed. 
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with the Cincinnati Bengals), and Keith 
Armstrong (an assistant with the Atlanta 
Falcons), changed addresses in hopes their 
memories would follow suit. 

Enter Bob Davie, Notre Dame’s new 
defensive coordinator from Texas A&M. 
With the Aggies, Davie liked his players fast 
and physical, and his taste in tacklers 
hasn't changed in South Bend. 

“As far as a football player goes, there 
are two things,” Davie explained. “The 
ability to make plays; he has to be a play- 
maker. The second thing is always speed 
over size.” 

Immediately, Notre Dame defenders 
began learning a 3-4 scheme instead of 
the old 4-3. Two of the interior three 
return from last season — burly Brian 
Hamilton and Oliver Gibson. The duo will 
free Davie up to focus on the four line- 
backers, a unit that must wreak havoc on 
quarterbacks and roam sideline-to-side- 
line for running backs. 

Inside linebacker Justin Goheen led 
the Irish in tackles last season as a junior. 
He will be joined inside either by converted 
safety Kinnon Tatum or senior Jeremy 
Sample. Flanking them will be outside 


linebackers Bert Berry, a freshman starter 

in 93, and Renaldo Wynn, both coached by 
newly hired assistant Kirk Doll — another 
former Texas A&M aide. 

That young players like Melvin Dansby, 
Lyron Cobbins, and Alton Maiden will com- 
pete for a spot along the front seven excites 
Davie more than it worries him. 

“The best players will play,” he said. “I 
don’t have any concern with youth. Our 
scheme will be simple enough that we'll 
get the best players on the field.” 

That approach comes as welcome 
news in the secondary. Simplicity will be 
stressed — and embraced. The Irish 
defense became so complex in the last two 
seasons that players wore wristbands with 
the coverages typed on a card to help 
make calls. 

Discarding the “cheat-sheets” also 
will enable some players to discard some 
tentativeness, fifth-year senior safety 
LeShane Saddler believes. Saddler, play- 
ing for his third defensive coordinator, 
will battle Travis Davis for the starting 
spot at strong safety. 

“Last year, we said we would ‘Attack, 
attack, attack,’ and then we would play a 


thinking man’s defense,” Saddler said. 
“This year, we will have an attacking style 
and just line up and play.” 

That suits Bobby Taylor, who lines up 
and plays as well as any defensive back in 
America. A Thorpe Award Finalist last sea- 
son as a sophomore cornerback, Taylor will 
be switched to free safety to take advantage 
of his outstanding speed and range. 

“He is the eraser,” Holtz stated. 

Some mistakes from inexperienced 
cornerbacks may need erasing. Last spring, 
LaRon Moore, who missed "93 because of 
academics, and Brian Magee, who spent 93 
as a safety, won the starting jobs. 

“Cornerback may be an area where we 
need some help from a freshman,” Holtz 
said. He has two of the country’s best prep 
defensive backs arriving in August — Jarvis 
Edison and Ivory Covington. 

Still, Holtz hates to count on fresh- 
men. Actually, it isn’t his nature to count 
on anything positive before the first block 
or tackle. He prefers a degree of pessimism. 

“You just can’t take anything for 
granted this year,” Holtz said. 

At Notre Dame, that usually warns fans 
to expect a 9-2 season. 4

SMU’s embat- 
SMU tled program still 
is working to over- 
come the NCAA's 
Death Penalty sen- 
tence from six 
years ago and now 
must get ready for a new home away from 
the 80-year-old Southwest Conference. 

Even with the uncertainty of playing 
in the WAC Conference in two years, the 
Mustangs look forward to this year. They 
return as many starters as any other SWC 
opponent and, with two of the league's 
brightest stars at quarterback and middle 
linebacker, the Mustangs are even talking 
about a post-season bowl. 

“Last year, we were excited because 
we thought we could win,” sophomore 
quarterback Ramon Flanigan said. “This 
year, we're excited because we know 
we'll win.” 

SMU isn’t all bravado despite coming 
off a 2-7-2 record. Fourth-year coach Tom 
Rossley bends over backwards to promote 
a positive attitude. 

“These guys hear from everyone else 
how they can’t win,” Rossley said. “I don’t 
want them to start believing it.” 

SMU remains part of the SWC for the 
next two seasons. In 1996, Baylor, Texas, 
Texas AGM and Texas Tech have 
announced they'll move to the Big Eight 
Conference. SMU, TCU, and Rice were: 
then snapped up by the expanding West- 
ern Athletic Conference. 

The Mustangs are rebuilding after 
NCAA sanctions resulted in a two-year 
suspension of play in 1987 and 1988. 
SMU confessed to operating a slush fund 
to pay players. 

The Mustangs’ best season since 
returning was a 5-6 record in 1992. The 
record dropped to 2-7-2 last season with 
the loss of 30 seniors, but SMU’s competi-

tiveness remained surprisingly high with 
56 freshmen (including redshirts) and 
sophomores. The Mustangs were 24 
points from converting three losses and 
two ties into victories. 

Through improvement and process of 
elimination in a down year for the SWC, 
SMU might just qualify for one of the 
league’s three post-season bowl berths. 

Flanigan is a primary focus of opti- 
mism. With the graduation of All-SWC 
quarterback Robert Hall at Texas Tech, 
Baylor’s J.J. Joe, and the speedy Bert 
Emanuel from Rice, Flanigan could be the 
league’s biggest impact quarterback. 

Texas sophomore Shea Morenz and 
A&M junior Corey Pullig are more NFL- 
type passers but aren’t the focal points of 
their offenses. Flanigan is the league’s 


Team Strengths: An offense with 10 
returning starters, including sopho- 
more quarterback Ramon Flanigan, 
the SWC’s top returning leader in 
total yards.

top returnee with 224.5 yards per game 
total offense. 

Flanigan is much more versatile, in 
the mold of former Florida State Heisman 
Trophy winner Charlie Ward. The Mus- 
tangs’ Run-and-Shoot offense has evolved 
to multiple formations very similar to the 
national champion Seminoles. 

In fact, after Flanigan passed (142) 
and ran (148) for 290 yards in a season- 
ending, 42-13 victory at Navy, the Mid- 
shipmen compared Flanigan to Ward. 

SMU athletic director Forrest Gregg, 
who coached in the NFL and CFL before 
returning to SMU for two years, thought 
so highly of Flanigan that he had the 
Shreveport (La.) Pirates of the CFL draft 
Flanigan as part of his discussions of 
becoming the Shreveport coach last Janu- 
ary. Gregg later decided to remain at SMU 
along with Flanigan. 

Flanigan was lightly recruited out of 
Wichita Falls (Texas) Rider High School. 
He was small (6-1, 170) and hadn’t 
thrown much out of an I-formation 
offense. But Rossley liked what he’d seen 
of his arm and mobility. 

However, Flanigan has been injury 
prone. He started only five games last sea- 
son. He began the year overcoming a bout 
with mononucleosis, and was plagued by a 
shoulder injury suffered midway through 
the year. He was healthy through the 
spring workouts. 

“I’m 100 percent,” Flanigan said. 

SMU needs a healthy Flanigan, but 
does have capable backups. Junior Mark 
Eldred passed for 399 yards and three 
touchdowns in a 28-28 tie with Houston 
last year. Eldred, who missed spring 
practices with an off-season shoulder 
separation, also ended AGM’s defensive 
string of 15-consecutive scoreless quar- 
ters on its home-field with a 14-yard 
scoring pass. 
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SMU’s No. 3 quarterback, redshirt 
freshman Chris James, passed for 475 
yards in the spring game last March. 

An emphasis on speed and a lack of 
straight-ahead power forces SMU to rely 
on passing, but Rossley is trying to 
develop a more consistent running game. 

SMU’s 1,508 yards rushing last season 
was the most since before the Death 
Penalty. SMU has added a two-back forma- 
tion with seniors Kevin Shepard and 
Jacques Smith. Neither is a breakaway 
threat, but each can get good yardage on 
delayed draws — SMU usually runs out of 
a four-receiver set. 

The Mustangs will add redshirt fresh- 
man Donte Womack, an all-purpose scat- 
back who'll be spread around at running 
back and in the slot. Womack showed off 
his versatility in the the spring game 
where he rushed, caught a pass, threw a 
pass, and kicked an extra point. 

Senior outside receiver Brian Berry 
hopes to return from a sore hip which 
slowed him through last season. Berry's 
4.3 speed in the 40-yard dash makes him 
the most effective of SMU’s deep threats. 
He’s averaged 46.6 yards on seven touch- 
down catches. He had a career-high nine 
catches against Rose Bowl champion Wis- 
consin last season. 

The emergence of senior Erwin 
Wilburn and junior James Whitmore also 
helped. Wilburn was named the offensive 
MVP last season after getting a team-high 
16.7 yards per catch. He’s especially effec- 
tive on the outside screen. Whitmore led 
SMU in receiving with 510 yards. 

Senior inside receiver Mick Rossley, 
Tom’s son, led the Mustangs with 46 
catches. Not all of his receptions were the 
result of short dump-offs. Rossley had 
three touchdown catches. 

The line is a question beyond sopho- 
more center Brannon Kidd. SMU will 
shuffle its guards and its tackles to find 
the best combination. 

The defense was hit hard by injuries 
last season and now must rebuild its front 
and secondary. 

The anchor will be sophomore Chris 
Bordano, who was the only freshman out 
of a 22-man class last year not to be red- 
shirted. 

Bordano only started the last four 
games after making strong impressions 
on special teams. Still he was named sec- 
ond-team All-SWC in a vote of the

The Mustangs’ overall strength will be 
at linebacker. Senior B.J. Stankovich and 
junior Craig Swann return after suffering 
knee injuries as starters last season. Red- 
shirt freshmen Wade Smith and Jackson 
Moore add depth. 

Senior tackle Vernon Edwards is the 
only returnee among the front four — last 
year’s strength. Junior Brian Kenney and 
redshirt freshman Amhad Hayes are being 
counted on to replace Byron Bonds at 
tackle. 

Redshirt freshman Jason Evans shows 
great potential at 6-4, 240, and he’s 
counted on to replace four-year starter 
Chad Patton at end. The Mustangs also 
have redshirt freshman Warwick Woodard 
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and sophomores Mac McKinnie and 
Wilbert Mitchell at end. 

Injuries shuffled the Mustangs sec- 
ondary last season as four different play- 
ers started at free safety. SMU is set 
with junior Cornell Parker at one cor- 
nerback and senior Rodney Watkins at 
strong safety. Both started every game 
last season. 

One cornerback spot is up for grabs. 
Senior Michael Artmore is a candidate, 
but is coming off a knee injury and may be 
more valuable at free safety. Senior cor- 
nerback Troy Williams is a potential 
starter, but is unlikely to return after sit- 
ting out the last half of the season due to a 
heart condition. Junior Ken Neill filled in 
a free safety last year, and redshirt fresh- 
men Weldon English and junior Jay Har- 
vey will get looks at cornerback.

improvement to strengthen their running game. 

The Mustangs gained 1,508 yards rushing last 
year, the most since 1986, and return with a deeper 
group of runners. SMU has had success with the Run- 
and-Shoot, but used a two-back set frequently last year. 
With senior running backs Kevin Shepard, Jacques 
Smith, and Isaiah Nelson returning along with the emer- 
gence of redshirt freshmen Donte Womack, Chris 
Campbell, and Bryan Harmon, SMU is developing a 
multiple offense similar to defending national champion 
Florida State. 

SMU hired receivers coach Curtis Johnson from 
San Diego State and offensive line coach Blake Feldt 
from Appalachian State to replace departed Vincent 
White (Maryland) and George Warhop (Boston College). 
SMU offensive coordinator Mike Wade was a finalist for 
the head job at the University of North Texas in the off- 
season. 

The receiving corps got a boost by the return of 
senior Larry Wilson, who missed the last nine games 
of last season with hip and knee injuries suffered in 


E Mustangs’ spring game had 633 yards pass- 
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an auto accident. Wilson and senior Brian Berry are 
considered SMU's fastest receivers with 4.3 speed in 
the 40-yard dash. 

Looking to stengthen the offensive line, senior 
Tony Ned was moved to starting guard to replace gradu- 
ating Jeremy Stout. Ned started at tackle last season. 

SMU will count on redshirt freshmen Wade 
Smith and Jackson Moore at linebacker, and defensive 
ends Jason Evans and Warwick Woodard to play regu- 
larly.

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UpBeAT OwLs EYE CoTTON Bowl BERTH

Christmas is sup- 
posed to be that time 
of year when the cares 
of the world are for- 
gotten, when peace, 
joy, love and harmony 
permeate the land. 
Christmas 1993 for Rice quarterback Josh 
LaRocca was far from completely peaceful. 

He had been rocked by news that the 
coach who had recruited him, Fred Gold- 
smith, twice had done an about-face in a 
week, deciding ultimately to leave the 
scenic tree-lined campus on South Main 
St., not far from downtown for the tall, 
green trees that enshroud the campus of 
Duke University. 

Confusion and disillusionment had 
replaced dancing sugar plums in 
LaRocca’s head. “I don’t know if upset is 
the word,” the junior from San Antonio 
sa 


ys. 

“I was kind of shocked. He had told us 
he was staying for the whole time. I guess 
you could say I was upset a little. 

“T didn’t know what was going to hap- 
pen and who was going to come in, what 
turns the offense was going to take.” 

Part of that answer came within a few 
days of Goldsmith’s announcement. Ken 
Hatfield, the 51-year-old beleaguered ex- 
Clemson coach and a man whom Gold- 
smith considers close enough a friend to 
be a brother, was the chosen. 

“T thought I’d come up over Christ- 
mas, talk to him and the offensive coordi- 
nator, just see what they had in mind for 
next year, what kind of offense they'd run,” 
LaRocca says. 

“I was kind of nervous, I didn’t know 
what to expect. Once I got in there and 
we talked, I knew everything was going to 
be OK.” 

“Josh had a great spring,” says Hat- 
field. “He stayed healthy every day, was out 
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there at practice every day, threw the ball 
extremely well and learned how to work 
the option a lot better each and every day. 

“The better he can do it, the better 
we're going to be offensively, the faster he 
can progress. But he’s doing a good job 
now.” 

There’s no apparent need to fret about 
what kind of job the new coach will do. 
Hatfield’s credentials are impeccable, 
despite having been run off at Clemson. 

“That was an unusual situation, a no- 
win situation,” says Hatfield. “You don’t 
ever really have much success when you 
go in and follow someone who was very 
popular or who just died. 

“Tt’s not so much that you’re not a 
good person. It’s just a matter of circum- 
stances. A lot of people never forget those 
other things. That’s the way it was follow- 
ing Danny Ford at Clemson. 

“A lot of people had their own ideas

about Danny and the program. That was it. 
They were not going to change. So they 
took out a lot of the anomosity of the 
administration on me. 

“But the administration made the 
change, I didn’t make the change. That’s 
what I told the players. I said, ‘Let me tell 
you this. Danny's not coming back. 

“So somebody's going to be your 
coach, if not me, somebody else. If you’re 
smart, you'll try to learn from us, learn 
from two staffs, not just one staff, and 
you'll be better people because of it.’ Some 
of the people bought into it, and some of 
them didn’t.” 

Hatfield is Rice’s 16th head football 
coach. He brings a 113-62-3 record in 15 
years as a college head coach to the 
Owls. A 51-year-old native of Helena, 
Ark., Hatfield led Air Force out of the 
doldrums to successive bowl trips in 
1982-83, then moved on to Arkansas 
where the Razorbacks became the domi- 
nant team in the SWC. 

The 1965 graduate of Arkansas led his 
alma mater to six straight bowl trips in his 
six seasons in the Ozarks. The Hogs were 
SWC champions in 1988 and ’89 before 
Hatfield moved to Clemson. There, he 
compiled a 32-13-1 record, topped by a 10- 
2 ledger in 1990. His 1993 Tigers were 8-3 
during the regular season and played Ken- 
tucky in the 1993 Peach Bowl. 

One of Hatfield’s first jobs upon arrival 
at Rice was getting LaRocca to buy into 
the philosophy he was bringing to Rice. 

“T wanted to let Josh know what I 
thought about him, to assure him we 
were going to build our program around 
abilities, not so much style of attack,” 
says Hatfield.

“Once they had that feeling of reas- 
surance, the future of Rice football 
became a moot question.” 

Perhaps the most heralded of Rice’s 
newcomers is defensive back Brent Huff- 
man, a 5-11, 180-pounder from Cleburne 
(Texas) High School. Huffman is one of 
nine new Owls who run the 40 in 4.6 sec- 
onds or better. 

A consensus member of state Top- 
100 recruiting lists, Huffman was 
named to the second-team Texas Foot- 
ball magazine Super Team. He earned 
all-district three times at Clear Lake HS 
and Cleburne and twice was named to 
the Class 5A all-state team. He is the 
younger brother of LSU quarterback 
Bryan Huffman. 

Kevin Brabham of Kingwood High 
School near Houston is capable of play- 
ing either quarterback or defensive back. 

A second-team all-district pick as a 
junior and senior, Brabham (6-2, 185, 4.4 
40) accounted for 11 touchdowns as a 
senior (four rushing, seven passing) and 
led the district in kickoff returns in both 
1992 and ’93. 

Chad Nelson may add to the pressure 
LaRocca feels to maintain the No. 1 quar- 
terback slot in the fall. The 5-11, 170- 
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pounder from Lewisville (Texas) High 
School led the Farmers to the 1993 Texas 
5A state Division II title. 

In the championship victory over 
Aldine MacArthur, Nelson ran for 196 
yards and three touchdowns on 14 car- 
ries. An option quarterback, he ran for 
1,123 yards and 16 touchdowns as a 
senior. Nelson completed 30-of-67 passes 
for 604 yards and six TDs and was named 
District 5-5A Most Valuable Player in his 
final prep season. 

This year’s recruiting class is not 
without an athlete who could be a candi- 
date for football’s “All-Name” squad. He’s 
5-8, 170-pound running back Ladouphy- 
ous Shaw. His nickname? “Sanman.” 

Shaw has talent as well. He earned 
all-District 15-5A and All-East Texas hon- 
ors on both offense and defense as a 
senior playing for John Tyler, the alma 
mater of former Heisman Trophy winner 
Earl Campbell. Shaw led the Lions in 
rushing, interceptions, and kickoff- 
return yardage as a senior. He ran for 562 
yards as a junior and also runs track and 
plays baseball. 

The new class will soon be firmly 
entrenched, the shock and trauma of the 
coaching change, and the breakup of the 
SWC have apparently been dealt with 
positively. 


It’s time to get down to playing foot- 
ball. And with back-to-back winning sea- 
sons and a solid spring to build upon, 
optimism abounds. 

“Pretty much everybody on the team 
right now has been a part of one of the 
winning seasons,” says LaRocca. “So it 
definitely gives us something to shoot for 
in the upcoming season.

the Southwest Conference and another change in 

coaching staffs behind them, the Rice Owls benefit- 
ted from some outstanding weather throughout the spring 
to become more familiar with coach Ken Hatfield's slightly 
different offensive approach from the previous regime. 

“We changed it a little bit,” said Hatfield. “We tried 
to do some of the same things.

Both are expected to be 100 per- 
cent by the start of fall drills. 

“Spring practice, that’s going to happen,” Hatfield 
said of the injury situation. “That's just a fact of life, some- 
thing you've got to live with.
